The  propo- 
sition submitted  to,  and  approved  by.  each  of  said  Lodges.  (2.)  The  name 
and  number,  which  shall  be  the  number  of  one  of  said  Lodges  of  said  con- 
solidated Lodge.  (3).  A  list  of  the  names  of  all  the  members  of  the  pro- 
posed consolidated  Lodge.  (4)  The  names  of  the  officers  chosen  for  said 
consolidated  Lodge.  Said  articles  shall  be  presented  in  writing  in  duplicate 
and  signed  by  all  members  of  said  joint  committee,  and  when  ratified  by 
the  said  Lodges  shall  be  certified  under  seal  by  the  Chancellor  Commander 
and  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  of  each  of  said  Lodges  and  forwarded  to 
the  Grand  Chancellor  for  his  approval.  If  approved  by  the  Grand  Chan- 
cellor, he  shall  direct  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  to  notify  in 
writing  each  of  said  Lodges  that  an  order  for  the  proposed  consolidation 
will  issue  as  prayed  for  in  said  articles,  upon  the  surrender  of  rituals  and 
officers'  jewels,  except  one  set  of  each,  which  shall  become  the  property  of 
said  consolidated  Lodge;  and  if  consolidated  under  the  charter  of  one  of 
said  Lodges,  the  charter  and  seal  of  the  other  Lodge  or  Lodges  shall  be 
surrendered  to  the  Grand  Chancellor  upon  his  approval  of  said  articles  of 
consolidation.

Upon  the  first  of  May,  189(3,  the  Lodge  rosters  show  that  there  were  3,174 
members  in  this  domain.  Adding  to  these  figures  those  of  the  four  Lodges 
above  not  reporting,  from  their  reports  of  December  31,  1896,  we  find  the 
grand  total  to  be  3,234.  During  the  year  there  have  been  accessions  from 
all  sources,  580.  Of  this  number  144  were  charter  members  from  the 
eight  new  Lodges  instituted,  94  were  by  card,  and  the  remainder,  regular 
initiates.  Taking  the  number  3,234  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  and 
adding  the  580,  we  have  a  gross  result  of  3,814.  From  this  sum  we  now 
deduct  the  transfers  94,  and  those  suspended  for  the  non-payment  of  dues 
148  and  other  causes,  and  the  deaths  which  were  35,  and  we  have  a  net  and 
final  membership  of  3,547.  This  does  not  include  the  initiates  and  other 
accessions  during  the  past  month  of  May.  but  it  does  include  the  Charter 
lists  of  the  new  Lodges  up  to  date. 

From  the  reports  we  also  obtained  the  information  that  the  annual  dues 
of  the  respective  Lodges  vary  from  two  dollars  to  eight  dollars,  the  aver- 
age for  65  Lodges  being  four  dollars.  In  regard  to  the  amount  of  sick 
benefits  paid  for  the  first  week  of  sickness,  we  find  the  average  to  be  $1.77 
and  for  the  subsequent  three  weeks  the  average  payments  being  $2.66  for 
the  Domain.  During  the  year  there  have  been  eleven  hundred  weeks  of 
sickness  for  which  there  has  been  paid  $4,525.00.  In  this  sickness  263 
different  members  have  participated  and  there  has  been  expended  in  addi- 
tion to  the  above  benefits  the  sum  of  $263.00  for  nursing  the  sick. 

Applying  these  figures  to  the  entire  membership  of  the  Domain  we  find 
that  it  has  cost  one  dollar  and  twenty-eight  cents  for  each  member.  Ap- 
plying again  the  figures  to  the  annual  dues  we  find  that  32  percent,  of 
this  has  been  expended  for  sick  benefits.  In  other  words  that  it  has  cost 
$4.10  per  week  for  each  member  sick  during  the  year,  which  is  nine  cents 
more  than  the  average  dues.  As  before  stated,  there  have  been  35  deaths  in 
the  Order  for  which  there  have  been  paid  upon  an  average  for  each  death 
$43.50.  Fourteen  Lodges  report  that  they  pay  a  death-benefit  upon  the 
death  of  a  Knight's  wife — the  average  benefit,  paid  for  this  purpose,  being 
$19.50. 

In  the  matter  of  the  number  of  widows  and  orphans  in  the  Domain  there 
are  reported  to  be  connected  with  the  various  Lodges  one  hundred  and 
twelve.  For  the  local  uses  of  the  Lodges  there  has  accumulated  a  fund  of 
$1,861.79. 

In  the  matter  of  the  number  of  the  new  and  defunct  Lodges  the  Grand 
Chancellor  has  already  reported  the  necessary  details. 

With  regard  to  the  finances  of  the  Order  the  report  of  the  Grand  Keeper 
of  Records  and  Seal  is  sufficient  without  any  additional  facts  from  this 
Committee. 

In  regard  to  the  subjects  referred  to  the  Committee  from  the  Grand 
Chancellor's  Report  we  are  in  accord  with  the  opinions  expressed  on  page 
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5th  in  regard  to  solicitations  of  aid  from  other  Grand  Domains.  Your  Com- 
mittee has  in  previous  reports  placed  its  condemnation  on  this  method  of 
securing  aid  from  foreign  Domains,  and  now  recommends  that  steps  be 
taken  by  this  Grand  Lodge  to  add  it's  formal  disapproval  of  the  same. 

In  the  matter  of  defunct  Lodges,  jSTos.  47  and  76,  we  approve  the  Grand 
Chancellor's  course  in  taking  up  the  Charters  of  these  subordinate  bodies. 

In  the  matter  of  the  new  Lodges  instituted  during  the  past  term  which 
are  as  follows:  Pittsboro  88,  Pineville  89.  Red  Springs  91.  Mecklenburg  90, 
Graham  9'2,  Greenville  98,  Kings  Mountain  94  and  Rockingham  95.  We 
recommend  that  charters  be  granted  to  each  and  all  of  these  Lodges  ami 
the  warrants  taken  up. 

In  the  matter  of  the  loss  by  fire  of  the  paraphernalia  of  Mount  Ida  Lodge, 
IS~o.  58,  and  the  paraphernalia  of  the  defunct  Lodge  Mount  Hebron.  No.  76, 
which  ha>  been  loaned  to  them  by  the  Grand  Chancellor,  your  Committee 
would  recommend  that  the  said  paraphernalia  now  in  their  possession  as  a 
loan,  be  donated  to  them.  And  that  further  view  of  the  calamity  which 
has  befallen  them  that  a  charter  be  furnished  them  free  of  any  expense 
except  its  actual  cost  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

In  the  matter  of  the  subject  of  counting  the  rituals  at  the  close  of  the 
Lodge,  the  Grand  Chaucellor  has  pointed  out  that  this  now  is  Pythian 
Statute  law  and  will  lie  enforced  as  other  laws.

Brother  T.    S.    Franklin,    for  the  Finance  Committee, 
submitted  the  following  report  which  was  adopted. 
Document  No.  34. 

To  the  Grand  Chancellor,  Officers  and  M<  mbers  of  flu  Grand  Lodg<  : 

We  have  audited  the  accounts  of  the  Grand  Master  of  Exchequer  and 
the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  up  to  the  time  of  this  meeting,  and 
find  the  same  correct  an  1  in  good  form,  and  the  printed  statement  of 
the  Grand  Master  of  Exchequer  incorporated  in  the  report  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  officers  is  a  true  statement  of  the  financial  standing  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  on  June  4th,  is*)?,  as  per  books  and  vouchers  submitted  to  us.  ex- 
cept a  slight  error  in  printing  and  addition.  We  commend  the  careful  and 
business  like  method  of  book-keeping  and  records  use  d  by  both  of  these 
officers. 
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In  regard  to  the  removal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  from  Durham  to  Charlotte, 
which  matter  was  referred  to  the  Committee,  we  beg  to  report  that  we  have 
only  considered  the  same  from  a  financial  standpoint,  and  that  from  the 
statements  of  our  Grand  Chancellor  as  to  Railroad  fares  and  hotel  ex- 
penses, we  are  convinced  that  the  meeting  in  Charlotte  is  less  expensive 
than  it  would  have  been  at  Durham. 

We  recommend  the  continuance  of  the  allowance  of  $150  per  annum  to 
the  Grand  Chancellor  for  clerical  assistance. 

We  recommend  that  $3  charged  to  Centre  Lodge,  No.  3,  of  Raleigh,  in 
July,  1895,  be  credited  back  to  said  Lodge,  the  charge  evidently  being  an 
error. 

We  recommend  that  the  item  of  $23  charged  against  Contentnea  Lodge, 
No.  87,  of  Wilson,  be  credited  back  to  said  Lodge,  as  it  appears  that  same 
was  the  expense  of  institution,  which  should  properly  have  been  deducted, 
but  was  not  for  want  of  pioper  voucher. 

We  recommend  that  the  item  $1.60  reported  as  remitted  in  error  by  Pitts- 
boro  Lodge,  No.  88,  be  returned  to  them,  as  being  not  due  to  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

We  respectfully  approve  document  or  resolution,  No  27,  introduced 
by  L.  I.  Moore  of  No.  93. 

With  regard  to  the  resolution  from  Athenia  Lodge,  No.  8,  asking  for  re- 
peal of  the  $36  Widows  and  Orphans  Benefit  Tax,  and  claiming  the  same  as 
unconstitutional,  your  committee  beg  leave  to  report,  if  these  resolutions 
be  construed  as  a  request  for  a  remittal  of  the  tax,  for  this  Lodge,  we  can 
not  see  our  way  clear  to  recommend  it,  feeling  that  it  would  be  an  awk- 
ward, embarrassing  and  destructive  precedent.  If  it  be  construed  as  a 
protest  against  the  constitutionality  of  the  tax  itself,  we  do  not  feel  that  its 
consideration  is  in  the  province  of  this  Committee,  and  recommend  that 
the  same  be  referred  to  the  Judiciary  Committee. 

We  recommend  that  Cumberland,  No.  5,  be  granted  credit  for  the  $8.25 
paid  Ex-Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  Dudley,  when  his  receipts  for  this  is 
presented  to  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal.

That  Section  177  of  the  Grand  Statutes  be  amended  by  adding  to  the 
3d  clause  of  same  these  words:  "Provided,  however,  that  upon  a  two  thirds 
vote  of  the  membership  in  good  standing,  at  a  regular  meeting,  any  Sub- 
ordinate Lodge  may  pay  its  members,  after  the  first  7  weeks,  weekly  ben- 
efits to  the  extent  of  one  half  of  the  annual  dues,  not  to  exceed  in  duration 
52  weeks  from  the  beginning  of  the  sickness  of  the  member  for  which  ben- 
efits are  allowed. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias  of  the  Domain  of 
North  Carolina: 
1st.  That  section  179  of  the  Grand  Statutes  be  amended  by  striking 
out  all  the  words  following  the  word  "assessment"  in  the  second  line,  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "Provided,  that  any  proposition  to  make 
such  an  assessment  shall  not  be  acted  upon  at  the  same  Convention  at 
which  made."

vestment so  that  same  may  be  added  toby  accruing  interest  and  said  Trus- 
tees shall  be  required  to  furnish  to  the  Grand  Lodge  an  annual  statement 
of  all  moneys  so  invested  and  all  interest  so  accruing  therefrom.

The  old  Companies  are  as  numerically  strong  as  they  were  last  year,  but 
interest  in  some  of  the  companies  have  somewhat  flagged,  and  the  officers 
at  times  been  very  much  discouraged,  yet  by  the  interest  and  activity  of  a 
few  faithful  Sir  Knights,  the  future  prospects  are  far  more  encouraging 
than  could  have  been  expected  a  few  months  ago.

To  the  Grand  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias  of  the  Domain  of  North  Carolina: 

Your  Special  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Grand 
Chancellor's  report  relative  to  the  "Endowment  Rank"  beg  leave  to  offer 
the  following  report. 

It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  we  note  the  continued  growth  and  interest 
in  this  important  branch  of  our  Order.  The  report  of  our  State  organizer, 
Brother  Geo.  H.  Royster,  shows  the  following  increase  during  the  past 
year:  Number  of  Sections  eight  (8).  Number  of  Members  ninety-eight 
(98).  Amount  of  Insurance  f  163.500.00.  Making  a  grand  total  for  the 
State:  Number  of  Sections  fifty-four  (54).  Number  of  Members  eight 
hundred  and  ninety  (890).  Amount  of  Insurance  f  1,915,500.00.  The  net 
gain  in  membership  in  the  Order  in  this  State  last  year  was  147,  whereas 
the  gain  in  membership  in  this  rank  was  98  showing  that  the  Endowment 
Rank  has  more  than  kept  pace  with  the  numerical  growth  of  the  Order. 

While  this  is  very  encouraging  and  show  that  our  members  are  waking 
up  to  the  importance  of  protecting  those  dependent  upon  them,  yet  with 
the  advantage  of  this  cheap  and  safe  Insurance  there  are  only  890  members 
in  the  Endowment  Rank  out  of  a  membership  of  3,500  in  the  State. 

We  note  with  regret  the  typographical  error  in  the  report  of  the  Grand 
Chancellor  in  which  he  is  made  to  say  "that  there  are  50,000  members 
carrying  an  endowmentof  $9,000,000.00.  This  amount  should  be  $92,519,- 
500.00  which  shows  an  average  amount  of  endowment  per  member  of 
nearly  $2,000.00. 

There  has  been  paid  to  beneficiaries  in  this  State  $173,000.00.  A  re- 
markable showing  for  the  small  amounts  paid  by  the  members. 
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We  earnestly  recommend  this  Insurance  to  ever}7  member  of  the  Order 
and  suggest  that  each  representative  urge  upon  his  Lodge  the  importance 
of  taking  advantage  of  this  cheap  means  of  protecting  his  family  in  case 
of  death.  We  are  fully  satisfied  after  due  investigation  that  this  insurance 
is  absolutely  safe  and  rests  upon  sound  principles  of  underwriting.

AMENDMENTS. 


The  following  Amendments  were  offered  and  adopted 
at  the  Convention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Session  June  1897. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the   Grand  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias  of  the  Domain  of 
North  Carolina: 
That  Title  III,  Chapter  XII  of  the  Grand  Statutes  be  amended  by  re- 
pealing Section  195,  and  substituting  in  place  thereof  the  following  chapter: 

CHAPTER  XII. 

CONSOLIDATION. 

When  two  or  more  Subordinate  Lodges  in  this  Domain  desire  to  consoli- 
date in  accordance  with  Section  319  of  the  Supreme  Statutes,  a  joint  com- 
mittee composed  of  one  or  more  members  of  each  of  such  Lodges  shall  pre- 
pare and  submit  to  each  of  said  Lodges,  for  ratification,  articles  of  consol- 
idation; said  articles  to  contain  the  following  information:  (1.)  The  propo- 
sition submitted  to,  and  approved  by,  each  of  said  Lodges.  (2  )  The  name 
and  number,  which  shall  be  the  number  of  one  of  said  Lodges  of  said  con- 
solidated Lodge.  (3. )  A  list  of  the  names  of  all  the  members  of  the  pro- 
posed consolidated  Lodge.  (4.)  The  names  of  the  officers  chosen  for  said 
consolidated  Lodge,  l^aid  articles  shall  be  presented  in  writing  in  duplicate 
and  signed  by  all  members  of  said  joint  committee,  and  when  ratified  by 
the  said  Lodges  shall  be  certified  under  seal  by  the  Chancellor  Commander 
and  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  of  each  of  said  Lodges  and  forwarded  to 
the  Grand  Chancellor  for  his  approval.  If  approved  by  the  Grand  Chan- 
cellor, he  shall  direct  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  to  notify  in 
writing  each  of  said  Lodges  that  an  order  for  the  proposed  consolidation 
will  issue  as  prayed  for  in  said  articles,  upon  the  surrender  of  rituals  and 
officers'  jewels,  except  one  set  of  each,  which  shall  become  the  property  of 
said  consolidated  Lodge;  and  if  consolidated  under  the  charter  of  one  of 
said  Lodges,  the  charter  and  seal  of  the  other  Lodge  or  Lodges  shall  be 
surrendered  to  the  Grand  Chancellor  upon  his  approval  of  said  articles  of 
consolidation.  And  in  the  event  of  the  consolidation  as  aforesaid  under 
neither  of  the  old  charters,  then  all  of  the  charters  and  seals  of  the  said 
Lodges  shall  be  surrendered  to  the  Grand  Chancellor  as  aforesaid,  and  a 
new  charter  shall  be  issued  at  once.

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Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias  of  the  Domain  of 
North  Carolina: 

That  Title  III,  Chapter  III  of  the  Grand  Statutes  be  amended  by  re- 
pealing Section  141,  and  changing  Section  139  so  as  to  read: 

"Section  139.  At  the  first  regular  Convention  in  the  months  of  June 
and  December  in  each  year  the  following  officers  shall  be  elected  to  serve 
for  a  term  of  six  months,  commencing  from  the  first  of  the  month  next  re- 
spectively ensuing:  Chancellor  Commander,  Vice  Chancellor,  Prelate, 
Master  of  Work,  Master  at  Arms,  Inner  Guard  and  Outer  Guard." 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias  of  the  Domain  of 
North  Carolina: 
That  Section  177  of  the  Grand  Statutes  be  amended  by  adding  to  the 
3rd  clause  of  same  these  words:  "'Provided,  however,  that  upon  a  two  thirds 
vote  of  the  membership  in  good  standing,  at  a  regular  meeting,  any  Sub- 
ordinate Lodge  may  pay  its  members,  after  the  first  seven  weeks,  weekly 
benefits  to  the  extent  of  one  half  of  the  annual  dues,  not  to  exceed  in  du- 
ration fifty-two  weeks  from  the  beginning  of  the  sickness  of  the  member 
for  which  benefits  are  allowed. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias  of  the  Domain  of 
North  Carolina: 

1st.  That  Section  179  of  the  Grand  Statutes  be  amended  by  striking 
out  all  the  words  following  the  word  'assessment"  in  the  second  line,  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "Provided,  that  any  proposition  to  make 
such  an  assessment  shall  not  be  acted  upon  at  the  same  Convention  at 
which  made." 

2nd.  That  all  Statutes  or  clauses  of  Statutes  in  conflict  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed.

This  was  an  appeal  from  the  ruling  of  Cumberland  Lodge,  No.  5,  K.  of 
P.,  at  a  regular  convention  of  said  Lodge  held  Tuesday  night,  January 
12th,  1S9T.  At  the  meeting  of  said  Lodge  as  aforesaid,  Bro.  W.  C.  Holland 
entered  his  written  protest  against  the  installation  of  Bros.  R.  F.  Amos  as 
inner  guard,  and  H.  W.  Powers  as  outer  guard  of  said  Lodge  for  the  ensu- 
ing term,  upon  the  ground  that  their  appointment  by  the  Chancellor  Com- 
mander of  said  Lodge  was  illegal  and  void.  The  Chancellor  Commander 
sustained  the  protest  of  Bro.  W.  C.  Holland  and  declared  the  office  of  inner 
and  outer  guard  of  said  Lodge  vacant.  From  this  decision  Bro.  W.  S. 
Cook  appealed  to  the  Lodge  and  the  Lodge  over-ruled  the  Chancellor 
Commander,  from  which  ruling  Bro.  W.  C.  Holland  appealed  to  the 
Grand  Tribunal.

The  question  presented  upon  this  appeal,  as  we  understand  it,  is  whether 
or  not  the  inner  and  outer  guard  of  a  subordinate  Lodge  are  elective  or  ap- 
pointive officers.  The  inner  and  outer  guard  in  the  case  on  appeal  were 
appointed  by  the  Chancellor  Commander  under  the  authority  given  by  sec. 
141  chap.  Ill,  Grand  Statutes  of  the  Grand  Domain  of  North  Carolina 
which  reads  as  follows,  to- nit:  Upon  the  night  of  his  election,  the  Chan- 
cellor Commander  shall  appoint  therinner  and  outer  guard  to  serve  for  sis 
months  from  the  first  of  the  month  next  ensuing.  This  section  of  the 
Grand  Statutes  of  the  Grand  Domain  of  North  Carolina  is  not  in  conformity 
with  the  Supreme  Constitution  which  says,  "that  the  Ritualistic  officers  of 
a  Subordinate  Lodge  shall  be  as  designated  In  the  Subordinate  Lodge  Ritual. 
They  shall  be  nominated,  elected  and  installed,  and  vacancies  in  office  shall 
be  filled  as  provided  by  Supreme  law.     The  terms  of  such  officers  shall 
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continue  for  twelve  months  from  January  1st,  in  each  year,  or  until  then- 
successors  are  elected  and  installed;  Provided,  that  in  Domains  in  which 
Grand  Lodges  so  enact,  such  terms  shall  continue  for  six  months  from 
January  1st  and  July  1st  in  each  year."  See  art.  XL,  sec.  2,  Supreme 
Constitution. 

Chapter  XL  sec.  232,  Supreme  Statutes,  says:  ''The  words  'office'  and 
'officer'  as  used  in  this  chapter  shall  apply  to  such  offices  and  officers  as  are 
designated  in  the  ritual  for  Subordinate  Lodges  and  to  no  other."  The  in- 
ner and  outer  guard  of  Subordinate  Lodges  are  recognized  by  the  Subordi- 
nate Lodge  ritual  as  ritualistic  officers. 

The  rituals  of  the  Order  as  to  matters  therein  contained  shall  be  the  par- 
amount law  of  the.  Order  according  to  sec.  3,  art.  XIV.  of  the  Supreme 
Constitution. 

We  are  therefore  of  the  opinion  and  it  is  adjudged  by  the  Tribunal  that 
the  section  141,  chapter  III,  Grand  Statutes  of  the  Grand  Domain  of  North 
Carolina  is  not  in  conformity  with  the  Supreme  Constitution  and  Supreme 
Statutes  of  the  Order,  and  is.  according  to  section  11,  article  X,  Supreme 
Constitution,  null  and  void;  that  the  inner  and  outer  guard  of  Subordinate 
Lodges  are  elective  officers,  and  that  Cumberland  Lodge  No.  5,  K  of  P. 
erred  in  over  ruling  the  Chancellor  Commander  of  said  Lodge  when  he  de- 
clared the  office  of  inner  and  outer  guard  of  said  Lodge  vacant. 

Let  this  opinion  be  certified  to  by  the  reporter  of  this  Tribunal  and  sent 
to  Cumberland  Lodge  No.  5,  K.  of  P..  to  the  end  that  it  may  proceed  to 
the  election  of  an  inner  and  outer  guard  for  said  Lodge,  as  provided  by 
section  238,  chapter  II,  Supreme  Statutes.

Was  there  any  law  authorizing  and  empowering  the  Grand  Chan- 
cellor to  allow  a  Subordinate  Lodge  to  postpone  the  installation  of  its 
officers  ? 

2nd  Was  the  Grand  Chancellor  vested  with  the  power  to  authorize  a 
Subordinate  Lodge  to  change  the  night  upon  which  it  should  hold  its 
meetings  or  conventions? 

3rd.  Was  the  Grand  Chancellor  empowered  to  authorize  a  Subordinate 
Lodge  to  change  its  name? 

The  Grand  Tribunal  has  been  unable  to  rind  any  law  or  authority  em- 
powering the  Grand  Chancellor  to  allow  a  Subordinate  Lodge  to  postpone 
the  installation  of  its  officers,  to  change  the  night  of  holding  its  meetings 
or  conventions,  or  to  change  its  name.

I  think  when  the  requirements  and  responsibilities  of  the  office  are  thor- 
oughly understood  Ave  shall  rind  in  these  officers  an  adjunct  to  the  work  of 
the  Graud  Chancellor  which  will  solve  the  question  of  the  need  of  a  Grand 
Lecturer. 

The  District  Deputy  Grand  Chancellor,  having  around  him  his  circuit  of 
Lodges,  will  visit  them,  encourage  them,  and  extend  his  influence  individ- 
ually, also  address  them  when  necessary,  aud  through  his  Lodges  add  new 
Lodges.

I  have  received  several  letters  and  circulars  from  other  Grand  Domains, 
asking  permission  to  solicit  aid  in  our  Grand  Domain.  I  have  refused  sev- 
eral times  to  grant  such  permission.  I  am  opposed  to  the  principle  of  ask- 
ing such  aid  except  in  cases  of  necessity,  and  then  I  know  that  no  Grand 
Domain  will  he  more  responsive  to  requests  than  North  Carolina.  Aid  is 
asked  to  build  castle  halls,  when  often  the  Lodges  solicited  are  unable  to 
build  and  to  furnish  their  own  halls  as  necessity  requires.  It  is  not  Pyth- 
janism  to  ask  for  such  aid.  V\  hen  calamity  befalls  a  Pythian  community, 
when  wide  spread  distress  is  at  hand,  then  we  shall  ever  be  ready  to  answer 
every  call  for  aid. 

I  beg  leave  to  report  the  following  relief  which  has  been  extended. 

During  the  early  fall  a  storm  swept  over  Southern  Florida  causing  much 
distress.  I  at  once  wrote  the  proper  authorities  offering  our  assistance. 
The  following  letter  was  the  reply: 

TAMPA,  FLORIDA,  Octobek  9th,  1896. 
lion.  Washington  Cutlett.   Grand  Chancellor,  Grand  Domain  of  North  Carolina: 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:— Your  kindly  letter  was  received  this  morning'.  I  had  just 
Issued  an  appeal  for  help.  Suwannee  Lodge.  No.  4,  of  Cedar  Key,  and  Columbia 
Lodge,  No.  35.  of  Fort  White,  are  in  a  distressing  condition,  and  any  help  you  can 
give  them  from  your  Domain  will  be  gratefully  received.  Homes,  churches,  lodge 
rooms,  crops — everything  is  gone,  and  dire  want  must  ensue. 

The  times  that  try  men's  souls  is  the  best  opportunity  to  prove  the  noblest  virtue  of 
our  Order. 

Remittances  had  best  be  made  to  our  Grand  Master  of  Exchequer,  George  W.  Davis, 
Junior,  Jacksonville 
With  warmest  thanks  in  behalf  of  our  brothers  in  distress.  I  am.

I  at  once  issued  a  circular  to  our  Lodges,  and  in  a  short  time  the  sum  of 
$108.97  was  raised  and  forwarded  to  Grand  Master  of  Exchequer,  George 
W.  Davis,  Jr..  Jacksonville.  Florida. 

I  should  be  pleased  to  mention  individually  the  Lodges  which  contribut- 
ed this  sum,  but  those  who  do  noble  deeds,  and  especially  Pythians,  seek 
not  to  herald  them.     Many  Lodges  failed  to  respond. 
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Permission  was  granted  the  Grand  Domain  of  South  Carolina  to  solicit 
aid  in  this  Grand  Domain  for  the  widow  and  children  of  R.  S.  Galloway  of 
Iona  Lodge,  No.  14,  at  Bishopville,  S.  C.  Brother  Galloway  was  an  old  and 
faithful  member  of  the  Order.  I  thought  this  a  worthy  case  for  Fraternal 
recognition. 

MT.    IDA    LODGE. 

Mt.  Ida  Lodge,  No.  58,  of  our  Grand  Domain  has  been  visited  twice  by  fire 
which  destroyed  their  Castle  Hall  and  all  that  they  had;  but,  Pbcenixdike, 
it  sprung  from  its  ashes,  thus  testifying  the  sterling  worth  of  the  members 
of  the  Lodge  and  the  love  they  bear  the  Order. 

I  transferred  the  paraphanalia  of  the  defunct  Lodge,  Mt.  Hebron,  No, 
76,  to  this  Lodge,  awaiting  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  as  to  what  should 
be  charged  them  for  same.  I  recommend  that  every  consideration  be 
granted  them  ;  the  Lodge  is  small,  and  many  stronger  Lodges  would  have 
succumbed  under  such  difficulties. 

Their  Charter  was  burned  :  I  granted  them  a  Warrant  free  of  cost,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  I  think  a  Charter  should  be  given 
them. 

DEFUNCT    LODGES. 

I  regret  to  state  we  have  lost  two  Lodges.  Mt.  Hebron,  No.  76,  of  Hen- 
dersonville,  surrendered  its  Charter  December  S. 

This  Lodge  never  had  any  strength.  I  visited  it  two  years  ago,  shortly 
after  its  institution.  It  was  dead  then,  I  could  not  get  a  quorum.  There 
are  good  men  in  Hendersonville,  and  I  cannot  see  why  they  are  not  alive  to 
the  necessity  of  Pythianism  ;  or  why  the  beauties  of  our  Order  do  not  ap- 
peal to  their  sensibilities. 

After  doing  all  in  my  power  and  sending  District  Deputy  Grand  Chan- 
cellor Alex.  Webb  to  see  them  several  times,  I  saw  there  was  no  need  for 
longer  delay  in  asking  for  their  Charter. 

Queen  City  Lodge,  No.  47,  of  Rocky  Mount,  has  been  leading  a  strug- 
gling existence  for  the  past  two  years.  Dissension,  which  saps  the  vitals 
of  all  societies,  sprung  up.  Everything  was  done  by  my  predecessor  and 
myself  to  save  the  Lodge.  The  Charter  was  received  June  28.  It  is  hoped 
by  pruning  the  dead  limbs,  the  growth  of  our  Order  will  be  increased. 

The  paraphanalia,  jewels,  and  belongings  of  this  Lodge  have  been  re- 
ported to  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  who  will  make  due  report. 
Bock}'  Mount  Lodge,  No.  84,  took  some  of  the  jewels,  which  have  been 
charged  to  them. 

NEW    LODGES. 

A  year  in  which  a  political  Presidential  campaign  takes  place  is  not  fa- 
vorable to  the  spread  of  Fraternal  love.  I  found  it  almost  impossible  to 
get  anything  done  in  the  way  of  advancing  the  Order  until  after  the  elec- 
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tion.  A  new  life  seemed  to  take  possession  of  our  members  after  the  ex- 
citement was  over:  and  retiring  into  the  Castle  Halls,  the  turmoil  of  strife 
and  envy  was  forgotten,  and  petitions  to  unite  with  our  Order  were  sent  in. 
I  feel  that  this  is  an  evidence  of  the  usefulness  and  beauty  of  our  Order. 
When  men  have  been  tossed  upon  the  sea  of  social  struggle  and  political 
contest,  how  beneficial  and  ennobling  is  the  meeting  with  the  Order  where 
Friendship,  Charity  and  Benevolence  hold  a  shield  to  protect  Pythians 
against  the  bickerings  of  the  outside  world. 

The  Lodges  which  have  been  instituted  are  composed  of  the  best  mem- 
bers of  their  communities  The  Clergy  are  uniting  with  our  Order.  I 
consider  this  the  best  evidence  of  the  appreciation  of  our  work. 

Pittsboro  Lodge,  No.  88,  was  instituted  by  D.  J.  McKiethan,  of  Aber- 
deen. It  has  a  membership  of  16.  The  Endowment  Rank  has  been  intro- 
duced and  their  reports  show  advancement. 

Pineville  Lodge,  Xo.  89,  was  instituted  March  '26,  by  Capt.  T.  S.  Frank- 
lin of  Charlotte,  with  a  membership  of  16. 

Mecklenburg  Lodge,  No.  90,  was  instituted  at  Charlotte  with  a  member- 
ship of  29,  March  19,  by  Captain  T.  S.  Franklin. 

Red  Springs  Lodge,  No.  91,  was  instituted  March  19,  by  A.  W.  McLean 
of  Lumberton. 

Graham  Lodge,  No.  92,  was  instituted  March  19,  by  Chas.  E.  McLean  of 
Burlington. 

Greenville  Lodge,  No.  93,  was  instituted  hy  W.  H.  Griffin,  District  Dep- 
uty Grand  Chancellor,  May  4th. 

Kings  Mountain  Lodge,  No.  94,  was  instituted  April  28,  by  Dr  J.  M. 
Sloan  of  Gastonia,  assisted  by  members  from  Gastonia  Lodge,  No.  55,  Pisgah 
Lodge,  No.  32,  and  others.     The  Charter  members  were  15. 

Rockingham  Lodge,  No.  95,  was  instituted  May  '26,  by  S  B.  Bundy  of 
Monroe.  This  Lodge  starts  under  most  flattering  circumstances.  Many 
leading  citizens  of  the  town  have  connected  themselves  with  it,  and  I  feel 
sure  we  shall  have  a  strong  and  progressive  Lodge  of  which  we  may  be 
proud.     The  Charter  list  was  22,  with  others  desirous  of  joining. 

RESIGNATIONS    AND    APPOINTMENTS. 

Supreme  Representative  Thos.  D.  Meares  was  elected  Supreme  Master  of 
Exchequer  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  This  honor  was 
worthily  bestowed  upon  a  member  of  this  Grand  Domain,  who  has  long 
been  identified  with  the  work  of  Pythianism  in  our  midst,  and  whose 
guiding  hand  has  led  the  Order  to  prosperity  when  it  needed  the  support 
of  brains  and  energy. 

After  careful  consideration  I  appointed  Past  Grand  Chancellor  C.  E. 
Holton,  of  Greensboro,  to  fill  the  unexpired  term.  I  feel  that  the  mantle 
of  Pythian  honor  and  excellence  could  fall  upon  no  worthier  shoulders. 

Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  C.  D.  Benbow,  found  that  his  duties 
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were  such  that  he  could  not  give  to  bis  office  the  attention  which  it  requires. 
With  that  honesty  and  candor  which  characterizes  the  man,  he  tendered  me 
his  resignation,  although  I  requested  him  to  continue  until  the  Grand  Lodge 
met.  He  has  been  a  source  of  constant  aid  and  encouragement  to  me  in 
my  labors  for  the  advancement  of  the  Order. 

I  congratulate  the  Order  and  myself  on  being  able  to  supply  a  substitute 
in  the  person  of  W.  T.  Hollowell ;  he  has  been  most  efficient  and  active  in 
performing  the  duties  of  the  office.  Coming  in  at  a  time  when  the  work 
of  preparing  the  records  for  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  demanded 
much  experience,  he  has  shown  himself  capable  and  willing,  and  has 
greatly  assisted  me  in  the  work  of  the  Order. 

CHANGE    OF    PLACE    OF    MEETING. 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  passed  at  our  last  Convention,  and  with 
the  authority  given  the  Grand  Chancellor  by  Section  6,  Article  II,  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  Constitution,  I  ordered  a  change  of  place  of  meeting  from 
Durham  to  Charlotte.  This  action  was  taken  after  getting  the  consent  of 
Durham  Lodge,  No.  39. 

The  change  was  made  for  the  following  reasons: 

The  railroads  at  the  time  of  change  would  give  only  a  rate  of  one  and 
one-third  fare  for  round  trip  tickets.  The  hotel  at  Durham  would  not  give 
a  lower  rate  than  $2  per  day,  and  could  accommodate  but  one  hundred.  I 
secured  »'ates  in  Charlotte  at  the  Central  Hotel  for  $1.50  per  day.  The 
Uniform  Rank  informed  me  they  could  not  go  to  Durham,  but  would  go 
Charlotte.  After  consulting  with  the  Grand  Lodge  Officers,  and  getting 
their  approval,  I  ordered  the  change  in  the  place  of  meeting. 

I  wish  to  state  emphatically  that  I  have  had  no  other  motive  in  making 
this  change  than  a  desire  to  save  expenses  in  the  Grand  Lodge  meeting, 
and  at  the  same  time  to  bring  our  Order  before  the  public,  by  having  the 
Uniform  Rank  meet  with  us.  Only  after  making  my  arrangements  to 
meet  in  Charlotte  did  all  the  railroads  give  me  a  one  fare  rate  for  round  trip. 

The  hospitality  of  Durham  is  too  well  known  and  acknowledged  for  me 
to  make  further  explanation  for  making  this  change. 

RATHBONE  MONUMENT  FUND. 

All  civilized  people,  both  ancient  and  modern,  have  commemorated  their 
heroes  by  erecting  structures  to  their  memory.  The  great  Order  of  Knights 
of  Pythias  will  be  an  imperishable  monument  to  the  memory  of  Justus  H. 
Rathbme,  but  it  is  just  and  fitting  that  we  should  erect  a  memorial  which 
shall  honor  the  man  who  originated  our  Order.  I  sin  add  be  glad  if  our 
lodges  would  unite  in  making  a  larger  contribution  to  this  fund.  North 
Carolina  has  never  been  found  wanting  in  her  recognition  of  the  noble  and 
the  true. 
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I  have  already  forwarded  to  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor,  Thos.  G.  Sample, 
who  is  treasurer  of  this  fund,  $49.60. 

PYTHIAN  TAPER. 

The  American  public  are  great  readers.  Every  organization  has  its  pa- 
per to  set  forth  its  principles  and  spread  its  influence. 

The  press  is  the  power  of  the  age.  If  we  wish  our  Order  to  prosper  we 
must  use  every  means  to  advance  its  interest. 

An  intelligent  community  demands  its  paper:  an  intelligent  lodge  will 
demand  its  Pythian  paper.  A  member  that  reads  a  Pythian  paper  is  bet- 
ter fitted  to  administer  the  affairs  of  his  lodge  than  one  that  never  hears 
anything  outside  of  his  narrow  sphere.  I  therefore  think  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  showed  much  wisdom  in  appropriating  a  sum  last  year  to  assist  the 
Tar  Heel  KnigJit. 

1  would  recommend  a  continuance  of  this  appropriation,  and  hope  that 
every  encouragement  will  be  given  the  paper  by  lodges  and  individual 
members. 

STATE  OF  THE  ORDER. 

Statistics  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  the  State  of  the  Order,  but  I  wish  to  say  that  the  Order  in  this  Grand 
Domain  is  in  a  condition  which  warrants  the  belief  in  a  brilliant  future. 
The  majority  of  the  lodges  are  enthusiastic  and  progressive,  and  those 
which  are  lukewarm  need  only  the  inspiration  of  a  live  Pythian  to  stir  up 
the  fire  of  Friendship.   Charity,  and  Benevolence. 

There  are  now  71  healthy  and  active  lodges  with  a  membership  of  near- 
ly 4,000. 

INCORPORATION  OF  GRAND  LODGE. 

For  reasons  evident  to  the  membership,  it  was  decided  to  have  our  Grand 
Lodge  incorporated.  Through  the  tact  and  energy  of  District  Deputy 
Grand  Chancellor  W.  TV.  Willson,  the  last  Legislature  of  North  Carolina 
made  our  Grand  Lodge  a  corporate  body.  The  following  is  a  copy  of  the 
bill  as  passed  by  the  Legislature. 

AN  ACT  TO  BE  ENTITLED    "AN  ACT  TO    INCORPORATE  THE    GRAND  LODGE, 
KNIGHTS  OF    PYTHIAS,    OF  NORTH  CAROLINA." 

The  General  Assembly  of  North   Carolina,  do  enact: 

That  Charles  A.  Webb,  g#  Asheville,  Washington  Catlett,  of  Wilming- 
ton, R.  H.  Rickert,  of  Statesville,  P.  R.   Law,  of  Lumberton,  John  Ward, 
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of  Raleigh,  C.  D.  Beubow,  of  Greensboro,  Thos.  D.  Meares,  of  Wilming- 
ton, W.  S.  Cook,  of  Fayetteville,  Walker  Taylor,  of  Wilmington,  and  F. 
T.  Ward,  of  Raleigh,  all  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Grand  Lodge,  Knights  of  Pythias,  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina; 
holding  a  regular  charter  from  the  Supreme  Lodge,  Knights  of  Pythias; 
and  their  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  incorporated  and  made  a 
body  politic  and  corporate  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina  by  the  name  of 
"The  Grand  Lodge,  Knights  of  Pythias  of  the  Domain  of  North  Carolina" 
and  by  that  name  it  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any 
court  of  law  or  equity,  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  change 
the  same  at  pleasure,  and  be  entitled  to  use  and  exercise  all  the  powers, 
rights  and  privileges  incidental  to  fraternal  and  benevolent  corporations 
within  the  State  of  North  Carolina. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  have  the  power  to  take  and  hold 
real  and  personal  estate,  not  exceeding. in  value  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, which  shall  not  be  divided  among  the  members  of  the  corporation, 
but  shall  descend  to  their  successors  for  the  promotion  of  the  fraternal  and 
benevolent  purposes  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  o.  That  all  claims,  accounts,  debts,  things  in  action  or  other  mat- 
ters of  business  of  whatever  nature  now  existing  for  or  against  the  present 
Grand  Lodge,  Knights  of  Pythias  of  the  Domain  of  North  Carolina, 
mentioned  in  Section  1  of  this  Act.  shall  survive  and  succeed  to  and 
against  the  body  corporate  and  politic  hereby  created:  provided,  that 
nothing  contained  herein  shall  be  construed  to  extend  the  operation  of  any 
law  which  provides  for  the  extinguishing  of  claims  or  contracts  by  limita- 
tion of  time. 

Sec.  4.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  a  constitution  and  shall  have 
power  to  amend  the  same  at  pleasure,  shall  have  the  power  to  enact  laws 
for  its  own  government  and  the  government  of  its  subordinate  lodges,  and 
shall  have  the  power  to  amend  the  same  at  pleasure;  provided  that  such 
constitution,  laws  or  amendments  thereof  do  not  conflict  with  the  laws  of 
the  United  States  or  the  State  of  North  Carolina. 

Sec.  0.  That  said  corporation  shall  not  engage  in  any  business  for  gain; 
the  purposes  of  said  corporation  being  fraternal  and  benevolent. 

See.   (3.     This  Act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  ratification. 

FINANCES. 

The  financial  report  will  give  full  details  as  to  the  condition  of  our  funds, 
therefore  I  refer  you  to  it.  Some  lodges  have  been  backward  in  sending 
their  Grand  Lodge  dues.  I  hope  that  this  habit  will  soon  disappear.  It 
causes  unnecessary  trouble  to  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  and 
shows  a  lack  of  business  method  on  the  part  of  subordinate  Lodges. 
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ALTERNATE  GRAND  REPRESENTATIVE. 

Article  II,  Sec.  3,  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Constitution  provides  for  tfye  elec- 
tion of  representatives  from  Subordinate  Lodges  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  but 
it  makes  no  mention  of  the  election  of  an  alternate.  It  would  seem  that 
an  alternate  representative  would  be  a  very  necessary  feature,  and  might 
save  the  Lodge  many  awkward  predicaments.  The  subject  is  worthy  of 
our  consideration,  as  it  has  caused  some  discussion  and  misunderstanding; 
in  several  Subordinate  Lodges. 

COUNTING  THE  RITUALS. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  it  was  made  a  part  of  the 
closing  exercises  of  each  Subordinate  Lodge  to  count  the  Rituals.  This 
was  a  wise  provision  for  the  protection  of  our  secret  work.  Subordinate 
Lodges  were  duly  informed  of  the  requirement  and  I  hope  they  have  care- 
fully carried  out  the  injunction.  The  Chancellor  Commander  should 
strictly  enforce  the  rule. 

DISTRICT    MEETINGS. 

In  many  of  the  larger  Domains,  District  meetings  are  held.  The  Dis- 
trict Deputy  Grand  Chancellor  calls  his  Lodges  together  at  a  central  point. 

jlany  questions  beneficial  to  the  Order  at  large  and  to  the  District  are 
discussed.  A  contact  with  other  Lodges  thus  promotes  fraternal  ties.  The 
Grand  Chancellor,  as  suggested  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  can  at  these 
meetings  meet  a  large  number  of  the  membership  at  one  visitation.  If 
our  Domain  is  ripe  for  it,  I  think  it  would  lie  advisable  to  attempt  some- 
thing of  the  kind. 

CASTLE    HALLS    AND    ENTERTAINMENTS. 

Nothing  invites  one  to  visit  a  gathering  of  any  kind  so  much  as  attrac- 
tive surroundings  and  comfort.  I,  therefore,  would  earnestly  recommend 
to  our  subordinate  Lodges  the  advantage,  I  may  say,  the  necessity,  of 
securing  every  comfort  and  ornamentation  pleasing  to  the  eye;  to  make 
the  Castle  hall  a  place  where  the  members  will  desire  to  go.  During  the 
past  year  I  have  noticed  that  many  progressive  Lodges  have  gotten  up 
entertainments  both  instructive,  and  tending  to  cheer  the  mind  and  body 
These  have  brought  out  the  lukewarm  members  to  a  wonderful  degree. 
Public  installations  have  added  much  to  our  enthusiasm  and  bring-  the 
Order  before  the  world,  I  heartily  recommend  all  such  means  to  advance; 
the  Order.  The  long  winter  evenings  may  he  most  advantageously  used 
to  cultivate  our  young  men,  and  thus  a  new  phase  of  the  usefulness  of  our 
Grand  Order  may  present  itself. 
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HAND  SHAKING. 

Following  the  remarks  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  I  would  urge  our 
members  to  discard  the  habit  of  giving  the  Pythian  grip  in  common  hand 
shaking.  It  is  entirely  unnecessary  except  to  test  a  stranger,  otherwise  it 
is  always  out  of  place. 

COMMITTING    THE    RITUAL. 

An  oft  repeated  counsel  is  not  without  its  effect,  Let  me,  therefore, 
Tbeg  our  Ledges  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  confer  the  Ranks  without  the 
use  of  Rituals.  In  all  my  visitations  I  could  estimate  the  condition  of  the 
Lodge  by  ascertaining  whether  the  work  was  performed  without  a  book. 
The  wide  awake  active  Lodges,  those  that  best  understand  the  Order  and 
love  it.  initiate  without  the  hesitating,  lacadaisical  method  of  reading  the 
charges. 

Team  work  adds  much  to  the  impressiveness  and  dignity  of  the  cere- 
monies. 

The  study  necessary  to  commit  the  matter  to  memory  is  an  excellent 
means  of  cultivating  the  mind,  to  say  nothing  of  the  benefit  of  the  classic 
literature  with  which  it  is  clothed. 

KELATION    OF    DUES    TO  SICK    BENEFITS. 

I  approach  this  point  with  much  hesitation.  Our  Grand  Statutes  have 
been  in  operation  now  tvro  years,  ^'uch  care  and  thought  were  devoted 
to  the  preparation  of  them.     They  have  stood  the  test  remarkably  well. 

All  penefits  paid  must  have  a  proper  relation  to  the  dues  received  where- 
■with  they  are  paid,  else  bankruptcy  of  the  Lodge  will  follow.  The  science 
of  mutual  insurance  is  too  well  known  now  to  admit  of  anything  like 
experiment  on  our  part;  hence,  every  intelligent  Knight  will  recognize  the 
necessity  of  a  careful  consideration  of  this  feature  of  the  Order. 

Much  dissatisfaction  has  been  expressed  from  various  quarters  upon  the 
limit,  or  too  great  restriction,  which  the  Grand  Lodge  has  placed  upon  the 
•.subordinate  Lodges.  For  this  reason  I  would  call  the  attention  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  to  the  necessity  of  discussing  the  question  of  amending  the 
present  law. 

The  objections  raised  are:  that  the  restrictions  place  our  Order  at  a  dis- 
advantage when  compared  with  other  Orders  that  pay  a  larger  benefit. 
One  monthly  report  informed  me  that  the  growth  of  that  Lodge  had  been 
retarded  by  this  feature. 

"The  principle  of  local  government  is  too  severely  interfered  with. 
[Lodges  are  better  able  to  judge  of  what  they  are  able  and  willing  to  do," 
many  say.     It  is  claimed  that  one  of  the  most  attractive,  useful,  and  dis- 
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languishing  characteristics  of  Pythianism,  (giving  aid  to  the  sick)  is  restrict- 
ed, and  Pythianism  is  handicapped. 

The  privilege  of  making  assessments  to  carry  out  and  further  the  aid  to 
the  distressed,  is  said  to  fail  of  its  intent.  The  membership  always  object 
to  assessments,  the  machinery  of  making  them  is  unwieldy  and  slow. 

These  are  some  of  the  points  presented  to  me.  I  have  felt  it  to  be  my 
duty  to  lay  them  before  this  body. 

OFFICE    OF  GRAND    CHANCELLOR. 

The  duties  of  this  office  are  increasing  with  the  growing  Order.  The 
time  of  the  Grand  Chancellor  is  greatly  taxed  to  conduct  the  correspon- 
dence and  to  attend  to  the  various  duties  required  of  him.  The  Grand 
Lodge  considerately  appropriated  $150  for  clerical  assistance.  I  would 
recommend  that  this  sum  be  allowed  to  future  Grand  Chancellors.  I  have 
practiced  close  economy  and  leave  $45  of  the  amount  unused. 

OFFICIAL    VISITS. 

I  have  made  as  many  official  visits  as  time  and  opportunity  would  per- 
mit. Most  of  the  Lodges  have  been  visited.  The  various  officers  have 
rendered  me  great  aid  in  this  work.  I  think  this  official  meeting  with  the 
Lodges  is  one  of  the  most  beneficial  acts,  both  for  Lodges  and  visiting  offi- 
cial. It  instills  interest  and  life;  it  keeps  the  ritualistic  work  more  uni- 
form; it  brings  out  lukewarm  members;  it  gives  a  clear  idea  of  the  state  of 
the  Lodge  and  its  needs.  But  it  is  very  difficult  to  find  an  officer  suitable 
for  the  place  whose  business  will  permit  his  constant  absence.  A  man 
with  no  business  is  rarely  competent  to  look  after  the  affairs  of  a  great  and 
growing  Order.  This  question  is  worthy  the  consideration  of  our  honor- 
able body.  I  have  spoken  elsewhere  as  to  the  aid  and  efficacy  of  the  posi- 
tion of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Chancellor. 

SUPREME  LODGE  REPORTS    AND  STATUTES. 

It  is  of  great  importance  that  all  subordinate  Lodges  should  have  a  copy 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  Constitution  and  Statutes,  also  of  the  Supreme  Lodge 
Constitution  and  Statutes;  and  there  should  be  added  a  copy  of  the  Decis- 
ions of  the  Supreme  Tribunal. 

At  the  request  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  I  issued  a  circular  to  all 
Lodges  calling  their  attention  to  this  last  mentioned  aid. 

Every  Pythian  should  love  his  Lodge  and  his  Order;  he  should  desire  to 
be  informed  upon  the  laws  and  principles;  not  to  be  disputatious,  but  to 
be  able  to  inform  them  and  to  better  live  up  to  what  they  teach.  A  care- 
ful consultation  of  the  laws  will  save  much  unnecessary  correspondence 
and  loss  of  time. 
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I  think  every  District  Deputy  Grand  Chancellor  should  be  supplied  with 
a  copy  free  of  cost. 

SUSPENSION    FOR    NON-PAYMENT  OF    DUES. 

This  subject  is  still  agitating  the  minds  of  our  best  legislators.  I  ask 
the  careful  consideration  of  it  during  this  session.  I  believe  we  are  reduc- 
ing the  number  in  our  Grand  Domain,  as  is  the  case  throughout  the  Order. 
Many  plans  have  been  suggested  and  tried.  If  Lodges  are  careful  in  the 
beginning  as  to  the  material  they  admit,  one  step  would  be  taken  towards 
preventing  the  trouble. 

This  Order  is  no  eleemosynary  Institution,  and  no  one  should  be  admit- 
ted that  is  apt  to  be  a  burden  upon  the  Lodge.  Applicants  who  are  not 
physically  sound  should  not  be  considered  suitable  subjects.  The  Master 
of  Finance  should  be  allowed  a  percentage  on  collection  of  delinquent 
members,  or  at  least  be  allowed  to  employ  a  collector  to  visit  the  members 
in  arrears.  Members  should  be  induced  to  join  the  Endowment  Piank. 
This  will  make  them  more  careful  not  to  allow  themselves  to  fall  into  arrears. 

Appeals  to  delinquents,  worthy  of  being  retained,  should  be  made  hy 
other  members  who  can  do  so  with  tact  and  delicacy. 

Members  should  not  be  allowed  to  get  too  far  behind  without  some  ef- 
fort to  collect;  as  many  members  who  get  greatly  indebted,  find  it  impos- 
sibls  to  pay,  and  allow  themselves  lo  be  suspended  when  they  hive  the 
Order  and  might  make  useful  members,  The  Master  of  Finance  has  much 
to  do  with  preventing  the  loss  of  members  from  this  cause.  The  Lodge 
should,  therefore,  be  very  careful  in  selecting  one  thoroughly  fitted  to  till 
this  office.  Lastlj',  I  think  every  consideration  should  be  given  a  member 
who  falls  into  arrears.  If  he  is  at  all  worthy,  he  fails,  not  because  he  is 
indifferent  or  regardless  of  the  advantage  he  enjoys  as  a  member,  but  often 
unknown  demands  upon  his  purse,  loss  of  employment  and  many  other 
reasons  prevent  his  keeping  himself  in  good  standing  It  is  a  time  when 
Fraternal  sympathy  shows  itself  most  noble. 

I,  therefore,  think  in  these  cases  every  consideration  should  be  allowed 
which  is  consistent  with  charity  and  business  principles. 

ORPHANS    FUND. 

In  ail  ages  the  widow  and  orphans  have  appealed  to  the  sympathies  of 
the  world  for  aid  and  succor.  And  surely  no  class  needs  our  protecting 
care  more.  It  was  the  foundation  principles  of  the  Knights  of  old  to  pro- 
tect the  weak  and  helpless.  Our  Order  must  not,  and  will  not,  be  back- 
ward in  doing  our  duty  in  this  line.  OtherOrders  are  doing  most  efficient 
work  in  caring  for  their  orphans  I  hope  that  this  Grand  Lodge  will  adopt 
some  method  to  increase  this  fund  and  begin  to  use  it  at  once.  I  regret  to 
say  that  I  fear  our  finances  will  not  permit  the  ten  per  cent,  which  is  now 
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taken  from  the  gross  receipts.  I  most  heartily  recommend,  however,  that 
this  body  take  steps  to  devise  some  plan  by  which  the  fund  shall  continue 
to  increase,  and  the  drain  on  the  Grand  Lodge  fund  be  not  so  hirge. 

I  am  informed  that  there  is  now  $1, 474. 14  on  hand,  which  does  not  in- 
clude the  sum  borrowed  from  it  last  year  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Full  statistics  will  lie  given  by  the  trustees  of  the  fund. 

ENDOWMENT     RANK. 

To  provide  for  those  who  are  dependent  upon  us  and  that  may  suffer 
when  the  providing  arm  is  withdrawn  is  inherent  in  the  principles  of  Pvth- 
ianism,  anil  is  felt  in  every  beat  of  its  pulse. 

I  look  upon  the  Endowment  Rank  as  the  full  blown  flower  of  Pythianism. 
It  appeals  to  every  impulse  of  a  well  balanced  Pythian.  It  aids  largely  in 
keeping  the  membership  of  each  subordinate  Lodge  in  a  healthy  condition. 

The  Endowment  Rank  is  now  managed  by  some  of  the  most  .skillful  in- 
surance men,  as  well  as  shrewd  and  successful  business  men.  as  are  to  be 
found  anywhere.  lis  affairs  are  on  a  most  satisfactory  basis,  It  is  growing 
in  strength  and  popularity  every  day. 

It  has  now  nearly  50,000  members  carrying  an  endowment  of  over  $9,- 
000,000.  Over  $10, 000, 000  has  been  paid  to  beneficiaries.  It  provides 
insurance  in  sums  from  $500  to  $3,000. 

The  Grand  Domain  of  North  Carolina  has  nearly  1,000  members,  carrying 
about  $2,000,000  insurance.  I  cheerfully  recommend  this  branch  of  the 
Order. 

UNIFORM    RANK. 

This  has  been  called  the  ornamental  part  of  the  Order,  but  it  is  also  a 
useful  part.  It  appeals  to  the  manly  spirit  of  our  members  It  enables 
the  name  of  Knight  to  be  not  a  mere  appendage  to  our  name,  but  armed 
with  the  sword  of  defence  and  clad  in  the  insignia  of  Knighthood,  he  is  a 
Knight  indeed  ready  to  do  battle  for  our  country,  our  fireside,  and  our 
rights.  This  branch  should  receive  every  encouragement  from  this  body. 
It  will  use  the  appropriation  this  year  that  was  made  for  it,  and  I  hope 
this  aid  will  be  continued.  The  Rank  is  commanded  by  most  loyal  and 
enthusiastic  Pythians. 

A  true  member  of  the  Uniform  Rank  is  necessarily  a  worthy  member  of 
the  Order.  New  Divisions  have  been  formed  during  this  administration, 
and  I  am  informed  that  other  Divisions  will  be  speedily  organized.  Sta- 
tistics will  be  found  in  the  report  submitted   by  Col.  W.  J.   Woodward. 

CONCLUSION. 

And  now  my  labors  have  ceased.  I  have  ever  been  deeply  sensible  of 
the  responsibilities  resting  upon  me,  and  keenly  appreciative  of  the  honor 
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conferred.  I  have  been  a  Pythian  for  twenty-three  years,  and  I  have  never 
regretted  my  connection  with  the  Order,  but  have  always  been  proud  of 
my  membership.  I  have  seen  the  grandeur  of  purpose,  and  the  nobility 
of  principle  which  characterizes  this  Order.  It  has  been  an  inspiration  to 
be  associated  with  my  fellow  officers  and  the  rank  and  file  in  the  twice 
blessed  work  of  elevating  mankind,  and  aiding  the  sick  and  distressed.  I 
shall  ever  remember  the  kind  assistance,  the  courteous  consideration,  the 
ready  co-operation,  and  the  helpful  advice  which  has  been  rendered  me  by 
each  and  all  of  my  co-laborers  during  my  administration.  In  my  contact 
with  the  Order  at  large,  the  warm  grasp  of  the  hand,  the  hospitable  wel- 
come, the  genial  intercourse,  and  the  bountiful  entertainments  will  linger 
long  in  my  recollection  as  privileges  which  nothing  but  a  membership  with 
Pythianism  can  produce;  and  thinking  of  this,  I  with  heartfelt  sincerity 
say: 

"  God  bless  our  Knightly  band. 

Firm  may  it  ever  stand

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Report    of    Supreme     Representatives. 


To  the  Grand  Lodge,  Knights  of  Pythias,  of  North  Carolina. 

Brothers: — As  required  by  the  laws  of  this  Domain,  we  have  the  honor 
to  submit  this  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  recent  Convention  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge,  held  in  the  City  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  August  25th  to 
September  3rd,  1896.  Copies  of  the  daily  journal  were  mailed  by  us  to 
each  Grand  Lodge  officer,  Grand  Representative,  member  of  Standing 
Committees,  Grand  Tribunes,  and  Past  Grand  Chancellors,  and  we  doubt 
not  the  greater  part  of  your  body  is  already  well  posted  as  to  the  legisla- 
tion enacted  at  this  Convention. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPREME  CHANCELLOR. 

The  report  of  Supreme  Chancellor  Richie  is  a  splendid  document — a  pe- 
rusal of  it  can  not  but  convince  the  reader  that  the  writer  has  given  of  his 
best  to  the  interests  of  the  Order,  and  the  sagacious  management  of  the  re- 
tiring executive  is  fully  indicated  by  the  peaceful  and  prosperous  condition 
which  pervades  the  entire  Supreme  Domain.  Under  the  head  of  State  of 
the  Order  we  have  some  interesting  figures,  a  part  of  which  we  reproduce. 

We  find  that  the  cash  receipts  of  Subordinate  Lodges  during  the  years 
1894  and  1895  were  over  eight  millions  of  dollars,  being  an  increase  over 
the  previous  two  years  of  about  ninety-five  thousand  dollars.  The  assets 
of  Subordinate  Lodges  on  Dec.  31,  1895,  were  a  little  in  excess  of  eight 
millions,  being  a  gain  since  the  same  date  in  1893  of  about  nine  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars.  During  1894  and  '95  two  and  a  half  millions 
was  spent  for  relief,  being  one  hundred  and  fifteen  thousand  dollars  more 
than  was  spent  in  the  preceding  two  years.  There  was  a  gain  of  496 
Lodges  during  the  same  two  years  and  20,924  members,  bringing  the  total 
membership  on  December  31st,  1895,   to  464,539. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  reports  that  the  new  Constitution  and  Statutes, 
adopted  at  Washington  in  1894,  have  worked  well;  that  the  Supreme  Tri- 
bunal has  been  efficient  and  given  satisfaction ;  calls  attention  to  the  persis- 
tence of  some  of  the  Lodges  in  the  use  of  the  obsolete  red  collar;  does  not 
think  it  advisable  to  attempt  to  extend  the  Order  into  other  countries; 
states  his  action  in  the  enforcement  of  the  Sunday  observance  law  ;  defends 
and  satisfactorily  explains  the  action  of  the  officers  in  changing  the  place 
of  the  meeting  from  Minneapolis  to  Cleveland  ;  recommends  that  rituals  be 
counted  each  Convention  night  by   the  Master  at  Arms  prior  to  closing; 
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that  district  meetings  of  deputy  Grand  Chancellors  beheld;  that  Lodges 
own  their  own  Castle  Halls  wherever  possible;  that  soliciting  members  be 
discontinued  ;  that  Lodges  get  only  the  best  of  properties  on  account  of  the 
improved  effect  on  candidates,  and  calls  attention  to  the  continued  use  in 
the  Domain  of  Illinois  of  German  Rituals,  admitted  by  the  offending  Lodges 
themselves.  This  is  but  an  imperfect  sketch  of  the  matters  treated  in  this 
admirable  report,  which  should  be  read  by  every  member  of  the  Order. 
Supreme  Chancellor  Richie  retires  from  his  high  office  with  the  respect  and 
admiration  of  all,  and  with  increased  love,  if  possible,  of  those  privileged 
to  call  themselves  his  friends. 

REPORT  OF  SUPREME  KEEPER  OP  RECORDS  AND  SEAL. 

The  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  publishes  his  usual  report  of 
gains  and  losses  of  the  several  Domains,  from  which  we  learn  that  during 
the  years  of  1894  and  1895,  North  Carolina  made  again  of  1,404  members, 
placing  her  seventh  in  rank  on  a  basis  of  actual  gains;  that  our  percent- 
age gain  during  the  same  period  was  59.82  per  cent,  giving  us  third  place, 
and  that  a  calculation  made  upon  both  actual  and  relative  gain  for  the 
two  years  mentioned  makes  North  Carolina  first 

We  congratulate  you  on  this  creditable  showing,  and  trust  we  may  be 
able  to  hold  the  place  we  have  gained,  for  many  years. 

The  report  states  that  twelve  Lodges  in  North  Carolina  have  failed  to 
procure  jewels  for  the  Master  of  Work,  and  the  installation  of  such  officers 
was  a  violation  of  Supreme  Lodge  law  requiring  possession  of  such  jewels 
before  installation  after  January  1st,  1895.  We  recommend  that  the  Grand 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  order  Master  of  Work  jewels  for  Lodges  not 
having  them,  at  once,  charging  same  up  in  the  usual  way. 

A  recommendation  to  have  issued  quarterly  a  list  of  authorized  dealers 
in  Pythian  properties  and  forbidding  Lodges  from  purchasing  from  any 
others,   was  afterwards  acted  upou  favorably  by  proper  legislation. 

THE   ENDOWMENT    RANK. 

The  report  of  President  Hinsey  shows  the  Endowment  Rank  to  be  in  a 
healthy  aud  flourishing  condition,  attributable  to  the  wise  and  sagacious 
management  of  the  Board  of  Control.  A  steady  and  satisfactory  increase 
in  membership  has  occurred,  and  the  average  age  of  the  insured  has  de- 
creased. The  assets  of  the  Endowment  Rank  are  nearly  a  half  million 
dollars,  all  secured  in  good  investments. 

Legislation  was  had  permitting  the  issuance  of  policies  of  $500,  and  a 
slight  change  was  made  in  the  law  as  to  suicides.  The  family  of  a  suicide 
will  now  be  paid  a  pro  rata  of  his  policy,  based  upon  his  expectancy  of  life 
when  he  became  a  member  of  the  rank,  as  shown  by  the  tables.  This  is  a 
very  fair  settlement  of  this  vexed  question,  and  the  justice  to  both  sides 
entirely  unquestionable, 
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THE    UNIFORM    RANK. 

This  branch  of  the  Order  is  also  prosperous  and  growing.  The  unflag- 
ging earnestness  and  enthusiasm  of  Major  General  Carnahan,  and  his 
■watchful  care  over  every  interest  of  his  command  continues  to  bear  fruit, 
not  only  in  the  admiration  of  his  officers  and  men,  but  in  the  continued 
growth  of  this  Rank.  One  hundred  and  four  new  Divisions  were  formed 
during  the  two  years  covered  by  the  report  of  the  Major  General,  and  we 
now  have  1,174  Divisions  and  44,960  men.  A  new  and  beautiful  Ritual 
was  adopted  for  the  Rank,  it  being  the  product  of  several  years  of  study 
upon  the  part  of  Gen.  Carnahan  and  a  committee  of  his  officers. 

THE  PARADE. 

The  parade  of  the  Uniform  Rank  came  off  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  and  on 
account  of  the  encampment  not  being  of  a  National  character  there  was  a 
much  smaller  number  of  divisions  than  we  have  had  in  several  years.  It 
was  exceedingly  creditable,  however,  in  all  respects,  and  was  accompanied 
by  a  feature  which,  in  our  opinion,  added  much  to  its  beauty.  The  Sub- 
ordinate Lodge  members  of  the  Lodges  in  Cleveland  and  the  surrounding 
couutry,  turned  out,  under  the  command  of  their  Lodge  officers,  in  uniform 
suits,  and  with  emblematic  floats,  music,  etc.,  and  made  as  agreeable  a  show 
as  the  military  branch.  Altogether  it  was  considered  one  of  the  finest 
parades  ever  made  upon  a  similar  occasion,  and  the  energy  and  interest 
shown  by  the  members  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  was  alike  commendable 
and  inspiriting. 

LEGISLATION. 

The  legislation  enacted  was  of  the  most  conservative  character.  It  seemed 
to  be  the  concensus  of  opinion  that  the  operation  of  the  new  Laws  adopted 
at  the  Washington  Convention,  in  1894,  had  been  satisfactory,  and  very  few 
proposed  changes  met  with  approbation.  Among  those  made,  we  note  the 
following: 

Semi-Annual  Pass-Word. — The  law  was  altered  so  that  to  secure  the 
S.  A.  P.  W.  the  dues  of  the  member  applying  must  be  paid  to  the  begin- 
ning of  the  term  for  which  the  word  is  issued.  This  restores  the  law  as  it 
existed  in  this  Domain  prior  to  1894. 

The  German  Ritual. — A  proposition  to  restore  the  German  Ritual  to 
those  Lodges  having  it  prior  to  the  Convention  of  1892  was  defeated  by  a 
vote  of  102  to  13.  There  seemed  to  he  little  disposition,  even  upon  the  part 
of  former  advocates  of  a  German  Ritual,  to  return  to  it  now. 

Paraphernalia  -Lodges  and  individuals  are  prohibited  from  buying 
paraphernalia  from  any  but  dealers  holding  certificates  from  the  Supreme 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  and  lists  of  these  dealers  will  be  furnished 
Lodges  upon  application. 

Rituals. — No  changes  were  made  in  Subordinate  Lodge  Rituals,  but  a 
new  one  was  adopted  for  the  Uniform  Rank.     The  Master  at  Arms  will  be 
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required  to  count  and  report  the  presence  of  all  the  Rituals  before  closing 
each  Convention. 

Balloting. — The  ballot  box  is  to  be  placed  in  the  centre  of  the  hall, 
and  each  member  will  approach  the  same  and  deposit  his  vote  without  sign 
or  salutation. 

Transfer  Cards. — A  change  was  made  as  to  these,  whereby  an  appli- 
cant for  one  of  these  cards  need  only  pay  his  dues  to  the  first  of  the  month 
succeeding  the  one  in  which  application  is  made.  Under  the  former  law 
he  had  to  pay  90  days  in  advance. 

Red  Collars. — The  use  of  these  is  absolutely  illegal,  and  if  any  ol  the 
Lodges  in  this  Domain  are  now  using  them  they  should  be  at  once  stopped 
and  required  to  buy  jewels. 

Honors  of  the  Order.  The  Supreme  Lodge  declined  to  make  any 
change  in  existing  laws,  and  the  honors  of  Past  Chancellor  and  Past  Grand 
Chancellor  can  only  be  attained  by  service  in  the  respective  offices  of  Chan- 
cellor Commander  and  Grand  Chancellor.

Though  a  trip  to  California  offered  many 
temptations,  the  choice  for  many  reasons  fell  upon  Indianapolis,  and  the 
time  fixed  for  the  fourth  Tuesday  of  August,  1898. 

IN    CONCLUSION. 

One  of  your  Supreme  Representatives,  as  will  be  noted,  has  been   hon- 
ored by  an  election  to  an  important  Supreme  Lodge  office.     Representa- 
tive Cook  was  also  placed  on  the  Committee  on  Mileage  and  Per  Diem.

Report    of    Committee    on    Foreign 
Correspondence. 


To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North   Carolina,  Knights  of  Pythias. 

Brethren: — In  presenting  the  report  of  your  Committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence,  containing  a  review  of  the  journals  of  only  twenty-five 
Grand  Domains,  it  is  proper  for  me  to  say  that  every  journal  received  has 
been  reviewed  in  this  report.  I  regret  that  an  opportunity  was  not  afforded 
me  to  review  the  journal  of  every  Domain.  From  the  limited  number  re- 
ceived, I  find  that— notwithstanding  the  very  large  number  who  drop  out 
annually  by  suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues — as  an  Order  our  progress 
in  every  way  is  pronounced.  This  question  of  suspension  for  non-pay- 
ment of  dues  is  a  knotty  one.  It  is  made  an  important  one,  from  the  fact 
that  within  the  thirty-three  years  of  our  existence  as  an  Order  about  one 
million  have  been  charged  Knights,  while  we  only  number  at  present  per- 
haps five  hundred  thousand.  The  only  remedy  for  this  depletion  in  our 
ranks,  appears  to  rest  in  individual  effort  by  our  enthusiastic  members  to 
check  it,  by  persuading  others  not  to  become  suspended  and  in  inducing 
those  who  have,  to  allow  themselves  to  be  reinstated. 

In  a  number  of  Domains  the  holding  of  District  Meetings  has  been  tried 
and  found  to  result  in  good  to  the  Order.  At  these  meetings  discus- 
sions arc  had  upon  any  and  all  matters  relative  to  the  Order  and  its 
laws,  and  thorough  instruction  is  given  in  the  secret  work.  In  nearly 
every  Domain  the  ability  and  success  of  a  Grand  Chancellor  appears  to  be 
measured  by  the  number  of  new  Lodges  added  during  his  administration. 
He  generally  takes  rank  and  standing  as  the  number  is  accordingly  large 
or  small.  This  is,  in  our  opinion,  an  erroneous  idea,  one  fraught  writh 
much  danger  to  the  Order.  It  is  only  in  rare  instances  that  new  Lodges 
owe  their  existence  to  a  Grand  Chancellor,  they  are  generally  worked  up 
by  some  other  enthusiastic  brother.  Let  a  Grand  Chancellor  know  that 
his  success  is  to  be  measured  by  the.  number  of  new  Lodges  added  to  the 
roster  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  new  Lodges  will  be  instituted  regardless 
as  to  whether  they  will  be  a  credit  to  the  Order,  or  will  languish  and  die 
on  the  hands  of  another  Grand  Chancellor. 

New  Lodges  are  certainly  needed,  but  it  is  of  greater  importance  to 
build  up  and  make  better  Lodges  out  of  the  old  ones. 

It  was  a  matter  of  some  surprise  to  your  Committee  to  find  that  a  ma- 
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jority  of  the  Grand  Lodges  were  without  a  permanent  habitation  in  the 
way  of  a  meeting  place,  but  year  after  year  run  about  "on  wheels" 
from  one  Lodge  room  to  another  to  hold  their  Conventions.  The  Lodges 
have  usually  been  generous  and  entertained  them  handsomely,  in  some  in- 
stances we  suspect  to  the  extent  of  bankrupting  their  treasuries,  or  at  a 
heavy  tax  on  the  membership.  Men  sometimes  contribute  to  affairs  of 
this  kind  beyond  their  ability,  and  finding  the  Order  to  be  too  expensive, 
they  get  behind  in  dues  and,  as  our  Brother  from  Kansas  would  say,  "down 
comes  the  axe  with  a  sickening  thud."  Banquets  and  other  entertainments 
are  all  very  nice,  but  the  fact  remains  that  they  are  expensive  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  in  the  way  of  per  diem  paid  its  members.  The  money  lost  to  the 
various  Grand  Lodges  in  this  way  during  the  past  fifteen  years,  we  believe 
would  have  been  sufficient  to  have  purchased  each  a  building  in  which  to 
hold  their  Annual  Convention. 

The  journal  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  has  been  read  but  no  review  has 
been  written,  for  the  reason  that  we  felt  sure  our  able  Supreme  Repre- 
sentatives would  in  their  report  review  the  work  of  that  body  in  a  more 
capable  manner  than  it  was  possible  for  your  Committee  to  do.  We  have 
no  criticism  to  make  on  the  actions  of  a  Body  which  has  so  highly  honored 
this  Domain  in  electing  one  of  our  number  one  of  its  officers. 

In  retiring  from  this  field  of  Pythian  labor,  I  do  so  with  consciousness  of 
having  written  nothing  which  has  not  been  prompted  by  a  feeling  of 
fraternity.  I  trust  my  work  will  not  meet  with  the  condemnation  of  the 
reviewers  of  other  Domains  and  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Hoping  for  the  continued  prosperity  and  advancement  of  an  Order 
which  teaches  the  glorious  principles  of  Friendship,  Charity  and  Benevo-

ARIZONA. 

Thirteenth  Annual  Convention,  May  13-15,  1896. 

The  Convention  was  opened  in  Prescott  with  all  the  Grand  Officers 
present,  except  the  Grand  Master  of  Exchequer. 

Grand  Chancellor  Fred.  Fleishman  expresses  the  desire  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  will  so  legislate  as  to  place  the  Order  in  the  front  rank  with  other 
fraternal  orders  in  this  Domain.  He  rendered  five  decisions  during  the  year; 
two  of  which  were  "daisies,"  and  were  as  follows: 

1st,  "Question.— Whether  it  was  required  of  the  M.  of  F.  to  affix  the 
Lodge  Seal  on  his  receipt  for  dues  to  individual  members." 

Answer.— "That  the  M.  of  F.  is  not  required  or  allowed  to  place  the  Seal 
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of  the  Lodge  on  his  receipts  to  members,  the  transaction  not  being  official, 
but  simply  a  receipt  of  moneys  given  from  one  brother  to  another." 

2nd.  "That  the  Lodge  could  not  receive  application  or  initiate  an  in- 
dividual under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  without  a  Special  Dispensation 
of  the  Grand  Chancellor. " 

Comment  is  unnecessary.  But  if  the  receipt  of  a  Master  of  Finance  for 
dues  is  not  on  "Official  Receipt,"  we  would  like  to  know  what  officer  in  a 
Lodge  can  give  an  "Official  Receipt  for  Dues." 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  is  meagre.  He 
does  not  give  the  information  in  regard  to  his  Domain  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  cause  it  to  be  appreciated  by  a  reviewer. 

Arizona  had  twelve  Lodges  with  a  membership  of  630  on  December  31, 
1895. 

The  ( 'onvention  was  uneventful,  it  passed  off  pleasantly. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence 
in  full:

The  Committee  on  Laws  and  Supervision,  to  whom  was  referred  that 
part  of  the  report  of  the  Grand  Chancellor  relative  to  dispensations  and 
decisions,  failed,  or  were  not  required,  to  make  a  report. 

Next  Convention  will  be  held  at  Kingman  on  the  second  Wednesday  in 
May,  1897.

ARKANSAS. 

Sixteenth  Annual  Convention,  May  19-21,  1896. 

The  Convention  was  held  at  Hot  Springs.  Grand  Chancellor  Nicholls 
followed  the  example  of  his  predecessor  in  making  a  brief  report  of  his 
official  acts.  From  the  number,  I  may  say,  of  useless  questions  of  law  he 
was  called  upon  to  decide,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  his  membership  were 
trying  to  test  his  patience.  We  certainly  cannot  think  that  there  exists 
such  a  lack  of  information  by  any  intelligent  Knight  in  this  Domain 
upon  the  plain  and  simple  questions  of  lawr,  as  the  questions  asked  would 
seem  to  indicate.     He  enters  a  vigorous  protest  against  the  practice  of 
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making  personal  solicitation  of  votes  and  support  for  Grand  Lodge  office. 

The  Endowment  Rank  met  with  a  slight  increase  in  membership  and  in- 
surance in  force. 

The  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  commences  his  report  with  a 
kick  against  the  existence  and  continuation  of  "financial  depression"  in 
this  domain,  but  reports  the  finances  of  the  Grand  and  Subordinate  Lodges 
in  good  condition.  He  reports  85  Lodges  with  4,301  members,  a  loss  in 
membership  over  the  preceding  year.  The  Sanitarium  matter  continues 
to  claim  the  attention  of  our  brethren  in  Arkansas. 

The  Uniform  Rank  is  not  in  the  condition  its  friends  would  wish. 

A  new  Constitution  and  Grand  Statutes  were  adopted. 

If  the  number  of  cases  on  appeal  before  the  Grand  Lodge  indicates  a 
general  desire  for  litigation,  then  the  newly  created  Grand  Tribunal  will 
not  be  without  occupation. 

As  usual,  Brother  Fowler  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  is  on 
time  with  a  report  from  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence.  This, 
like  all  of  his  work,  is  complete  and  first-class — North  ( 'arolina  having  the 
journal  of  her  1895  Convention  reviewed. 

A  pleasant  incident  of  the  session  was  the  presentation  of  a  Past  Grand 
Chancellor's  Jewel  to  retiring  Grand  Chancellor  R.  W.  Nicholls.

BRITISH    COLUHBIA. 

Seventh  Annual  Convention,  June  2-Jf,  1896. 

The  Grand  Lodge  held  this  Convention  at  Nanaimo. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Chancellor  discloses  the  fact  that  his  efforts 
were  directed  towards  saving  and  building  up  the  Lodges  he  had,  rather 
than  trying  to  add  new  ones  to  the  Grand  Lodge  roster.  He  was  not  only 
successful  in  retaining  all  of  the  old  Lodges,  but  added  one  to  the  number, 
making  in  all  at  present  twenty-one  Lodges.  His  course  was  wise  and  he 
should  be  commended  for  his  action  in  carrying  it  out,  It  frequently 
happens  that  Grand  Chancellors  in  their  efforts  to  make  a  cheap  reputation 
for  themselves  by  adding  new  Lodges,  institute  some  that  never  should 
have  had  an  existence.  While  they  show  a  gain  for  the  Grand  Chancellor 
under  whose  administration  they  were  instituted,  they  are  certain  to  show 
a  loss  for  some  other  Grand  Chancellor. 

This  Domain  shows  a  loss  of  only  73,  but  it  may  have  been  greater,  and 
no  doubt  would  have  been,  but  for  their  Grand  Chancellor  working  to 
preserve  the  old  Lodges. 

The  proceedings  contain  but  little  of  interest  to  outsiders. 
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The  Committee  on  Correspondence  did  not  submit  a  review  of  any  Do- 
main, but  a  report  in  which  they  recommended  that  "this  Committee  be 
discontinued,  until  such  a  time  as  the  Grand  Lodge  finances  would  admit 
of  having  the  report  published,  when  written,  without  being  burdensome." 
This  small  Domain  has  shown  commendable  pluck  in  keeping  up  this  de- 
partment of  their  journal  in  the  past,  when  some  Domains  with  large 
balances  to  their  credit  made  no  provision  for  this  feature  of  Pythian 
work.  We  trust  it  will  not  be  long  before  our  brethren  may  be  able  to 
continue  their  Committee.

CALIFORNIA. 

Twenty- Eighth  Annual  Convention,  May  18-22,  1896. 

The  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  this  Convention,  held  at  San  Francisco,  is 
a  credit  to  the  Domain. 

Among  the  first  acts  of  this  Grand  Lodge  was  that  of  expressing  their 
loyalty  to  our  government  by  causing  "Old  Glory"  to  be  displayed  in  the 
Convention  hall. 

The  Grand  Chancellor  reports  that,  '•notwithstanding  the  hard  times, 
by  earnest,  persistent  and  energetic  work  we  have  succeeded  in  steal- 
ing the  tide."  He  congratulates  his  Domain  upon  a  splendid  increase  in 
membership  and  the  outlook  for  the  future. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  shows  that  Califor- 
nia held  her  own  in  number  of  Lodges,  gaining  as  many  as  were  lost. 
Present  number  of  Lodges  174  with  a  membership  of  10,342,  a  loss  of  76. 

The  Endowment  Rank  is  in  a  prosperous  condition;  1< >3  sections  with 
1,374  members  carrying  endowment  to  the  amount  of  $2,083,000. 

Resolutions  were  passed  requesting  the  Supreme  Lodge  to  recognize  the 
Rathbone  Sisters  and  endorsing  Past  Grand  Chancellor  S.  L.  Carter  for 
the  position  of  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor. 

The  Rathbone  Sisters  charged  the  Grand  Lodge  in  Convention,  were  ad- 
mitted and  extended  the  courtesies  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  As  the  record 
makes  no  mention  of  their  leaving,  we  presume  they  remained,  assisted 
in  the  election  of  officers  and  saw  the  Convention  closed  in  due  form. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  reviewed  our  Journal  of 
1895. 

The  first  report  of  the  Grand  Tribunal  is  bound  in  with  the  proceedings. 
This  is  a  good  idea.     The  journal  of  a  Grand  Lodge  is  sent  to  each  subor- 
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dinate  Lodge,  and  in  that  way  the  decisions  of  the  Grand  Tribunal  will  be 
read  by  many  who  otherwise  would  perhaps  never  see  them. 

We  like  the  way  this  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  arranges  his 
journal.  It  is  prepared  as  if  there  were  only  one  continuous  session,  giv- 
ing after  each  proposition  the  report  of  the  committee  to  whom  it  was 
referred  and  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge.

CONNECTICUT. 

Twenty-Eighth  Annual  Convention.,  October  20-21.  1896. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  welcomed  to  Bridgeport  by  its  Mayor  in  an 
address  extending  to  them  the  freedom  of  the  city. 

The  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor  was  in  attendance.  He  was  introduced  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  by  Past  Grand  Chancellor  E.  F.  Durand,  that  genial  and 
knightly  gentleman  who  so  endeared  himself  to  the  "Tar  Heel"  Knights 
during  our  last  Convention  at  Asheville. 

The  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  reports  58  Lodges,  a  gain  of  four; 
membership  5,998,  net  gain  352.  Brother  Case  sends  out  a  first-class  jour- 
nal, which  is  not  made  less  attractive  by  the  faces  of  the  Supreme  Vice 
Chancellor,  Grand  Chancellor  and  Grand  Vice  Chancellor. 

Connecticut  was  honored  in  addition  to  having  the  Supreme  Vice  Chan- 
cellor with  them,  by  the  presence  of  Supreme  Representative  Lee  of  Rhode 
Island  and  a  delegation  of  live  Grand  Lodge  officers  of  New  York,  headed 
by  the  Grand  Chancellor  of  that  Domain;  all  of  whom  favored  the  Grand 
Lodge  with  addresses. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  reviewed  our  1896  Journal 
and  complimented  our  two  "Charlies".  We  will  have  to  correct  their  state- 
ment that  Grand  Chancellor  Webb  recommended  the  establishment  of  a 
Widow  and  Orphan  Fund.  Charlie  Webb  deserves  credit  for  doing  many 
good  things,  but  this  is  not  one  of  them.  Our  Grand  Lodge  Widow  and 
Orphan  Fund  was  established  in  1890,  at  the  request  of  the  Lodges  in 
Raleigh,  the  idea  having  originated  with  a  Past  Chancellor,  of  Centre 
Lodge,  No.  3.  The  recommendation  of  Brother  Webb  was  to  compel 
every  Subordinate  Lodge  in  North  Carolina  to  establish  a  local  fund  of 
this  kind. 

The  retiring  Grand  Chancellor  was  "jeweled"  by  his  District  Deputies, 
the  presentation  speech  being  made  by  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor  Sample.

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GEORGIA. 

Twenty-Seventh  Annual  Convention,  May  19-20,  1896. 

Americus  seemed  to  possess  no  advantage  over  Atlanta  which  could 
enable  the  Grand  Lodge  to  easily  obtain  a  quorum.  As  was  the  ease  in 
Atlanta  at  the  1895  Convention  they  again  took  "two  bites  at  the  cherry.' 

The  Grand  Chancellor  submitted  a  fine  report,  but  made  the  mistake  of 
including  his  correspondence,  much  of  which  must  have  failed  to  interest 
the  Knights  of  his  own  Domain.  He  worked  hard,  encountered  many 
difficulties,  overcame  them  and  had  the  satisfaction  of  being  able  to  report 
during  his  administration  an  era  of  great  prosperity. 

The  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  reports  78  Lodges  with  a  mem- 
bership of  5,720,  a  gain  of  eight  Lodges  and  348  members. 

This  Grand  Lodge  has  a  committee  whose  duty  it  is  to  examine  and 
pass  upon  the  returns  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges.  North  Carolina  would 
be  benefitted  by  having  a  similar  committee. 

Supreme  Representative  Carliug,  on  behalf  of  the  Past  Chancellor's  Asso- 
ciation of  Macon,  presented  the  retiring  Grand  Chancellor  with  a  handsome 
Past  Grand  Chancellor's  jewel  suitably  engraved. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  royally  entertained  by  the  Knights  of  Americus. 
Among  other  courtesies  extended  was  that  of  an  "old-fashioned  barbecue," 
which  was  highly  enjoyed. 

The  First  Regiment  of  the  Uniform  Rank  was  the  recipient  of  handsome 
regimental  colors.  The  presentation  speech  was  made  by  Supreme  Repre- 
sentative Hamilton  Douglas,  who  so  charmed  our  Grand  Lodge  during  its 
last  Convention  at  Asheville  by  his  eloquence  and  knightly  bearing. 
During  the  Convention  a  Brigade  of  the  Uniform  Rank  was  organized. 

The  Committee  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  made  a  statistical  report 
on  the  journals  reviewed;  North  Carolina  being  among  the  number.

ILLINOIS. 

Twenty -Seventh  Annual  Convention,  October  20-22,  1896. 

The  proceedings  of  this  Convention,  which  was  held  at  Rock  Island,  is 
embellished  with  the  photographs  of  Supreme  Chancellor  Colgrove,  Grand 
Trustee  Linton  and  their  Grand  Outer  Guard. 

The  report  of  Grand  Chancellor  Brown  contains  correspondence  between 
the  Supreme  Chancellor  and  himself,  which  confirms  us  in  the  belief  ex- 
pressed last  year— that  while  the  Graud  Officers  of  this  Domain  enforced 
the  law  in  regard  to  the  "German  Question,"  mauy  were  in  full  sympathy 
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with  the  rebels.  The  law  was  enforced  in  such  a  dilatory  manner  that 
they  are  entitled  to  but  little  credit  of  being  loyal  Knights.  That  their 
Domain  was  not  in  open  rebellion  seems  to  be  due  in  a  large  measure  to 
the  determination  of  Supreme  Chancellor  Richie  and  the  efforts  of  Past 
Grand  Chancellor  Kennedy  of  their  own  Domain. 

The  Endowment  Rank  met  with  a  small  increase  during  the  year. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  shows  510  Lodges 
with  a  membership  of  39.208. 

The  report  of  the  Supreme  Representatives  is  a  complete  review  of  the 
work  of  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

Fraternal  greetings  were  exchanged  with  the  Grand  Domain  of  "Im- 
perial Missouri." 

An  invitation  was  extended  to  and  accepted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  to 
participate  in  a  "Steamboat  Excursion." 

Supreme  Chancellor  <Yjlgrove  visited  this  Grand  Lodge  officially  and 
carried  out  the  instructions  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  by  publicly  reprimand- 
ing Past  Grand  Chancellor  Fred.  Buchman  for  his  action  in  connection 
with  the  "German  Question".  In  performing  this  unpleasant  duty,  the 
language  used  by  the  Supreme  C  hancellor  expressed  kind  feelings  and 
much  love  for  this  erring  brother;  nevertheless,  it  must  have  been  severely 
felt  by  others  present,  who  deserved  as  much,  if  not  more,  than  Brother 
Buchman. 

The  Uniform  Rank  is  reported  as  being  in  better  condition  than  ever 
before. 

We  judge  from  the  number  of  amendments  offered  to  the  Grand  Statutes 
that  many  in  this  Domain  desire  a  change  in  their  local  laws.  This  was  a 
matter  of  surprise  to  us;  Illinois,  we  thought,  had  as  good  if  not  a  better 
Code  of  Laws  than  any  other  Domain. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  remembered  North  Carolina. 

The  journal  of  proceedings  is  a  large  one,  but  owing  to  the  most  excel- 
lent manner  in  which  it  is  edited  by  Brother  Caldwell   is  easily  reviewed.

INDIANA. 

Twenty-Eighth  Annual  Convention,  June  2-3,  1896 

Indianapolis  appears  to  be  the  permanent  meeting  place  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  the  twenty-seventh  Convention  as  well  as  this  being  held  there  and 
the  twenty-ninth  will  also  meet  in  this  city.  We  can  conceive  of  no  more 
fitting  place  for  the  holding  of  Annual  Conventions  than  the  capital  city 
of  a  Domain. 
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The  impression  is  left  by  the  report  of  Grand  Chancellor  Neal  that  Indi- 
ana experienced  a  prosperous  3' ear.  He  says:  "I  am  proud  to  say  that  in 
these  troublesome  times  of  commercial  and  financial  depression  we  are  able 
to  report  an  increase  of  twenty -five  lodges." 

We  congratulate  him  and  his  Domain  upon  this  healthy  growth.  He 
reported  that  over  one  hundred  of  his  Lodges  were  at  one  time  violating 
the  law  in  regard  to  the  rituals— over  fifty  Lodges  being  without  their 
full  complement.  He  at  once  took  this  matter  in  hand,  and  by  persistent 
demands  upon  the  Lodges  forced  them  to  mate  stringent  efforts  to  recover 
their  lost  rituals.  By  this  promptness  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Chancellor, 
all  except  one  were  found  and  in  the  custody  of  the  proper  officials  when 
the  Grand  Lodge  convened.  We  incline  to  the  belief  that  in  the  Supreme 
Domain  there  are  at  least  a  thousand  Lodges  who  have  not  in  their  pos- 
session a  full  set  of  rituals. 

The  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  reports  421  Lodges,  with  a  mem- 
bership of  36,217,  a  gain  of  1,710. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  and  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  offi- 
cially visited  the  Grand  Lodge;  both  delivered  excellent  addresses.  The 
secret  work  was  exemplified  by  the  latter. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  instructing  their  Supreme  Representatives  to 
labor  to  have  the  law  amended  so  that  two  black  balls  cast  against  the  re- 
instatement of  a  member  would  exclude  him.  While  there  seems  to  be  no 
sound  reason  for  the  two-thirds  vote  as  now  exists,  we  fear  that  the  two 
black  ball  business  if  enacted  would  in  some  cases  work  a  hardship.  It  is 
true  that  a  man  has  to  be  a  mighty  sorry  fellow  for  over  a  third  of  the 
members  of  a  Lodge  to  vote  against  his  admission;  but  on  the  other  hand, 
ought  one  who  has  been  a  member  of  the  Order  in  good  standing  at  one 
time,  going  out  by  suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues,  to  be  barred  by 
only  two  votes? 

The  resolution  adopted  to  request  the  Supreme  Lodge  to  enact  a  law 
allowing  the  "Honor"  of  Past  Chancellor  to  be  conferred  upon  any  Keeper 
of  Records  and  Seal  and  .Master  of  Exchequer  who  serves  a  Lodge  as  such 
for  five  years,  is  in  our  humble  opinion  a  step  in  the  right  direction.  A 
number  of  Pythians  down  this  way  have  never  been  able  to  appreciate  a 
law  which  refuses  the  "Honor"  of  Past  Chancellor  or  Past  Grand  Chan- 
cellor to  one  who  has  earned  it  by  service,  just  because  he  had  not  filled 
the  executive  chairs  of  the  Subordinate  or  Grand  Lodge.  Some  men  ren- 
der the  Order  more  service  out  of  these  positions  than  many  who  occupy 
them. 

We  regret  to  see  that  this  magnificent  Domain,  with  all  of  its  Pythian 
pride  and  enthusiasm,  omits  the  Committee  on   Fraternal  Correspondence.

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INDIAN    TERRITORY. 

Seventh  Annual  Convention,  May  5,  1896. 

Evidently  the  boys  in  attendance  on  this  Convention  at  Wagner  came 
for  business,  transacted  their  business  and  went  about  their  business. 

This  Grand  Lodge,  yet  in  its  teens,  went  to  work  like  old  veterans  and 
finished  up  everything  in  a  day. 

The  Grand  Chancellor  reports  the  Domain  in  a  flourishing  condition. 
The  Endowment  Rank  made  a  long  stride  and  gained  an  increase  of  twenty 
sections. 

The  first  business  transacted  was  the  passage  of  an  amendment  to  their 
law  which  had  the  effect  of  abolishing  the  Grand  Tribunal. 

The  methods  of  this  body  in  legislating  are  upon  the  line  of  our  regular 
governmental  law-making  bodies;  every  proposition  passing  its  first,  second 
and  third  reading  before  becoming  a  law. 

Brother  Walker,  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Correspondence,  presented 
a  creditable  review  of  fifty-three  Domains.  In  his  review  of  North  Caro- 
lina, he  says:  "They  have  a  foreigner  to  review  the  other  Domains— at 
least  they  call  it  foreign  correspondence"— and  he  says  of  us:  "Instead  of  a 
display  of  faces  of  the  officers  it  prints  the  Declaration  of  Principles  of  the 
Knights  of  Pythias,"  and  then,  as  if  this  was  something  entirely  new,  "re- 
prints the  whole  declaration  as  it  was  when  appropriated  bodily  by  the 
Farmers'  Alliance  of  Texas  and  prior  to  its  change  by  the  Supreme  Lodge. 
Wonder  if  this  was  really  the  first  time  the  brother  ever  saw  that?" 

We  are  quite  sure  that  Brother  Catlett  had  seen  the  old  "Declaration  of 
the  Principles  of  the  Order"  before  he  read  them  in  the  Indian  Territory 
journal.  As  the  "new"  had  taken  the  place  of  the  "old,"  his  only  object 
in  reprinting  them  must  have  been  to  inform  the  "Tar-Heel  Knights" 
how  far  their  brethren  in  the  Indian  Territory  were  behind  the  times.  It 
is  surprising  how  some  folks  cling  to  by-gone  things. 

Fraternal  Correspondents  seem  to  be  appreciated  in  this  Domain.  The 
brother  who  wrote  the  report  was  elected  Grand  Prelate,  given  $50  for  his 
work,  and  his  Grand  Lodge  deplored  the  fact  that  an  empty  treasury  lim- 
ited the  amount  to  that  small  figure.  He  deserves  all  and  even  more  than 
he  received.

KANSAS. 

Twenty-Fifth  Annual  Convention,  May  10,  1896. 

The  custom  this  Grand  Lodge  has  of  holding  an  Annual  Special  Conven- 
tion on  the  evening  before  the  day  of  its  regular  Convention,  for  the  pur- 
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pose  of  conferring  the  Grand  Lodge  Rank,  would  be  a  good  one  for  every 
Domain  to  adopt,  provided  they  would  do  that  work  at  the  Special  Con- 
vection, and  at  no  other,  as  Kansas  did  at  this  Convention  held  in  Topeka. 
The  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  furnishes  a  journal  which  should 
be  complimented  by  every  correspondent  for  its  excellent  arrangement.  If 
it  were  possible  for  any  of  his  journals  to  be  improved  on,  we  would  say 
that  the  one  of  1896  is  au  improvement  on  the  one  for  1895. 

Major  General  Carnahan  and  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal 
graced  the  occasion  by  their  presence.  The  former  addressed  the  Grand 
Lodge  in  the  interest  of  the  Uniform  Rank  and  the  latter  exemplified  the 
secret  work. 

The  Grand  Chancellor  reports  that  neither  the  Uniform  or  Endowment 
Rank  have  received  the  attention  they  merited. 

The  following  observations  by  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  New- 
bert  should  be  carefully  considered  by  every  Grand  Lodge: 

"The  great  error  and  cause  of  so  many  suspensions  for  non-payment  of 
dues  is  the  neglect  to  collect  frequently  and  promptly.  It  pays  a  Lod^e 
to  look  closely  to  the  collection  of  dues,  and  for  this  reason  it  should  pay 
its  Ai aster  of  Finance  to  perform  the  service  promptly  and  faithfully. 

■'Our  laws  authorizing  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  are  reallv  de- 
signed to  protect  Lodge  revenues,  but  when  harshly  and  cruelly  enforced 
the  result  is  the  reverse  of  what  was  intended,  and  the  Lodge,  in  the  end 
suffers  loss  both  in  income  and  in  members.  True  and  good  brothers  have 
suffered  from  the  over-strict  enforcement  of  such  laws,  and  could  the  facts 
be  ascertained,  many  of  the  recent  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues 
are  cases  where  poverty  alone  caused  the  dereliction.  I  fear  the  "almighty 
dollar"  has  closed  the  eyes  of  Dame  Charity,  and  that  the  business  of  col- 
lections is  becoming  the  Ultima  Thule  of  Lodge  duties.  If  this  wrong  really 
exists,  let  it  be  righted  at  once,  for  we  cannot  prosper  while  treating  those 
of  our  own  household  uncharitably.  The  man  is  greater  than  the  dollar, 
and  I  prefer  the  greater  to  the  less.  I  believe  that  Pythianism  is  worth 
something;  make  the  fees  for  the  ranks  high  and  the  dues  of  members 
low;  we  should  require  men  to  pay  for  ics  benefits  in  the  beginning  and 
then  make  its  burdens  as  light  as  possible." 

Number  of  Lodges  238,  a  loss  of  2;  membership  12,369,  a  loss  of  402. 
As  usual,  Brother  McDowell,  the  Fraternal  Correspondent,  presented  an 
able  report.     North  Carolina  is  fortunate  in  having  its  Alt.  Airy  Convention 
reviewed  by  him.

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LOUISIANA. 

Sixteenth  Annual  Convention,  May  18-20,  1896. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  presided  over  by  the  Grand  Vice  Chancellor,  bus- 
iness conditions  preventing  the  Grand  Chancellor  from  being  in  attendance. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Chancellor  contains  nothing  which  would  be  of 
interest  to  one  outside  of  his  Domain.  He  concludes  his  report  in  the  fol- 
lowing words: 

"In  conclusion,  I  will  state  that  I  return  to  you  my  jewel,  conscious  of 
the  fact  that  more  might  have  been  done  for  Pythianism,  had  my  sur- 
roundings in  a  business  way  been  such  as  would  have  permitted  my  visit- 
ing Lodges  in  different  portions  of  the  State. 

"I  have  done  the  best  I  could,  and  feel  profoundly  grateful  for  the  dis- 
tinction you  have  so  flatteringly  bestowed." 

For  him  to  feel  grateful  for  the  distinction  bestowed  was,  under  the  cir- 
cumstances, natural,  but  would  he  not  have  obtained  greater  distinction  by 
resigning  the  office  and  letting  some  one  take  it  and  its  honors,  whose  '  'bus- 
iness surroundings"  would  not  interfere  with  the  full  performance  of  the 
duties  incident  to  the  position.  "Who  wears  the  spurs  should  win  them,'' 
is  not  always  put  into  practice;  some  prefer  to  wear  without  winning  these 
glittering  toys. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  shows  a  gain  of  six 
new  Lodges  and  a  net  loss  in  membership  of  551.  Notwithstanding  the 
hard  times  complained  of,  we  believe  that  if  the  same  efforts  had  been  made 
to  build  up  the  old  Lodges  as  was  apparently  put  forth  to  institute  new 
ones  the  result  would  have  shown  a  gain  instead  of  a  loss  for  this  Domain. 

The  principal  business  of  the  Convention  was  the  consideration  of 
amendments  to  the  laws  of  the  Domain. 

Business  engagements  prevented  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  For- 
eign Correspondence  from  being  at  the  Convention,  but  by  letter  he  stated 
that  the  duties  of  this  committee  had  received  attention  and  asked  permis- 
sion to  tile  his  report  after  the  closing  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  No  report 
from  this  committee  appears  in  the  journal,  but  instead  an  excuse  from 
the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  which  states,  that  owing  to  the 
sickness  of  himself  and  family  the  brother  had  been  unable  to  furnish  the 
copy  in  time  for  the  journal,  which  was  delayed  two  weeks  on  this  account.

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MAINE. 

Twenty- Fourth  Annual  Convention,  May  W,  1806. 

The  journal  of  proceedings  of  this  one-day  Convention,  held  at  Portland, 
is  as  usual  complete  and  full  of  interesting  information. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  sustains  the 
reputation  Maine  has  won  of  always  furnishing  a  report  which  is  a  pattern 
for  others  to  strive  to  equal,  none  can  excel.  North  Carolina  is  remembered 
and  the  journal  of  the  Mt.  Airy  Convention  complimented  in  their  report. 

The  Grand  Chancellor  in  his  report  very  truly  says: 

"The  day  is  yet  to  come  when  your  Grand  Chancellors  may  hope  for  or 
expect  a  bright  pathway  strewn  with  roses  to  open  before  them,  neither 
can  they  remain  at  home  looking  after  their  private  affairs  and  hope  for 
the  honor  and  dignity  of  their  office  to  carry  them  through,  but  to  do  jus- 
tice to  themselves  and  to  the  Order,  and  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  pro- 
gressiveness  of  the  age  in  which  we  live,  they  must  be  up  and  doing,  they 
must  sacrifice  on  the  altar  of  duty,  for  the  time  being,  a  great  many  of 
their  personal  comforts  and  pleasures  for  the  benefit  of  the  Fraternity." 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  gives  105  Lodges 
with  a  membership  of  11,055,  a  gain  of  696. 

A  new  Constitution  and  Grand  Statutes  were  adopted  and  steps  taken 
to  celebrate  the  silver  anniversary  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  occurs  in  1897.

MICHIGAN. 

Iiventy- Third  Annual  Convention,  May  18- H,  1896 

This  Convention,  in  the  city  of  Jackson,  was  honored  by  the  presence  of 
the  Supreme  Chancellor,  who  exemplified  the  secret  work  and  delivered  an 
address.  This  being  the  home  of  the  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor,  it  is  unnec- 
essary to  say  he  was  present  and  spoke  words  of  cheer  to  the  boys. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Chancellor  shows  that  he  brought  good  sense, 
intelligence  and  hard  work  to  bear,  as  a  result  his  Domain  made  gains  and 
not  losses  during  his  administration.  He  visited  in  person  and  gave  full 
instruction  to  one  hundred  Lodges,  while  only  twenty  were  visited  by 
other  Grand  Lodge  officers.  Under  the  head  of  "Instructing  Lodges"  he 
has  this  to  say: 

"While  there  are  plenty  of  locations  where  Pythian  Lodges  should  be 
planted  in  Michigan,  yet  we  must  take  note  of  the  conditions  that  present 
themselves  to  every  Fraternal  body  that  has  stood  more  than  a  generation. 
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The  old  Lodges  have  claims  upon  us  that  we  must  respect.  It  is  for  their 
advancement  and  the  best  interests  of  the  Order  that  they  receive  system- 
atic and  thorough  instruction.  A  poor,  shiftless  Lodge  in  a  good  lively 
city  is  a  menace  to  Pythianism.  Experience  has  shown  that  indifferent 
officers  generally  produce  an  indifferent  Lodge." 

This  is  the  correct  idea.  Build  up  the  old  Lodges  and  new  ones  will  be 
instituted  fast  enough. 

The  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  reports  the  institution  of  twelve 
new  Lodges.  Present  number  of  Lodges  162,  membership  10,937,  net 
gain  188. 

The  following  law  was  enacted: 

"That  no  officer  of  any  Subordinate  Lodge  shall  be  installed  into  the 
office  to  which  he  shall  have  been  elected  until  he  shall  have  satis- 
fied the  installing  officer  in  open  Lodge  that  he  has  the  ritualistic  and 
unwritten  wrork  pertaining  to  his  office  committed  to  memory.  This  statute 
shall  not  apply  to  officers  elected  at  the  institution  of  a  Lodge." 

A  good  law,  but  unless  there  is  a  strong  sentiment  in  favor  of  it  in  the 
Domain  we  doubt  its  enforcement. 

The  Committee  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  lets  North  Carolina  down 
easy,  without  a  "roast,"  but  with  compliments.     Thanks!

MONTANA. 

Twelfth  Annual  Convention,  June  9-10,  1896. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  welcomed  to  Bozeman  in  an  eloquent  address  by 
Hon.  W.  S.  Hartman,  who  represented  the  home  Lodge  as  well  as  the  city. 
Grand  Chancellor  Hammond  in  behalf  of  the  Grand  Lodge  responded  to 
the  address  of  welcome. 

The  Grand  Chancellor  reports  a  healthy  growth  of  the  Order  in  this  Do- 
main. Like  his  predecessor  he  seems  to  have  been  a  very  busy  man,  but 
unlike  him  he  did  not  let  business  prevent  him  from  attending  the  Grand 
Lodge  Convention;  he  changed  the  time  of  the  Convention  in  order  that  it 
would  not  conflict  with  an  engagement  in  the  East.  While  he  deplores 
the  fact  that  he  had  but  little  time  for  visitation,  he  made  thirty-five 
official  visits. 

The  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  only  reports  thirty-six  Lodges, 
hence  we  fail  to  see  how  his  private  matters  interfered  with  his  duties  as 
Grand  Chancellor.  It  looks  like  it  takes  lots  of  personal  work  to  convince 
a  Western  man  that  he  has  performed  his  duty. 
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Four  new  Lodges  were  instituted  and  two  reinstated;  membership  De- 
cember 31,  1895,  2,132,  a  gain  of  146. 

Brother  Butler  submitted  an  excellent  report  on  correspondence,  in  which 
North  Carolina  is  not  forgotten. 

The  Endowment  Hank  was  given  an  impetus  during  the  year,  but  the 
Uniform  Rank  dropped  behind. 

A  picture  of  the  retiring  Grand  Chancellor  serves  as  a  frontispiece  to  the 
Journal  of  Proceedings.  The  journal  could  be  improved  by  leaving  out 
unimportant  correspondence. 

The   Ranks  cost  $35  in  this   Domain.     We  think  they  are  worth  it.

NEBRASKA. 

Twenty- Ninth  Annual  Convention,  October  1-3-14,  1896. 

This  Convention  was  held  at  Lincoln. 

The  report  of  Grand  Chancellor  Ford  is  an  able  document,  giving  the 
details  of  his  entire  administration.  District  meetings  were  held  during 
the  year  in  this  Domain,  and  like  those  held  the  preceding  year  resulted  in 
good  to  the  Order.     Of  them  the  Grand  Chancellor  says: 

"The  assertion  has  been  made:  these  meetings  are  an  expensive  under- 
taking and  do  not  return  an  increase  in  membership  and  finance  that  jus- 
tifies their  continuance  to  the  Subordinate  Lodges  where  same  are  held.  I 
have  taken  particular  pains  to  rind  out  the  facts  as  to  this  assertion,  and 
wish  emphatically  to  state  that  hadit  not  havebeen  for  the  meetings  held  the 
past  two  years  in  this  Domain,  the  loss  in  membership  would  have  been 
double  the  number  of  to-day,  and  the  exchequer  of  the  several  Lodges 
would  have  been  depleted  to  a  greater  extent  than  at  the  present  time. 

"I  have  also  discovered  the  ones  making  this  assertion  have  not  taken  the 
time  to  be  present  upon  the  occasions  named,  to  imbibe  at  least  a  part  of 
the  grand  results  to  be  obtained,  and  therefore  are  in  no  position  to  com- 
ment upon  endeavors  made  in  behalf  of  the  Order  to  sustain  its  existence, 
being  non-participants  in  such  efforts. " 

In  the  matter  of  official  visitation  no  one  can  start  a  "kick"  on  this  Grand 
Chancellor.      He  visited  one  hundred  and  twenty -rive  Lodges. 

If  our  space  would  admit,  the  best  review  we  could  give  of  this  Domain 
would  be  to  reproduce  in  full  the  report  of  the  Grand  Chancellor. 

Number  of  Lodges  156,  membership  6,048,  a  loss  of  566. 

The  journal  is  an  excellent  one,  bul  we  would  suggest  that  it  is  not  full 
enough  in  stating  the  various  propositions  presented   to  the  Grand  Lodge 
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for  action.  One  outside  of  this  Domain,  unless  familiar  with  its  laws,  loses 
much  of  the  purport  of  matters  under  discussion. 

The  Committee  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  submitted  a  well  written  and 
fraternal  report.  North  Carolina  has  her  Asheville  Convention  of  1896 
pleasantly  reviewed.

NEVADA. 


Twenty-Fourth  Annual  Convention,  June  11-12,  1896. 

We  are  glad  to  learn  from  the  report  of  the  Grand  Chancellor  that  "Ne- 
vada during  the  past  year  has  helped  the  Pythian  star  toward  the  zenith," 
for,  judging  from  the  first  two  paragraphs  of  his  report,  one  would  naturally 
draw  the  conclusion  that  a  "condition  of  depression"  had  prevailed  in 
Nevada  for  the  past  ten  years.     He  commences  his  report  as  follows: 

"With  Knightly  courtesy  I  greet  jtou,  and  in  the  name  of  Friendship, 
Charity  and  Benevolence  I  ask  your  kindly  consideration  of  this  report. 
I  ask  because  I  feel  the  need. 

"I  had  in  mind  to  say:  It  has  been  my  fortune  to  serve  you  in  a  year  of 
'general  depression,'  or  'business  depression,'  or  'mining  depression,'  or 
'condition  of  depression;'  but  I  was  in  almost  a  state  of  'total  depression' 
to  find  that  I  could  not  do  so  without  plagiarizing  from  the  reports  of 
nearly  all  my  predecessors  for  ten  years  past. " 

The  Uniform  Rank,  as  well  as  the  Endowment  Rank,  gained  in  favor 
during  the  year. 

Nevada  has  15  Lodges  with  816  members,  which  shows  a  net  loss  of  15. 

The  brethren  who  composed  the  Grand  Lodge  at  this  Convention  appear 
to  have  been  blessed  with  amiable  dispositions.  They  allowed  themselves 
to  be  interrupted,  while  considering  the  Grand  Statutes  as  a  Committee  of 
the  Whole,  three  times  in  succession  to  confer  the  Grand  Lodge  Rank  upon 
three  Past  Chancellors,  without  even  a  '  'kick"  being  entered. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  it  is  now  settled  law  that  the  Honor  of 
Past  Chancellor  can  only  be  obtained  by  service  as  Chancellor  Commander, 
this  Grand  Lodge  attempted  to  confer  it  upon  two  Knights  by  resolution.

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NEW   YORK. 

Twenty- Eighth  Annual  Convention,  July  28-30,  1896. 

Public  exercises  were  held  to  welcome  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  lawn  of 
the  Canandaigua  House.  Mr.  J.  L.  Bennett  on  behalf  of  the  village  of 
Canandaigua  delivered  the  speech  of  welcome,  which  was  responded  to  by 
Grand  Chancellor  Bedell,  he  was  followed  by  other  prominent  Pythians. 

A  picture  of  Past  Grand  Chancellor  Charles  E.  Spencer,  who  died  in 
Brooklyn  on  January  14,  1896,  at  the  advanced  age  of  nearly  seventy-two 
years,  is  used  as  a  frontispiece  to  the  journal. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Chancellor,  barring  circulars,  is  an  interesting 
document.     Upon  the  subject  of  official  visitations  he  says: 

"I  recognize  the  fact  that  much  good  can  be  done  by  an  official  visit  of 
the  Grand  Chancellor,  but  it  is  an  utter  impossibility  for  any  one  executive 
officer  to  visit  every  Lodge  in  this  Domain  during  his  term  of  office.  The 
office  work  of  the  Grand  Chancellor  must  be  taken  into  consideration,  and 
has  become  such  as  to  prevent  him  from  reaching  as  many  Lodges  as  he 
would  like.  If  that  officer,  in  the  future,  is  expected  to  keep  pace  with 
those  of  the  past,  it  will  require  a  person  with  a  cast-iron  constitution,  and 
one  whose  time  is  not  required  by  business  interests.  You  can  perhaps 
sympathize  with  the  individual,  and  forgive  any  errors  that  he  might  pos- 
sibly make,  when  you  are  informed  that  the  Grand  (  hancellor  has  met 
with  one  hundred  and  seventy -eight  Lodges  (some  through  District  conven- 
tions), and  in  doing  this  has  been  compelled  to  travel  12,851  miles." 

As  this  is  only  a  small  part  of  the  work  of  a  Grand  Chancellor,  no  esti- 
mate can  be  made  of  the  amount  of  necessary  labor  these  gentlemen  are 
called  upon  to  perform  in  the  various  Domains. 

A  lost  ritual  was  found  during  the  year  by  a  Deputy  Grand  Chancellor 
in  the  city  of  New  York  in  a  peculiar  manner.  In  transmitting  the  book 
to  the  Grand  Chancellor  the  Deputy  gave  the  following  explanation  of  how 
it  came  into  his  hands: 

"I  am  interested  in  a  mission  Sunday  school  in  a  poor  quarter  of  the  city. 
A  dirty  little  urchin  had  picked  the  book  up  from  the  sidewalk  and  took  it 
home.  After  it  had  been  read  by  the  father  and  several  friends,  they 
suggested  that  it  would  be  a  good  contribution  to  the  mission  library,  and 
thus  it  came  into  my  hands." 

Brother  <  'alkins,  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Correspondence,  reviews 
the  journals  of  a  number  of  Domains.  North  Carolina  is  indebted  to  him 
for  a  kindly  review  of  its  Mt.  Airy  convention  in  1895. 

New  York  has  a  State  Deputy  at  an  expense  of  $2,000  per  year,  and 
finds  that  it  pays  to  have  him. 

District  meetings  are  a  success  in  this  Domain. 

While  the  journal  is,  in  the  main,  well  arranged,  it  would  facilitate  the 
work  of  a  reviewer  if  Brother  Acker  the  efficient  Grand  Keeper  of  Records 
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and  Seal  would  only  have  the  reports  of  officers,  with  all  statistical  infor- 
mation, printed  as  an  appendix.

OHIO. 


Twenty-Seventh  Annual  Convention,  May  26-37,  1896. 

That  Cincinnati,  as  well  as  the  Grand  Lodge,  was  honored  by  the  pres- 
ence of  a  number  of  prominent  Pythians  is  shown  by  the  following  extract 
from  the  journal  of  this  Convention: 

"The  Committee  of  Escort  here  appeared  with  Supreme  Chancellor 
Walter  B.  Richie,  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  R.  L.  C.  White,  of 
Tennessee;  Major  General  James  R.  Carnahan,  of  Indiana,  and  Grand 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  J.  H.  Holmes,  of  Missouri,  who  were  intro- 
duced to  the  Grand  Lodge  by  the  Chairman,  Past  Supreme  Chancellor 
Howard  Douglass.  The  Supreme  Honors  were  advanced  for  the  Supreme 
Chancellor,  and  he  with  the  other  distinguished  guests  were  conducted  to 
the  platform.  An  address  tilled  with  inspiring  instruction  was  delivered 
by  Brother  Richie,  which  created  the  greatest  enthusiasm  and  brought 
forth  round  after  round  of  applause.  He  was  followed  by  Brothers  White, 
Carnahan  and  Holmes,  who  each  spoke  encouragingly  of  the  work  of  the 
Order,  being  especially  complimentary  to  the  Domain  of  Ohio." 

Fraternal  greetings  were  exchanged  with  the  Grand  Domain  of  Indiana, 
the  Rathbone  Sisters  and  Pythian  Sisterhood  of  Ohio. 

From  reading  the  journal  of  proceedings,  one  gains  the  impression  that 
the  new  laws  of  this  Domain  were  to  some  extent  unsatisfactory.  The 
principal  business  of  the  Convention  was  the  consideration  and  adoption  of 
various  amendments  to  their  law. 

Ohio  has  660  Lodges  with  a  membership  of  54,004,  a  gain  of  1,844. 

It  is  only  necessary  to  state  that  Brothers  A.  P.  Butterlield,  W.  B. 
Richie  and  J.  C.  Burns  compose  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  in  this 
Domain  for  every  well  informed  Knight  of  Pythias  to  know  that  an  able 
review  was  presented. 

We  follow  their  example  and  submit  their  comment  on  North  Carolina: 

Twenty-fifth  session,  Mt.  Airy,  June  19-20. 

A  political  campaign  prevented  a  "bis"  year.  Eleven  new  Lodges  were  added  to 
the  roll;  one  was  lost.  Total  Lodges  in  Domain,  55;  members,  Jan.  1,  3,005;  increase, 
591. 

A  State  Lecturer  has  been  in  vise  in  North  Carolina  for  sometime,  but  he  is  no  more. 
A  telegram  was,  by  a  rising  vote,  ordered  forwarded  to  Supreme  Chancellor  Richie. 
These  bind  remembrances  often  prove  more  beneficial  than  medicine.  (Jen.  W.  D. 
Kennedy,  of  Chicago,  put  in  an  appearance  and   made  an  address,  as  he  always  does

on  demand.     Washington  Catlett    prepared  an  excellent  Fraternal  Correspondence 
report,  and  he  had  his  reward  in  being  chosen  Grand  Vice  Chancellor.    That  whole- 
souled   brother,  Thomas  D.  Meares,   was  unanimously  re-elected  as   Supreme  Repre- 
sentative. 
C4eneral  business  of  the  session  would  be  uninteresting  to  the  Pythian  world. 

Hon.  S.  A.  Court,  whom  many  Tar-Heel  Knights  had  the  pleasure  of 
meeting  at  our  Grand  Lodge  Convention  held  in  Greensboro  in  1898,  was 
a  candidate  for  Supreme  Representative  and  came  near  being  elected. 

The  journal  contains  the  pictures  of  the  Tribunes  and  also  that  of  Past 
Supreme  Representative  M.  E.  Kuhn,  who  died  on  September  13,  1895.

The  Grand  Chancellor  reports  that  he  visited  every  Lodge  in  his  Domain. 
He  was  only  called  upon  for  one  decision.     Happy  man ! 

The  Endowment  Rank  has  eight  sections  with  122  members,  who  carry 
endowment  to  the  amount  of  $219,000. 

The  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  reports  34  Lodges  with  a  mem- 
bership of  3,466,  a  loss  of  206. 

An  interesting  historical  sketch  of  the  Order  in  Rhode  Island  is  given  in 
the  Appendix  to  the  journal. 

The  journal  shows  that  good  taste  was  exercised  in  its  compilation. 

The  frontispiece  contains  the  picture  of  Grand  Lodge  Officers. 

We  regret  that  there  is  uo  Committee  on  Correspondence  in  this  Domain.

SOUTH    DAKOTA. 

Seventh  Annual  Convention,  June  3,  1896. 

After  the  addresses  of  welcome  to  the  Grand  Lodge  in  behalf  of  the  city 
of  Yankton  and  the  local  Lodge  had  been  responded  to  in  a  fitting  manner 
by  the  Grand  Chancellor  the  Convention  was  opened  for  business. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Chancellor  shows  some  interest  to  have  been 
manifested  in  the  Endowment  Rank,  while  the  Uniform  Rank  failed  to  re- 
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ceive  the  attention  he  had  expected.  His  report  of  his  official  visits  to 
Lodges  reads  like  a  fairy  tale,  abounding  in  "lively  songs, "  a  "lovely  ban- 
quet," "a  most  elegant  banquet,"  "telling  of  stories,"  and  one  of  his 
Lodges  presented  him  with  a  "lovely  and  valuable  present."  He  appears 
to  have  done  good  work. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  states  that  there  are 
49  Lodges  with  1,898  members,  a  loss  of  95  during  the  year. 

The  journal  is  fairly  well  arranged  Two  pictures  are  shown,  those  of 
Supreme  Chancellor  Richie  and  their  present  Grand  Chancellor,  C.  N. 
Herried. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  presented  a  readable  report,  in 
which  they  devoted  about  a  page  to  reviewing  the  journal  of  our  Conven- 
tion held  in  1895.  In  reply  to  their  seeming  complaint  of  a  lack  of  criti- 
cism on  the  part  of  Brother  Catlett,  who  wrote  the  report  of  this  Commit- 
tee to  our  Mt.  Airy  Convention  in  1895,  we  have  to  say:  that  if  the  South 
Dakota  brethren  acted  at  their  Convention  reviewed  by  Brother  Catlett.  as 
tbey  did  at  their  one  of  1896,  there  was  nothing  for  him  to  criticise.  We 
never  fail,  down  this  way,  to  give  criticism  when  and  where  it  is  needed.

TENNESSEE. 

Twenty-Fifth  Annual  Convention,  May  13-15,  1896 

When  a  Grand  Lodge  of  a  Domain  as  large  and  well  off  financially  as 
Tennessee,  with  one  of  its  members  occupying  the  most  lucrative  and  re- 
sponsible office  in  the  Supreme  Lodge,  shows  such  a  lack  of  interest  in 
other  Domains,  not  to  say  a  manifest  desire  to  avoid  being  fraternal,  by 
failing  to  appoint  a  Committee  on  Fraternal  'orrespondence,  one  feels  in- 
clined to  follow  the  example  of  the  distinguished  Correspondent  of  Kansas 
and  pass  Tennessee  without  comment.  Our  only  reason  for  not  doing  so, 
is  that  some  "Tar-Heel"  may  have  in  someway  heard  there  is  such  a  Do- 
main as  Tennessee  and  may  desire  some  information  in  regard  to  it. 

The  journal  is  illustrated  by  the  pictures  of  Grand  Master  of  Exchequer, 
who  died  during  the  year,  and  their  new  Grand  Chancellor,  W.  B.  Smithson. 

If  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  would  get  out  of  the  old  rut 
and  place  those  statistical  tables  in  an  Appendix  instead  of  incorporating 
them  in  the  body  of  his  Journal  of  Proceedings,  he  would  not  only  assist 
a  reviewer  in  his  work,  but  add  much  to  the  appearance  of  his  journal. 
We  are  aware  that  Tennessee  has  demonstrated  that  she  cares  but  little 
about  reviewers  or  their  opinions,  but  perhaps  the  latter  consideration  may 
have  some  weight. 

The  Grand  Chancellor,  under  the  head  of  "Official  Visits,"  says: 

"I  have   been  prevented  from  performing  this  pleasant  and  important 
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duty  as  often  as  I  wished,  on  account  of  my  vocation.  I  have  been 
encompassed  witli  business  engagements  which  required  almost  my  daily 
attention." 

This  is  the  same  old  chestnut  in  the  way  of  an  excuse  for  failure  to  per- 
form a  known  duty.  He  congratulates  the  Domain  upon  a  gain  in  mem- 
bership.    Numher  of  Lodges  134.  membership  8.519,  a  gain  of  164. 

Fraternal  greetings  were  exchanged  with  the  Domains  of  Ohio  and  In- 
diana, or  rather  Tennessee  replied  to  the  fraternal  greetings  of  those  Do- 
mains. 

The  Uniform  Rank  is  reported  as  being  inactive.  The  Endowment  Rank 
is  growing  in  strength. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

"Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  look  with  disfavor  upon  all  candidates 
for  office  in  this  Grand  Body  who  make  a  personal  canvass  or  personally 
electioneer  among  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  votes  for  them- 
selves " 

This  action  was  a  step  in  the  right  direction.  Merit  and  capability 
should  be  the  only  requisites  for  advancement.  We  are  glad  that  our 
brethren  in  Tennessee  are  trying  to  eliminate  political  methods  from  their 
Conventions. 

This  Grand  Lodge  voted  down  a  resolution  to  provide  for  official  visits 
being  made  to  the  Lodges  on  account  of  a  lack  of  finances,  but  asked  for 
a  contribution  from  the  Subordinate  Lodges  with  which  to  make  a  show 
at  the  Centennial.

TEXAS. 


Twenty  Third  Annual  Convention,  April  21-23,  1896. 

This  journal  of  the  Waco  Convention,  as  is  always  the  case  with  the 
work  of  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  Henry  Miller,  is  a  model  of 
completeness.  The  pictures  of  Grand  Lodge  officers,  Supreme  Chancellor, 
Supreme  Representatives,  Grand  Tribunal  and  Past  Grand  Chancellor 
Hollis  which  adorn  its  pages  equal  if  they  do  not  excel  those  of  any  jour- 
nal received. 

The  public  exercises  incident  to  the  Convention  were  held  in  the  Opera 
House.  The  speeches  on  this  occasion  were  of  a  high  order.  They  are 
published  iu  the  journal. 

The  Grand  Chancellor  explains  his  failure  to  make  official  visits,  by 
pleading  the  usual  excuse,  "business  engagements."     The  district  meetings 
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held  during  the  year  were  a  success  and  resulted  in  good  to  the  Order. 

The  following  quotation  from  tbe  report  of  the  Grand  Chancellor  shows 
the  condition  of  the  Order  in  this  Domain. 

"It  is  apparent  that  an  era  of  substantial  prosperity  is  upon  us.  The 
subordinate  Lodge  officers  seem  to  have  entered  upon  the  discharge  of 
their  duties  with  a  determination  and  zeal  that  is  commendable  and  ex- 
ceedingly gratifying.  A  deeper  interest  in  Lodge  work  is  manifest  in  "the 
rank  and  file,"  the  secret  work  is  more  correctly  given,  and  while  some  few 
suspensions  are  reported,  the  accessions  to  membership  largely  out-number 
them." 

Number  of  Lodges  227,  membership  13,165,   net  gain  315. 

Both  the  Uniform  and  Endowment  Rank  are  progressing. 

Supreme  Chancellor  Richie  was  in  attendance  and  addressed  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

Unnecessary  questions  of  law  appear  to  pop  up  extensively  in  this  Do- 
main, as  the  Committee  on  Judiciary  gathered  quite  a  crop  of  them  during 
the  year.  A  provision  was  made  by  which  the  Past  Chancellor's  Rank 
would  in  the  future  be  conferred  on  all  who  presented  themselves,  and  were 
entitled  to  it,  at  the  District  meetings. 

The  report  from  the  Committee  on  State  of  the  Order  of  this  Domain  is 
the  best  we  have  ever  read. 

The  Committee  on  Fraternal  Review  consists  of  five  members.  An  ex- 
cellent report  was  submitted  by  them,  in  which  the  North  Carolina  Jour- 
nal of  the  Ml  Airy  Convention  is  reviewed.

UTAH. 


Thirteenth  Annual  Convention,  June  16-18,  1896. 

Salt  Lake  City  had  the  honor  of  this  Convention. 

Grand  Chancellor  Meakin  whose  picture  is  used  as  a  frontispiece  to  the 
journal  in  his  report  expresses  the  following  sentiment: 

"As  a  fraternal  legislative  body  we  should  ever  bear  in  mind  that  we,  as 
members  of  this  Order,  are  working  for  the  good  of  all,  therefore  every 
action  must  be  free  from  selfish  desires  of  personal  aggrandizement,  petty 
jealousies  or  prejudices." 

If  every  Grand  Lodge  would  act  upon  this  principle  the  Order  would  be 
placed  upon  a  higher  plane;  one  not  yet  approached  by  any  fraternity. 

From  the  character  of  the  questions  asked  their  Grand  Chancellor  we 
incline  to  the  belief  that  our  brethren  in  Utah,  were  seeking  to  test  that 
officer's  amiability.     They  appear  to  ask  questions  in  this  Domain  for  the 
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pleasure  of  asking.  Most  of  the  information  asked  could  easily  have  been 
obtained  by  a  reference  to  the  law,  which  should  be  accessible  to  every 
Knight. 

The  Grand  Chancellor  reports  that  every  Lodge  was  officially  visited 
by  him. 

Utah  has  15  Lodges  with  a  membership  of  1,229,  a  net  gain  of  269.

VIRGINIA. 

Twenty  Eighth  Annual  Convention,  Man  5-6',  1807. 

The  journal  of  this  Convention,  held  at  Danville,  is  what  it  purports  to  be, 
a  Journal  of  Proceedings.  While  it  is  complete,  no  unnecessary  and  unin- 
teresting matter  is  given  for  a  reviewer  to  wade  through. 

This  Domain  had  the  misfortune  to  lose  its  Grand  Chancellor,  who  died 
on  August  3,  1895. 

Grand  Vice  Chancellor  Garrett  assumed  the  office  upon  the  death  of  the 
Grand  Chancellor,  and  in  his  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  lie  makes  a  credit- 
able showing  for  his  Domain.  Eight  new  Lodges  were  instituted.  He 
reports  having  fully  performed  the  duty  devolving  on  him  of  making 
official  visits.     On  this  subject  he  truthfully  says: 

"I  most  respectfully  submit  that  there  should  be  some  change  in  this 
law.  A  proper  construction  implies  a  personal  duty  on  the  Grand  Chan- 
cellor, involving  the  loss  of  much  time  if  he  faithfully  does  his  work,  and 
I  submit  that  it  is  not  right  or  just  that  a  brother  should  thus  be  compelled 
to  sacrifice  his  business  in  order  to  faithfully  fulfil  the  position  of  Grand 
Chancellor,  or  lose  his  time  from  his  powers  of  earning  a  living,  without 
compensation.  An  Order  founded  on  Friendship,  Charity  and  Benevo- 
lence should  be  reciprocal  in  its  blessings,  and  a  brother  called  to  become 
Grand  Chancellor,  if  he  is  made  of  true  manhood,  is  a  bread-winner  in 
some  department  of  labor,  and  while  he  is  visiting  and  endeavoring  to  aid, 
help  and  inspire  brethren  to  emulate  the  heroism  of  a  Damon,  he  is  pain- 
fully aware  that  the  wife  and  child  require  about  the  same  amount  of  the 
grocer  and  butcher  in  his  absence,  and  thereby  he  is  not  so  inspiring  as  he 
would  otherwise  be." 

The  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  reports  57  Lodges  with  a  mem- 
bership of  4,580,  a  net  gain  of  17. 

The  deliberations  of  the  Convention  were  confined  to  matters  of  local  in- 
terest. 
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The  time  of  holding  the  Annual  Convention  was  changed  from  May  to 
February. 

We  were  surprised  to  rind  that  Virginia  has  no  Committee  on  Correspon- 
dence.

WASHINGTON. 

Thirteenth  Annual  Convention,  May  19  21,  1896. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  welcomed  to  Seattle  in  a  most  royal  manner.  A 
parade  was  had,  participated  in  by  the  National  Guard  of  Washington, 
Uniform  Rank.  High  School  Cadets  and  distinguished  citizens  of  the  State 
in  carriages.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  parade  they  were  conducted  to  the 
Armory  where  they  were  formally  welcomed  with  music  and  eloquence, 
both  of  a  high  order. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Chancellor  is  short  and  to  the  point.  Speaking 
of  the  progress  made,  he  says: 

"While  the  past  year  has  not  brought  forth  that  degree  of  progress  and 
prosperity  to  our  Order  in  this  Domain  that  we  all  hoped  for,  it  has  not 
been  barren  of  good  results,  and  a  careful  review  of  the  situation  unmistak- 
ably shows  a  marked  improvement." 

Our  reports  this  year  will  show  a  decrease  of  185  members,  but  unofficial 
reports  which  I  have  secured  through  correspondence  with  the  D.  D  G. 
C. 's  of  each  Lodge  show  a  material  increase  since  Dec.  31st,  1895,  the  date 
of  our  official  reports." 

He  reports  the  Endowment  and  Uniform  Ranks  as  being  in  good  con- 
dition. 

Number  of  Lodges  81,  membership  4,196,  net  loss  185. 

A  new  Constitution  and  Grand  Statutes  were  adopted. 

The  "Rathbone  Sisters"  entertained  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
and  visitors  by  a  "social,"  during  which  they  gave  an  exhibition  drill, 
which  excited  the  admiration  of  all  who  witnessed  it.  At  another  time 
they  exemplified  their  work  before  all  Knights  who  wished  to  join  their 
Order. 

A  resolution  wTas  introduced  in  the  Grand  Lodge  to  instruct  their  Su- 
preme Representatives  to  use  their  best  endeavors  to  secure  from  the  Su- 
preme Lodge  recognition  of  the  Order  of  Rathbone  Sisters.  On  motion,  it 
was  referred  to  the  Supreme  Representatives  with  instructions  to  use  their 
best  judgment  in  advocating  it.  We  comment  on  this  action,  because  in 
almost  every  instance  where  resolutions  of  a  similar  character  in  regard  to 
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this  or  any  other  matter  have  been  introduced  in  an}7  Domain,  they  gener- 
ally meet  with  the  same  fate — "left  to  the  best  judgment  of  the  Supreme 
Representatives."  Just  why  this  action  should  be  taken  we  fail  to  see. 
Representatives  are  sent  by  Grand  Lodges  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  to  express 
in  that  body  the  will  of  the  Grand  Lodge  sending  them.  Their  vote  in  the 
Supreme  Lodge  is  the  vote  of  the  Grand  Lodge  they  happen  to  represent. 
The  will  of  Grand  Lodges  thus  expressed  becomes  Supreme  Law.  How 
can  they  know  the  will  of  their  Grand  Lodge  in  the  absence  of  any  expres- 
sion. We  admit  it  may  possibly  affect  the  personal  popularity  of  a  Repre- 
sentative in  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  consequently  his  advancement,  to 
advocate,  even  at  the  wish  of  his  Grand  Lodge,  views  adverse  to  those 
held  by  some  in  that  Supreme  Body,  but  he  should  do  so  or  resign.  So 
long  as  Grand  Lodges  fail  to  express  their  views  by  a  vote  of  instruction, 
they  but  multiply  the  chances  of  their  views  not  being  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

There  was  no  report  from  the  Committee  on  Correspondence.

It  is  a  source  of  great  gratification  to  your  committee  to  learn 
from  all  quarters  of  the  high  and  growing  appreciation  placed  upon 
this  cause  by  the  rank  and  file  of  the  membership  in  the  Domain. 
It  has  come  to  be  a  part  of  tne  warp  and  woof  of  the  spirit  and  out- 
workings  of  the  same  in  all  of  our  subordinate  lodges.  One  of  the 
verities  for  which  the  guild  stands  in  the  State  is  this  benevolent 
undertaking.  Strike  it  down  and  its  very  heart  would,  as  it  were, 
be  paralyzed.  Every  Pythian  wife  and  child  is  closely  and  tenderly 
associated  with  it  in  thought  and  purpose.  It  is  felt  to  be  as  at  no 
time  in  the  past  a  sacred  fund.  The  strictest  watch  over  it  is  de- 
manded.

results  of  said  examination  are  satisfactory  to  this  committee,  they 
shall,  if  possible,  make  arrangements  for  the  opening  of  a  Pythian 
Ward  in  said  asylum,  at  the  earliest  practicable  day,  in  which  needy 
orphan  children  of  our  deceased  brothers  may  be  placed  for  their 
proper  care  and  education. 

Resolved,  That  no  more  children  shall  be  placed  in  said  asylum  at 
this  time  than  the  interest  upon  the  Orphan  Asylum  Funds  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  will  support  and  educate. 
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Resolved,  That  if  all  arrangements  can  be  made,  the  committee 
above  named  shall  notify  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal, 
who  shall  at  once  correspond  with  all  the  Lodges  in  this  Grand  Do- 
main and  ascertain  if  there  are  any  orphans  of  deceased  members 
that  it  would  be  desirable  to  place  in  said  asylum,  with  a  full  report 
of  the  conditions  and  circumstances  appertaining  to  each  case,  and 
he  shall  as  soon  as  the  information  is  received,  furnish  the  same 
with  full  particulars,  to  this  special  committee,  and  they  shall  then 
decide  how  many  and  what  children  can  be  admitted  to  the  asylum, 
and  promptly  notify  the  lodges  from  which  the  children  are  to  be 
sent. 

Resolved,  That  this  Orphan  Fund  shall  not  bear  any  expense  in 
forwarding  children  to  the  asylum,  but  that  said  expense  shall  be 
borne  by  the  families,  or  the  lodges  from  which  the  children  are  to 
be  forwarded. 

Resolved,  That  the  actual  expenses,  and  nothing  more,  of  this 
special  committee  to  visit  Oxford,  shall  be  paid  from  the  Asylum 
Fund  of  this  Grand  Lodge.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE   ON   STATE   OF  THE   ORDER. 

The  Committee  on  State  of  the  Order,  through  Bro.  H.  H. 
Wilson,  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted : 

Document  No.  16. 

The  Committee  on  State  of  the  Order,  note  with  pleasure  the  con- 
tinued gain  in  membership,  despite  the  unfavorable  conditions  prev- 
alent throughout  the  Supreme  and  Grand  Domains  during  the  past 
year. 

The  order  shows  a  net  increase  of  334  members  and  six  new 
Lodges,  which  we  consider  little  short  of  marvelous  when  the  exist- 
ing conditions  have  been  taken  in  consideration.  We  wish  to  reit- 
erate that  the  committee  have  been  badly  handicapped  in  their 
work  during  the  year  by  the  failure  of  the  District  Deputies  to  fur- 
nish them  with  the  reports  required  by  the  Grand  Statutes. 

We  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  District  Deputies  to  that  part 
of  the  Grand  Statutes  relating  to  their  duties  and  recommend  that 
those  deputies  who  do  not  comply  with  the  provisions  therein  be 
not  allowed  their  expenses  to  the  Grand  Lodge  conventions. 

That  part  of  the  Grand  Chancellor's  report  referring  to  defunct 
lodge  at  Hamlet  is  approved.  It  appears  to  us  that  the  reason  for 
the  suspension  of  this  Lodge  is  due  to  the  fact  that  it  was  organ- 
ized in  a  small  town,  the  membership  being  dependent  to  a  large 
extent  upon  transitory  residents. 

We  would  recommend  that  District  Deputies  be  exceedingly  cau- 
tious in  organizing  new  lodges  at  small  places. 

That  part  of  the  Grand  Chancellor's  report  referring  to  the  Grand 
Lecturer,  meets  with  our  heartiest  approval. 

It  appears  from  the  report  of  the  Grand  Lecturer,  that  he  has 
made  44  official  visits  to  lodges,  including  eight  District  meetings, 
and  we  realize  that  the  most  excellent  condition  of  our  Order  to- 
day is  due  to  a  very  great  extent,  to  the  work  done  by  the  Grand 
Lecturer  and  we  would  recommend  the  continuance  of  this  office. 

That  part  of  the  Grand  Chancellor's  report  referring  to  the  Grand 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  and  the  report  of  this  officer,  meets 
with  our  warmest  commendation.  Believing  that  this  Grand  Do- 
main will  reap  much  benefit  from  the  attendance  of  our  Grand 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  at  the  convention  of  the  "Association 
of  the  Grand  Keepers  of  Records  and  Seal"  at  San  Francisco,  we 
would  recommend  tnat  Bro.  Hollowell  be  sent  to  this  meeting  at 
the  expense  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

One  of  the  most  potent  factors  in  the  upbuilding  and  advance- 
ment of  the  cause  of  Pythianism  in  our  Grand  Domain  is  the  Caro- 
lina Pythian,  and  we  do  most  heartily  approve  what  our  Grand 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  says  about  this  excellent  publication, 
and  would  recommend  each  Grand  Representative  make  a  special 
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effort  to  have  this  paper  placed  in  the  hands  of  every  subordinate 
lodge  member,  either  by  subscribing  in  bulk  as  a  lodge,  or  by  indi- 
vidual subscriptions. 

We  would  urge  upon  each  subordinate  lodge  the  absolute  neces- 
sity of  having  the  lodge  property  insured  in  some  good  company 
for  their  protection  in  case  of  loss  by  fire. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  Grand  Chancellor  appoint  the 
Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  a  special  committee  to  confer 
with  other  fraternal  orders  in  the  State,  with  a  view  to  obtaining 
as  low  rates  from  the  transportation  companies  as  are  given  other 
conventions. 

That  part  of  the  Grand  Chancellor's  report  referring  to  District 
Meetings  is  approved,  and  we  would  earnestly  recommend  their  con- 
tinuance. 

That  part  of  the  Supreme  Representative's  report  referring  to  the 
status  of  the  Endowment  Rank,  is  hereby  approved. 

We  feel  that  we  are  only  doing  this  excellent  branch  of  the  Order 
justice  when  we  commend  it  to  the  membership  at  large  as  a  safe 
medium  for  the  protection  of  their  loved  ones.

GRAND    CHANCELLOR'S    REPORT. 


Asheville,  N.  C,  April  10,  1902. 
To  the  Officers   and   Members   of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Knights  of 

Pythias  of  North  Carolina: 

Greeting: — In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Order,  I 
submit  herewith  an  official  report  of  my  acts  as  Grand  Chancellor 
for  the  Pythian  year,  ending  March  31,  1902. 

At  the  close  of  the  Greensboro  convention,  when  I  assumed  the 
duties  of  the  executive  office  of  our  Order,  it  was  my  purpose  and 
would  have  been  my  pleasure  to  give  to  the  work  all  possible  per- 
sonal attention,  and  during  my  term  to  visit  personally  every  por- 
tion of  the  Grand  Domain.  I  realized  the  magnitude  of  the  work 
and  its  devolving  responsibilities,  but  was  willing  and  glad  to  un- 
dertake it.  During  the  previous  year  I  had  done  a  great  deal  to 
equip  myself  for  the  work  by  visiting  many  of  the  dictricts  in  com- 
pany with  your  then  Grand  Chancellor,  Pro.  Montcastle.  I  there- 
fore entered  upon  the  work  with  some  confidence. 

Put  I  was  not  destined  to  have  the  opportunity  of  visiting  the 
lodges  or  districts,  or  devote  to  the  work  the  time  I  had  intended 
giving  it.  Pusiness  interests  elsewhere  demanded  a  change  of 
residence  on  my  part,  and  in  August  I  removed  to  Cleveland,  Ohio. 
This  was  as  unexpected  as  it  was  sudden,  and  was  not  in  contem- 
plation when  I  accepted  the  office  of  Grand  Chancellor. 

As  soon  as  I  had  determined  on  this  step,  I  entered  into  corre- 
spondence with  G.  V.  C,  J.  L.  Scott,  Jr.,  as  a  result  of  which  we  met 
in  Charlotte  in  July  and  discussed  the  situation  with  Supreme  Rep- 
resentative T.  S.  Franklin.  I  was  willing  to  resign,  but  Pro.  Scott 
was  not  then  ready  to  take  up  the  work.  It  was  finally  agreed  be- 
tween us  that  possibly  the  best  solution  of  the  problem  would  be 
for  me  to  continue  as  Grand  Chancellor  and  conduct  the  affairs  of 
the  office  from  Ohio  with  the  assistance  of  Grand  Lecturer  Jordan. 
That  course  was  adopted,  and  brothers  I  do  assure  you  that  no  Grand 
Chancellor  or  other  officer  ever  had  a  more  loyal  or  efficient  deputy. 
Pro.  Jordan  has  labored  with  his  heart,  his  head  and  his  hands  for 
Pythianism  and  it  is  in  the  main  due  to  his  untiring  energy  and 
unceasing  efforts  that  notwithstanding  the  trying  times  through 
which  we  have  passed,  we  are  yet  able  to  make  a  report  showing 
progress  all  along  the  line. 

Among  my  first  official  acts  was  redisricting  of  the  Domain  in. 
accordance  with  your  instructions  at  last  Grand  Lodge  meeting.

They  had  no  insurance,  and  witn  eleven  candidates  waiting  to  be 
initiated  it  was  indeed  a  hard  blow.

JUDICIARY  COMMITTEE. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Judiciary  Committee  has  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

Wilmington,  N.  C,  April  10,  1902. 
To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias 

of  the  Domain  of  North  Carolina: 

Brethren: — Your  Judiciary  Committee  has  been  called  upon 
during  the  past  year  to  render  rulings  on  three  important  points. 
These  rulings  seem  to  have  been  satisfactory  and  accepted  by  the 
Lodges  interested. 

We  have  also  examined,  revised  and  approved  nineteen  sets  of 
By-Laws  and  Amendments.  This  has  entailed  considerable  more 
labor  than  figures  would  indicate.  It  is  not  unusual  for  us  to  practi- 
cally rewrite  a  set  of  By-Laws,  as  it  is  a  pleasure  for  us  to  do  so 
rather  than  return  them  to  the  Lodge  disapproved. 

We  find  it  again  necessary  to  call  the  Lodges'  attention  to  the 
fact  that  they  should  send  these  By-Laws  and  Amendments  direct 
to  the  Chairman  of  the  Juaiciary  Committee,  and  not  to  the  Grand 
Chancellor,  or  to  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  or  to  the 
Grand  Tribunal. 

We  have  noted  with  much  interest  the  tendency  on  the  part  of 
the  Lodges  to  materially  reduce  the  amount,  or  entirely  eliminate 
compulsory  benefits.     We  think  this  a  very  healthy  line  to  be  pur-

sued  by  all  subordinate  Lodges.     Our  labor  in  securing  the  proper 
By-Laws  has  been  one  of  interest  and  love.

GRAND    LECTURER. 

As  per  your  instructions  to  continue  the  appointment  of  the 
Grand  Lecturer,  I  asked  Bro.  J.  Robert  Jordan  to  again  fill  this 
position.  His  official  report  follows: 

Asheville,   N.   C,  April   1,   1902. 
L.  P.  McLoud,  Grand  Chancellor  Knights  of  Pythias: 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a  condensed 
report  of  my  acts  as  your  Grand  Lecturer  and  special  Deputy  Grand 
Chancellor,  for  the  past  term.  A  full  and  complete  report  of  each 
visit  made,  and  of  the  work  done  upon  each  occasion  is  already  in 
your  hands. 

I  have  made  forty-four  official  visits,  including  eight  district  meet- 
ings, and  upon  each  occasion  held  a  school  of  instruction  in  the 
secret  work,  spoke  to  the  Lodges  on  the  laws  of  the  Order,  gave 
them  the  necessary  information  so  far  as  possible  on  all  subjects 
appertaining  to  Pythianism,  and  called  their  attention  to  our  duties 
and  obligations  as  Pythians.  To  make  these  visits,  I  have,  traveled 
over  four  thousand  miles,  and  reached  all  sections  of  our  Domain. 

During  these  visits  I  have  collected  from  several  Lodges  sums 
due  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  forwarded  same  to  G.  K.  of  R.  &  S., 
W.  T.  Hollowell.  I  have  also  secured  subscriptions  to  the  Caro- 
lina Pythian  at  every  opportunity,  and  turned  the  same  over  to  Edi- 
tor J.  G.  Baird. 

With  one  exception,  I  have  attended  each  district  meeting,  and 
have  assisted  in  any  way  that  I  could.  I  was  unable  to  attend  the 
district  meeting  at  Red  Springs,  because  the  date  of  said  meeting 
conflicted  with  the  date  of  another  meeting.  I  have  been  as  eco- 
nomical as  possible  in  the  use  of  funds  drawn  for  travelling  ex- 
penses. Itemized  statements  of  these  accounts  have  been  fur- 
nished you  from  time  to  time. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  speak  again  of  my  hobby  of  memorizing 
the  ritual.  I  have  urged  this  upon  our  membership  at  every  op- 
portunity. I  firmly  believe  in  it.  The  beauties  of  our  ritual  cannot 
be  fully  brought  out,  nor  the  lessons  properly  conveyed  to  a  candi- 
date, unless  the  officers  themselves  are  thoroughly  conversant  with 
the  ritual.  This  I  have  found  is  seldom  the  case,  unless  the  work 
has  been  memorized.  The  progress  made  by  the  Lodges  in  our  Do- 
main in  this  direction  is  very  gratifying  indeed. 

I  have  also,  at  all  times,  endeavored  to  emphasize  the  social  and 
fraternal  side  of  Pythianism.     I  wish  that  every  lodge  in  our  Domain 
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would  make  it  a  point  to  celebrate  every  anniversary  day,  and 
upon  all  occasions  possible,  bring  into  prominence  the  social  side  of 
our  order.  I  believe  there  is  more  in  our  order  than  simply  collect- 
ing dues  and  dispensing  sick  benefits. 

And  now.  Grand  Chancellor,  allow  me  to  express  to  you  my  sin- 
cere thanks  for  your  many  kindnesses  and  the  confidence  you  have 
reposed  in  me.  The  warm  greeting  and  welcome  which  has  always 
been  accorded  to  me  throughout  the  entire  domain,  shall  ever  be 
remembered.

GRAND   TRIBUNAL. 

The  Grand  Tribunal  has  submitted  the  following  report: 
The  following  is  the  only  question  which  came  before  the  Grand 
Tribunal  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1902: 

In  the  matter  of  Guilford  Lodge  No.  69,  vs.  J.  E.  DeLorme.  April 
15,  1902. 

This  is  a  case  where  the  said  J.  E.  DeLorme.  a  bar-tender,  joined 
the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  in  Blue  Ridge  Lodge  No.  24,  at 
Greenville,  S.  C.,  in  January,  1890,  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  law 
prohibiting  "bar-tenders"  from  becoming  members  of  the  Order.  He 
afterwards  moved  to  the  town  of  Greensboro,  N.  C,  and  engaged 
in  the  same  business  of  "hotel  bar-tender,"  and  it  was  while  he  was 
engaged  in  this  business  of  "hotel  bar-tender"  at  Greensboro,  that 
he  presented  or  deposited  his  card  with  Guilford  Lodge  No.  69,  or  at 
least  the  record  in  our  possession  shows  that  at  the  time  he  made 
his  application  to  Guilford  Lodge  No.  69,  that  his  occupation  was 
that  of  a  "hotel  bar-tender,"  and  upon  this  record  we  rendered  the 
following  opinion,  which  was  written  by  the  Chief  Tribune,  and 
concurred  in  by  the  other  members  of  the  Grand  Tribunal: 

"It  is  my  opinion  that  he  would  not  be  subject  to  discipline  so 
long  as  he  held  his  membership  in  the  Lodge  where  he  first  be- 
came a  member  (in  Blue  Ridge  Lodge  No.  24,  at  Greenville),  be- 
cause at  that  time.  January  1890,  there  was  no  law  of  the  order  pro- 
hibiting "bar-tenders"  from  becoming  members  of  the  Order,  and 
the  subsequent  statute  of  September  8,  1894,  could  not  have  a  retro- 
acdve  energy.  And  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  he  is  exempt  from 
the  operation  of  the  Law  now,  but  when  he  takes  a  withdrawal  or 
transfer  card,  he  cannot,  wnile  in  the  business  of  a  "hotel  bar-ten- 
der," lawfully  deposit  same  in  any  Lodge  of  the  Order.  There  is 
absolutely  no  doubt  about  the  fact  that  Guilford  Lodge  had  no  right 
to  receive  DeLorme  on  his  card,  in  the  face  of  his  answer  to  the 
question  of  what  his  occupation  was.     I  think  he  is  clearly  amena- 
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ble  to  the  law  of  the  Order,  under  the  present  circumstances  of  the 

case."

ENDOWMENT   RANK. 

The  fiery  ordeal  which  the  Endowment  Rank  passed  through  last 
summer  and  fall,  is  well  known  to  you  all.  As  soon  as  we  became 
acquainted  with  the  facts,  we  brought  every  influence  to  bear  and 
exerted  all  possible  energy  to  convey  these  facts  to  the  Lodges  and 
Brothers  interested,  to  the  end  that  the  Endowment  Rank  might 
enjoy  the  fullest  confidence  of  our  membership.  That  we  were  suc- 
cessful is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  although  our  loss  in  this  Do- 
main was  very  heavy,  it  was  not  nearly  so  heavy  as  expected,  and 
prophesied  by  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  the  Chicago 
meeting.  It  will  be  noted  that  about  one-third  of  our  entire  mem- 
bership carry  insurance  in  the  Endowment  Rank,  which  is  a  larger 
percentage  of  membership  than  is  carried  by  any  other  Grand  Do- 
main with  only  four  exceptions.  Our  net  loss  for  the  year  is  only 
forty-seven.  For  full  particulars  regarding  the  Endowment  Rank, 
see  report  of  Supreme  Representatives,  which  will  appear  in  the 
Grand  Lodge  Record.  I  herewith  append  statement  of  Endow- 
ment Rank  in  this  Domain.

I  have  personally  urged  its  claims 
upon  the  membership  at  every  opportunity  and  shall  continue  to  do 
so.  Every  member  in  this  Domain  should  take  the  Carolina  Pyth- 
ian, and  we  should  encourage  it  all  that  we  possibly  can.  I  heart- 
ily recommend  that  the  appropriation  be  continued. 

CHARLESTON  ANNIVERSARY  MEETING.

tives Hughes  and  Sims,  of  South  Carolina.

PYTHIAN  JUBILEE  AT  CHICAGO. 

On  March  20th  it  was  my  privilege  to  attend  the  Pythian  Jubilee 
in  Chicago,  and  it  was  an  occasion  I  shall  never  forget.  I  wish 
every  member  of  the  order  in  the  Grand  Domain  of  North  Carolina 
could  have  witnessed  this  gathering  and  the  splendid  work  of  the 
contesting  teams  in  conferring  the  rank  of  Knight.  But  if  every 
member  of  our  order  in  North  Carolina  were  gathered  together  in 
one  great  meeting  it  would  still  be  less  than  one-third  the  size  of 
the  meeting  in  Chicago.  The  crowd  was  estimated  at  from  17,000 
to  20,000  Knights,  and  it  was  an  inspiring  sight  I  can  assure  you. 
The  rank  work,  the  military  movements  and  the  costuming  of  the 
teams  during  the  initiation  ceremonies  were  superb.  The  parapher- 
nalia and  costumes  and  the  work  of  the  Iola  team  of  Dayton,  Ohio, 
composed  of  about  sixty-five  well  drilled  Knights,  were  particu- 
larly magnificent  and  impressive.  It  was  undoubtedly  the  greatest 
fraternal  gathering  ever  seen  anywhere  and  truly  an  inspiring  sight. 

REUNION    OF   GRAND    KEEPERS   OF    RECORDS   AND   SEAL   AT 
SAN    FRANCISCO,   AUGUST   NEXT. 

During  the  visit  to  Chicago  above  referred  to,  I  had  the  pleasure 
of  meeting  Bro.  F.  E.  Wheaton,  of  Minnesota,  who  is  president  of 
the  G.  K.  of  R.  &  S.  Association.  This  association  met  in  Detroit  in 
August,  1900,  and  will  hold  another  meeting  in  San  Francisco  in 
August.  Bro.  Wheaton  inquired  particularly  about  our  Bro.  Hollo- 
well,  and  stated  that  Bro.  Hollowed  proved  himself  one  of  the  most 
useful  members  of  the  meeting  at  Detroit,  and  further  expressed  the 
earnest  wish  that  he  might  attend  the  San  Francisco  meeting. 

Feeling  that  such  meeting  will  be  of  great  benefit  to  our  own  and 
other  domains  and  realizing  the  importance  of  the  work  to  be  done, 
I  therefore  recommend  that  Bro.  Hollowed  be  sent  to  this  meeting 
and  that  $150  be  appropriated  for  tlie  purpose  of  covering  his  expenses 
on  such  trip. 
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SUPREME     LODGE    AT    SAN     FRANCISCO. 

There  is  little  need  for  me  to  do  more  than  call  to  your  attention 
the  fact  that  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  our  Order  the  Su- 
preme Lodge  goes  to  the  Pacific  coast  this  year.  San  Francisco  is 
the  place  and  August  12th  the  date.  Great  preparations  are  being 
made  for  the  accommodation  and  entertainment  of  the  Pythian  hosts 
who  will  gather  there  and  a  tremendous  crowd  is  expected. 

Every  Knight  who  can  do  so  should  attend  and  take  advantage  ol 
this  opportunity  to  cross  the  continent.  You  can  count  with  cer- 
tainty on  a  good  time  for  the  Pythians  will  own  San  Francisco. 

VACANCIES. 

Because  of  the  contingency  that  arose  during  my  term  of  office  it 
came  to  our  notice  that  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the 
Grand  Chancellor's  and  Grand  Vice  Chancellor's  offices  there  is  no 
way  to  fill  same  except  by  calling  the  Grand  Lodge  together  in  spe- 
cial session  at  great  expense  to  the  Order.  I  therefore  recommend 
that  you  enact  such  law  or  laws  as  will  provide  for  the  filling  of 
the  above  offices  in  case  of  vacancies,  without  resorting  to  this 
extraordinary  means. 

DISTRICT    MEETINGS. 

According  to  your  directions,  I  have  endeavored  to  hold  a  dis- 
trict meeting  in  every  district  in  the  Grand  Domain,  but  for  rea- 
sons over  which  I  had  no  control,  I  was  unable  to  hold  such  meeting 
in  the  Sixth  District.  Arrangements  were  made  to  hold  said  meet- 
ing with  the  brothers  of  Wadesboro  Lodge  No.  75,  but  at  the  last 
moment  the  meeting  was  called  off  by  wire  by  committee  of  Wades- 
boro Lodge. 

October  15,  1901,  District  No.  1,  at  Wilmington,  with  Clarendon 
Lodge,  Dr.  James  G.  Nutt,  District  Deputy  Grand  Chancellor.  There 
were  present  large  delegations  from  each  Lodge  in  the  district, 
an  excellent  program  was  carried  out,  including  an  address  by  Col. 
Walker  Taylor  and  school  of  instruction  by  Grand  Lecturer  J.  Rob- 
ert Jordan. 

December  3,  1901.  District  No.  9,  at  Marion,  with  Mt.  Ida  Lodge 
No.  58,  A.  A.  Whitener  District  Deputy  Grand  Chancellor.  Every 
Lodge  in  the  District  was  represented  with  but  two  exceptions;  at- 
tendance one  hundred  and  twenty-five.  Address  of  Welcome  by 
W.  F.  Wood.  Response  by  District  Deputy  Grand  Chancellor  A.  A. 
Whitener  and  G.  M.  of  E.  Jno.  C.  Mills,  followed  by  short  addresses 
by  about  a  dozen  brothers  from  different  parts  of  the  district.  The 
Rank  of  Knight  was  conferred  on  a  candidate  by  a  team  from  Burke 
Lodge  No.  64,  and  Catawba  Lodge  No.  54.  After  which,  adjourn- 
ment  was    taken    to    banquet    hall    where    an    elegant    repast    was 
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served  by  the  ladies  of  the  city.     A  number  of  excellent  toasts  were 
responded  to. 

January  9,  1902,  High  Point,  District  No.  7,  J.  M.  Boyelte  District 
Deputy  Grand  Chancellor.     The  following  is  his  report: 

District  meeting  of  the  Seventh  District  was  called  to  order  at  8 
o'clock  by  Brother  Armfield,  C.  C,  of  High  Point  Lodge  No.  39,  and 
opened  in  due  form.  J.  M.  Boyette,  D.  D.  G.  C,  was  called  to  the 
chair,  and  roll  call  showed  the  following  Lodges  present: 

Salisbury,  No.  24;  Albemarle  Lodge,  No.  112;  Spencer,  No.  124; 
High  Point,  No.  39;  Star,  No.  115;  Worthville,  No.  101;  Lexington, 
No.  71.  The  following  Lodges  were  not  represented:  Rowan,  No. 
100;  Asheboro,  No.  45;  China  Grove,  No.  102:  Norwood,  No.  81.  Ad- 
dress of  Welcome  by  Brother  J.  M.  Wilbur,  response  by  Grand 
Vice  Chancellor  J.  L.  Scott,  Jr.  "How  to  get  members  out  and  to 
have  interest  in  meetings,  discussed  by  the  Past  Chancellors  pres- 
ent. "How  to  Collect  Dues,"  discussed  by  the  Masters  of  Finance. 
"Why  am  I  a  Pythian?"  led  by  District  Deputy  W.  M.  Lyles,  and 
joined  in  by  others  present.  Grand  Lecturer  J.  Robert  Jordan  was 
called  to  the  chair  and  exempli  tied  the  secret  work,  and  made  a 
most  instructive  and  interesting  address.  The  meeting  adjourned 
to  the  dining  hall  of  the  Herald  Hotel,  and  enjoyed  an  excellent 
banquet  prepared  for  them  by  the  brothers  of  High  Point  Lodge.

No.  31,  Charles  E.  McLean  District  Deputy  Grand  Chancellor. 
Every  Lodge  in  the  district  was  represented,  except  Excelsior  Lodge 
No.  72,  Louisburg.  Attendance  about  one  hundred  and  fifty.  Ad- 
dress of  welcome  by  Bro.  J.  D.  Pridgen.  Responses  by  Grand 
Vice  Chancellor  J.  L.  Scott,  Jr.,  and  District  Deputy  Charles  E.  Mc- 
Lean. A  number  of  excellent  addresses  on  Pythian  subjects  were 
made  by  different  prominent  members  of  the  District  and  secret 
work  exemplified  by  Grand  Lecturer  J.  Robert  Jordan.  At  11  o'clock 
adjournment  was  taken  to  the  spacious  dining  room  of  Durham 
Lodge's  beautiful  Castle  Hall,  and  there  was  served  a  most  excel- 
lent banquet  in  courses  under  the  directions  of  a  committee  of  Dur- 
ham Lodge.  Past  Chancellor  Jas.  H.  Southgate  acted  as  toast  mas- 
ter and  between  courses  introduced  those  who  responded  to  the 
toasts  proposed.

The  following  is  the  report  re- 
ceived : 

One  of  the  largest  and  most  enthusiastic  Pythian  District  meet- 
ings ever  held  in  North  Carolina  was  called  to  order  on  the  night 
ap  a — 2 
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■of  January  23d,  at  7:30  o'clock,  by  Mr.  J.  G.  Fowler,  Chancellor 
Commander  of  Greensboro  Lodge  No.  80.  With  three  exceptions 
■-every  Lodge  in  the  District  was  represented.  From  Winston-Salem 
there  was  a  delegation  of  sixty-one.  Of  course,  no  other  place 
was  so  largely  represented,  but  nearly  all  the  lodges  in  the  Eighth 
District  had  one  or  more  representatives  and  the  attendance  was 
generally  very  large. 

After  the  usual  opening  exercises  had  been  held,  Mr.  Fowler 
turned  the  meeting  over  to  Acting  Grand  Chancellor  T.  S.  Franklin, 
of  Charlotte. 

Mr.  Chalmer  C.  McLean,  of  Greensboro  Lodge  No.  80,  delivered 
the  address  of  welcome.  It  was  brief,  but  couched  in  well  chosen 
words  and  gracefully  made.  He  extended  a  cordial  welcome  to  all 
the  visiting  Knights  and  invited  them  to  feel  perfectly  at  home 
during  their  stay  in  the  city.

Lodge  No.  93,  E.  W.  Smith  District  Deputy  Grand  Chancellor.  The 
following  is  his  report: 

The  Second  District  meeting  was  held  in  Greenville  on  the  29th 
of  January,  1902.  It  was  entertained  by  the  Tar  River  Lodge,  No. 
93.     The  following  Lodges  were  represented: 

Ruffln,  No.  6:  Welcome,  No.  40:  Kinston,  No.  66:  Pamlico,  No. 
73:  Rocky  Mount,  No.  84;  Contentnea,  No.  87:  Tar  River,  No.  93; 
and  Neuse,  No.  125. 

Elizabeth  City,  No.  122,  and  Bethania,  No.  8,  were  not  represented, 
and  Fremont  and  Plymouth  had  not  been  organized  or  instituted  at 
that  time.  The  attendance  was  one  hundred  and  forty;  would  have 
been  two  hundred  but  for  bad  weather  and  smallpox,  which  later' 
affected  Wilson  Lodge  particularly.  It  was  successful  in  a  degree, 
very  enjoyable  and  profitable.  A  banquet  was  tendered  after  the 
adjournment  of  the  meeting,  and  was  graced  by  the  ladies  of  the 
city.     Toasts  were  all  appropriate,  and  the  responses  elegant.     The 
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speeches  in  Lodge  room  and  school  of  instruction  excellent.     For  a 
fuller  account  see  the  Carolina  Pythian  of  February.

The  Lodges  represented  in  District  meeting  at  Red  Springs  on 
the  28th  of  January  were:  Red  Springs,  No.  91;  Lumberton,  No. 
35;  Rowland,  No.  55;  Scotland,  No.  27;  Cumberland,  No.  5.  Had  it 
not  been  for  the  terribly  disagreeable  night,  Maxton  No.  33,  and 
Raeford  No.  107,  would  also  have  turned  out  a  good  crowd.  The 
weather  was  very  much  against  us,  but  we  had  a  very  interesting 
and  profitable  meeting  just  the  same.  We  were  glad  to  have  with 
us  Past  Chancellor  W.  W.  Willson,  from  Raleigh.  Brother  Jones, 
of  Red  Springs,  immediately  after  the  Lodge  was  opened,  delivered 
the  welcome  address,  to  which  I  had  the  pleasure  to  respond.  By 
request,  Bro.  W.  W.  Willson  exemplified  the  unwritten  work  for  me, 
after  which  I  delivered  a  short  address  on  the  three  ranks  and 
opened  a  school  of  instruction,  at  which  a  great  many  hard  questions 
were  asked  and  answers  attempted.  The  Lodge  business  being 
over,  we  were  invited  to  the  Hotel  Townsend,  where  the  good  ladies 
of  Red  Springs  had  prepared  a  very  tempting  repast,  which  was 
very  much  enjoyed  by  all  present.  Of  course  we  had  to  have  some 
toasts.  Bro.  W.  W.  Willson,  of  Raleigh,  responded  to  "Aim  and 
Object  of  Pythianism;"  Bro.  Wishart,  of  Lumberton,  "Our 
Women;"  Bro.  McLoud,  "The  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias,"  and  I 
had  the  honor  of  speaking  to  the  toast,  "The  Grand  Lodge  of  North 
Carolina."

February  21,  1902,  Tenth  District,  at  Asheville,  with  Pisgah  Lodge 
No.  32,  and  Asheville  Lodge  No.  10(3,  Dr.  F.  T.  Meriwether  District 
Deputy  Grand  Chancellor.     The  following  is  the  report  sent  in: 

The  Knights  of  Pythias  Convention  for  the  Tenth  District  was 
held  at  Casde  Hall,  and  despite  the  bad  weather  and  the  attrac- 
tion at  the  opera  house,  was  largely  attended.  Almost  250  persons, 
many  of  whom  were  ladies,  assembled  in  Castle  Hall  at  9  o'clock, 
after  the  secret  meeting  closed.  This  secret  convention  was  held 
under  the  regular  convention  of  Asheville  Lodge,  which  was  called 
to  order  by  Chancellor  Commander  Otis  L.  Green,  and  by  him  turned 
over  to  Special  Deputy  Grand  Chancellor  Dan.  F.  Summey,  after 
the  Lodge  business  had  been  transacted. 

The  District  Convention  was  a  most  pleasant  one.  Remarks  were 
made  by  the  visiting  brothers  on  the  condition  of  their  lodges,  which 
were  all  reported  in  good  shape. 

The  public  program  was  short,  but  very  pleasing.     Chas.  A.  Webb, 
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Supreme  Representative,  delivered  an  address  of  welcome  which, 
by  invitation  of  the  presiding  officer,  was  responded  to  by  Dr.  Earl 
Grady,  of  Tryon. 

Miss  Cribbs,  teacher  of  elocution  at  the  Asheville  Seminary,  gave 
a  recitation,  the  grace  and  vivid  expression  of  which  charmed  all. 

Dan.  F.  Summey  sang  two  songs  and  the  audience  wished  him  to 
continue. 

J.  Robert  Jordan,  the  Grand  Lecturer  for  the  State,  gave  an  ex- 
tremely clever  monologue.  His  remarks  were  mainly  about  Tate 
Springs  and  while  scarcely  flattering,   were  certainly  amusing. 

Accompanied  by  F.  Flaxington  Harker,  Mrs.  O.  C.  Hamilton  sang 
with  admirable  effect  two  songs. 

At  the  conclusion  of  this  program,  refreshments  were  served  in 
the  lodge  room  'by  the  committee. 

Representatives  from  Columbus,  Waynesville  and  Tryon  were 
present.  The  Hendersonville  delegation  failed  to  arrive  because 
the  train  was  late. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  above  reports  that  out  of  the  eighty- 
six  lodges  in  the  territory  of  these  districts,  sixty-seven  were  rep- 
resented at  the  District  meetings.  Also  a  very  large  percentage 
of  the  entire  membership  of  said  districts  were  in  attendance.  1 
heartily  approve  of  these  meetings,  and  urge  that  they  be  continued. 

STATE   OF  THE   ORDER. 

The  trying  circumstances  through  which  a  part  of  our  order  has 
passed  during  this  term,  led  many  to  prophesy  that  we  would  do  well 
if  we  held  our  own  in  membership.  In  view  of  this,  it  is  indeed 
gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  a  good  gain  in  membership,  also  in 
new  Lodges. 

Our  order  was  never  in  better  condition,  and  never  enjoyed 
brighter  prospects  for  the  future  than  it  does  now. 

Noting  that  the  reports  of  the  lodge  deputies  often  did  not  agree 
as  to  membership,  with  the  reports  made  by  the  Keepers  of  Records 
and  Seal  to  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  and  that  these 
errors  caused  an  error  in  the  listing  of  membership  in  last  report, 
and  in  previous  reports,  I  Lave  had  all  reports,  so  far  as  possible, 
verified  by  the  District  Deputy  in  charge  of  each  District  and  by 
Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  W.  T.  Hollowell.  The  follow- 
ing table  shows  a  corrected  list  of  membership  a^  the  dates  named: 

Membership   March   31,   1901 4,949 

Membership  June  30,   1901 5,089 

Membership  December  31,   1901 5,036 

Membership   March   31,   1902 5,190 

Making  a  net  gain  of 241 
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From  July  1,  1901,  to  December  31,  1901 — six  months — there  were 
99  withdrawals  and  228  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues, 
(deaths  21,  expelled  5),  which  is  the  greatest  loss  our  Domain  has 
ever  suffered  in  a  like  period.  The  loss  is  largely  attributable  to 
those  brothers  who  dropped  their  insurance  in  the  Endowment 
Rank  during  this  critical  period  and  withdrew  from  the  order,  and 
to  those  who  did  not  take  the  trouble  to  withdraw,  but  allowed 
themselves  to  be  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  later.  During 
this  period  the  lodges  were  nearly  all  active,  and  we  added  three 
hundred  to  our  membership.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  net  gain  in 
membership  to  date  is  241.  The  Lodges  are  nearly  all  active 
and  receiving  new  members  so  that  the  end  of  the  term  will  show  a 
very  satisfactory  increase  in  membership.  In  order  that  you  may 
have  a  record  of  the  entire  term's  work,  and  to  avoid  using  space 
for  two  lists  of  lodges,  I  will  make  a  supplementary  report  at  the 
end  of  my  term,  May  31,  1902,  giving  the  Lodges  and  membership  in 
each  at  that  date. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1.  That  you  grant  a  charter  without  cost  to  Albemarle  Lodge  No. 
112,  whose  charter  was  destroyed  by  fire. 

2.  That  the  office  of  Grand  Lecturer  be  continued. 

3.  That  the  fund  known  as  Orphans  Fund  be  judiciously  invested. 

4.  That  the  appropriation  to  the  Carolina  Pythian  be  continued. 

5.  That  you  appropriate  $150.00,  or  such  sum  as  will  be  necessary 
to  cover  the  expenses  of  Bro.  W.  T.  Hollowell's  attendance  upon  the 
meeting  of  the  Grand  Keepers  of  Records  and  Seals  at  San  Fran- 
cisco August  next. 

6.  That  you  so  amend  our  laws  that  in  case  a  vacancy  occurs  in 
the  offices  of  Grand  Chancellor  and  Grand  Vice  Chancellor,  said 
offices  may  be  filled  without  calling  a  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

7.  That  the  District  Meetings   be  continued. 

IN   CONCLUSION. 

There  is  not  much  to  add.  The  work  of  our  order  has  gone 
grandly  on.  The  obstacles  in  her  path  of  progress  have  been 
bravely  overcome.  The  Endowment  Rank  was  found  to  be  work- 
ing on  a  wrong  basis.  That  wrong  has  been  righted  and  the  pro- 
tection of  the  insurance  is  more  solid  than  ever  before.  The  prin- 
ciples of  a  noble  order  that  would  be  a  help  to  all,  a  hindrance  to 
none,  that  rejoices  in  doing  good  and  wrongs  no  one — these  princi- 
ples have  been  courageously  and   positively  vindicated. 

The  record  of  the  year  is  before  you.  It  was  a  pleasure  to  serve 
you,  to  feel  that  you  had  entrusted  so  much  to  me.  It  would  have 
been   a  greater  pleasure  to  have  visited  you  personally  and  have 
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known  the  contact  with  you,  to  have  greeted  you  in  your  homes 
and  to  have  received  there  your  own  greeting  and  welcome.  I 
greatly  regret  that  this  privilege  has  been  denied  me  and  circum- 
stances forced  me  to  delegate  the  pleasure  to  others.  I  am  grate- 
ful to  these  others  and  particularly  grateful  to  Grand  Lecturer  Jor- 
dan and  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  Hollowell  for  work  done 
during  the  year. 

I  shall  soon  relinquish  the  gavel  to  my  successor.  The  sum  of 
the  progress  that  our  order  will  make  under  his  administration  will 
be  measured  by  the  assistance  you  give  him,  the  zeal  and  ardor  that 
you  yourselves  display.  Certainly  the  principles  of  our  order,  the 
worthiness  of  our  cause,  and  above  all  the  good  that  we  may  do, 
can  and  will  command  your  heartiest  co-operation.  Do  not  measure 
the  value  of  our  order  by  what  it  can  do  for  you,  but  rather  by  the 
amount  of  good  it  enables  you  to  do  for  others. 

"No  stream  from  its  source 
Flows  seaward,  how  lonely  soever  its  course, 
But  what  some  land  is  gladdened.     No  star  ever  rose 
And  set  without  influence  somewhere.     Who  knows 
What  earth  needs  from  earth's  lowest  creature?     No  life

The  following  Lodges  have  been  instituted  since  the  last  Conven- 
tion of  the  Grand  Lodge: 

Neuse,  No.  125,  at  Smithfleld,  with  11  members;  Ellenboro,  No. 
126,  at  Ellenboro,  with  17  members;  Lattimore,  No.  127,  at  Latti- 
more,  with  17  members;  Fremont,  No.  128,  at  Fremont,  with  15 
members,  and  Roanoke  No.  129,  at  Plymouth,  with  13  members. 

DEFUNCT   LODGES. 

Phalanx  No.  34,  was  consolidated  with  Center  No.  3,  on  July  18,. 
1901;  Hamlet,  No.  113,  having  failed  to  comply  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  charter  was  arrested  and 
the  Lodge  declared  defunct  on  the  15th  of  March,  1902.  This 
Lodge  has  had  a  struggle  for  existence  since  it  was  instituted,  being 
composed  largely  of  railroad  men  who  were  constantly  changing 
their  residence,  and  it  was  a  wise  move  on  the  part  of  the  Grand 
Chancellor  to  take  the  action  he  did.  They  were  burned  out  some 
months  prior  to  the  forfeiture  of  their  charter. 

REPORTS  OF  SUBORDINATE  LODGES. 

Reports  have  been  received  and  tax  paid  by  all  the  subordinate 
lodges  except  Aberdeen  No.  60,  and  Pineville  No.  89,  and  these  for 
the  term  ending  December  31,  1901,  only.

In  accordance  with  legislation  at  the  last  Convention  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  charters  have  been  issued  to  the  following"  Lodges:

120;  Clarkton,  No.  121;  Elizabeth  City,  No.  122;  Sanford,  No.  123; 
and  Spencer,  No.  124.

The  Per  Capita  Tax  due  Supreme  Lodge  October  1,  1901,  and 
April  1,  1902,  amounting  to  $394.48,  was  forwarded  to  the  Supreme 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  and  I  hold  his  receipts  for  same. 

PARAPHERNALIA. 

We  have  on  hand  in  the  office  of  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records 
and  Seal,  two  outfits,  the  property  of  defunct  lodges.  The  outfit 
for  the  Hamlet  Lodge  was  destroyed  by  fire  some  time  previous  to 
the  time  they  surrendered  their  charter,  which  was  insured  for  $100, 
and  the  amount  turned  over  to  Grand  Lecturer  Jordan  and  he  sent  it 
to  this  office  and  amount  credited  to  the  Lodge  and  turned  over  to 
general  fund  account. 

BALANCES  DUE  BY  LODGES. 

The  amounts  due  by  the  subordinate  lodges  are  all  small  and  some 
of  them  have  been  paid  since  the  ending  of  the  fiscal  year. 

GRAND   LODGE   JOURNAL. 

Seven  hundred  and  fifty  copies  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Journal  were 
printed  and  distributed,  as  required  by  the  Grand  Statutes. 

RAILROAD  RATES. 

The  railroads  have  given  us  the  same  rates  as  given  the  three 
years  previous. 

The  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Odd  Fellows  and  I  have  been  trying 
for  the  past  two  years  to  get  a  concession  from  the  railroads  in 
rates,  but  have  been  unable  to  do  so.  I  think  united  action  on  the 
part  of  the  Fraternal  Orders  and  the  matter  properly  presented  to 
the  railroad  authorities,  would  possibly  bring  the  railroad  people  to 
our  way  of  thinking,  for  surely  those  who  are  working  for  the  up- 
lifting and  the  elevation  of  mankind  are  entitled  to  as  much  con- 
sideration as  base  ball  clubs,  political  conventions  and  other  gath- 
erings, in  which  better  rates  are  given.  We  do  not  ask  for  better 
or  lower  rates  than  others,  but  we  do  expect  to  receive  equally  as 
good  treatment  as  others  who  do  not  add  any  more  to  the  finances 
of  the  railroads  than  we  do.  If  a  committee  was  appointed  from 
the  Grand  Lodge  to  confer  with  a  similar  committee  from  the  other 
Fraternal  Orders  and  let  them  set  forth  their  grievances  and  ask 
the  railroad  authorities  to  place  us  on  the  same  footing  with  others, 
I  believe  it  would  result  in  good,  for  I  cannot  believe  the  said  au- 
thorities would  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  our  appeals.  Why  should  we  not 
have  the  same  rates  as  some  of  our  Sister  Domains,  for  instance  in 
Georgia.  They  have  a  one  fare  rate,  and  possibly  over  some  of  the 
railroad  systems  that  operate  in  our  State.

In  response  to  circular  letters  from  the  Supreme  and  Grand  Chan- 
cellors asking  aid  for  the  families  of  our  brothers  in  Jacksonville, 
Fla.,  who  had  suffered  from  the  great  conflagration  in  that  city, 
the  following  lodges  in  this  Domain  promptly  responded  and  for- 
warded the  amounts  to  this  office,  and  same  was  forwarded  to  Bro.

PYTHIAN  SANITARIUM. 

As  per  instructions  at  the  Convention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  held  at 
Greensboro  in  April,  1901,  the  following  circular  letter  was  sent  to 
the  Subordinate  Lodges  in  this  Domain,  and  the  responses  thereto 
you  will  find  herewith.  The  proposition  having  failed  of  a  majority, 
no  assessment  was  made.  . 
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G-oldsboro,  N.   C,   May  7,   1901. 
Circular  No.  1. 

To  the  Subordinate  Lodges,  in  the  Grand  Domain  of  North  Caro- 
lina: 

Brethren: — At  the  recent  Convention  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  held  in 
Greensboro  April  23-24,  1901,  a  resolution  was  offered  to  levy  a  spe- 
cial per  capita  tax  of  One  Dollar  upon  each  member  in  the  Domain, 
for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  fund  to  build,  equip,  maintain  and  en- 
dow a  Pythian  Sanitarium  at  Hot  Springs,  Arkansas,  which  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Finance  Committee,  with  request  to  report  thereon. 

The  Finance  Committee  presented  the  following  report,  which 
was  unanimously  adopted: 

Your  Committee  on  Finance  to  which  was  referred  resolution  No. 
3,  relative  to  the  erection,  equipment  and  maintenance  of  a  Pythian 
Sanitarium  at  Hot  Springs,  beg  leave  to  offer,  and  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following: 

A  Proposition  to  Assist  in  Establishing  a  Pythian  Sanitarium  at 
Hot  Springs,  Arkansas. 

Whereas,  by  special  act  of  Congress  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment has  given  to  the  Supreme  Lodge,  Knights  of  Pythias,  a  ninety- 
nine  year  lease  on  nearly  five  acres  of  ground  on  the  Government 
Reservation,  in  Hot  Springs,  Arkansas,  immediately  adjoining  the 
United  States  Army  and  Navy  Hospital:   and 

Whereas,  the  Supreme  Lodge,  at  its  recent  convention,  held  in  the 
city  of  Detroit,  adopted  the  proposition  to  establish  such  Pythian 
Sanitarium  and  appointed  a  committee  to  frame  such  rules,  regula- 
tions, statutes,  etc.,  as  may  be  necessary  for  its  government:  and 

Whereas,  the  Supreme  Lodge,  at  said  recent  convention,  has  rec- 
ommended that  each  Grand  Lodge  within  its  Supreme  Domain, 
levy  upon  their  members  a  special  per  capita  tax  of  $1.00  for  the 
purpose  of  creating  a  fund  to  build,  equip,  maintain  and  enaow  said 
Pythian  Sanitarium;   therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  Grand  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias  of  the  Grand 
Domain  of  North  Carolina,  that  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  in 
building,  equipping,  maintaining  and  endowing  said  Pythian  Sani- 
tarium, a  per  capita  tax  of  one  dollar  ($1.00)  be  and  is  hereby  levied 
on  each  member  of  the  Order  in  this  Grand  Domain  who  is  in  good 
standing  in  his  subordinate  lodge.  Said  per  capita  tax  shall  be 
paid  at  the  rate  of  20  cents  per  year,  ten  cents  with  each  semi- 
annual report,  for  a  period  of  five  years;  provided,  however,  that 
the  domains  representing  250,000  members  shall  have  adopted  the 
resolutions  levying  a  per  capita  tax  of  one  dollar  for  said  purpose. 
Provided  further,  that  this  resolution  shall  not  be  or  become  effec- 
tive until  the  same  shall  have  been  submitted  to  and  adopted  by  a 
majority  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  of  this  Domain;  and. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  be  and  he 
ap  b — 3 
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is  hereby  instructed  and  directed  to  forward  a  copy  of  this  reso- 
lution to  the  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  of  each  Subordinate  Lodge 
with  request  that  the  same  be  introduced  in  his  Lodge  for  Immedi- 
ate adoption  or  rejection;  the  action  of  the  Lodges  to  be  reported  to 
the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  not  later  than  July  1,  1901.

Lodge  No.  51,  with  request  that  they  be  presented  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  and  their  protest  entered  against  the  levying  of  this  tax: 

Whereas,  Concord  Lodge  No.  51,  K.  of  P.,  has  been  called  upon 
to  express  its  wishes  in  regard  to  being  taxed  for  the  establishment 
of  a  Sanitarium  at  Hot  Springs,  Ark.,  and  as  this  Lodge  unani- 
mously objects  to  the  proposed  tax,  therefore  be  it  resolved, 

1.  That  we  are  willing  to  pay  a  reasonable  assessment  to  provide 
some  medical  relief  for  indigent,  afflicted  Pythians  in  North  Caro- 
lina, and 

2.  That  we  recommend  to  our  Grand  Lodge  to  consider  the  mat- 
ter of  negotiating  with  some  reliable,  well  equipped  hospital  in 
our  State  for  this  purpose,  and  wise  and  proper  plans  formulated 
by  which  to  confer  such  benefits  where  they  are  needed  among  our 
brethren. 

DEATHS. 

The  death  list  being  reported  by  the  Grand  Chancellor,  I  deem  it 
unnecessary  to  again  give  it. 
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CAROLINA  PYTHIAN. 

Our  paper,  the  Carolina  Pythian,  has  done  much  good  in  the  Do- 
main, and  the  editor,  Bro.  Baird,  has  worked  zealously  for  the  up- 
building of  the  Order  and  I  am  satisfied  has  been  one  of  the  main 
factors  in  cementing  the  bonds  of  friendship  that  exist  in  our  Do- 
main to-day.  No  Grand  Lodge  has  an  official  Organ  whose  editor 
has  labored  more  zealously  than  has  ours,  and  it  should  be  a  source 
of  pride  to  our  people  to  know  that  we  have  one  of  the  best  Pythian 
publications  in  the  Supreme  Domain. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Some  action  should  be  taken  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  requiring  sub- 
ordinate lodges  to  insure  their  property,  as  in  the  past  few  years 
several  have  been  burned  out,  entailing  an  entire  loss  of  property, 
and  in  some  instances  have  almost  broken  up  the  lodge. 

CALIFORNIA  IN  AUGUST. 

The  next  biennial  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  will  be  held 
at  San  Francisco,  California,  August  12th,  and  special  rates  have 
been  made  for  all  who  wish  to  visit  the  Pacific  coast.  The  Grand 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  of  that  Domain  writes  me  that  ample 
provision  has  been  made  for  all  who  attend  and  that  the  Knights  of 
California  are  making  big  preparations  to  give  all  a  good  time. 

CONCLUSION. 

It  does  not  cost  much  to  offer  a  kind  word  and  I  feel  that  my  re- 
port would  be  incomplete  without  kindly  reference  to  those  with 
whom  I  have  been  associated  in  the  work.  Grand  Chancellor  Law- 
rence P.  McLoud,  with  a  spirit  of  determination,  entered  upon  his 
duties  as  our  executive  with  the  expectation  and  desire  to,  if  possi- 
ble, make  a  record  that  would  be  second  to  none,  but  soon  there- 
after his  business  relations  called  him  from  the  Domain  and  while 
he  has  been  absent  most  of  the  time,  his  heart  has  been  in  the 
work,  and  while  he  could  not  conduct  it  personally,  he  was  well 
represented  in  the  person  of  our  worthy  Grand  Lecturer,  J.  Robert 
Jordan,  who  has  at  all  times  done  his  duty,  both  as  Grand  Lec- 
turer and  Acting  Grand  Chancellor.  To  these  brothers  I  wish  to  re- 
turn my  thanks  for  courtesies. 

To  the  Keepers  of  Records  and  Seal  of  the  subordinate  lodges, 
I  wish  to  return  thanks  for  their  promptness  in  matters  pertaining 
to  that  office,  and  to  the  entire  membership  of  the  Domain  I  am 
under  obligations  for  kind  treatment. 

It  is  a  source  of  pride  and  gratification  that  the  Order  we  love  so 
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well  continues  to  grow  and  prosper,  and  while  we  have  not  made 
as  large  gains  as  in  some  former  years,  we  have  not  lost  any  of 
the  fraternity  that  is  known  to  exist  among  the  Knights  in  this 
Domain.  God  grant  that  we  may  continue  to  grow  and  the  frater- 
nal feeling  may  be  as  lasting  as  time.  Fraternally.

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REPORT    OF    SUPRE/1E    REPRESEN- 
TATIVES. 


To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Knights  of 
Pythias  of  North  Carolina: 

Brethren: — Since  your  last  regular  Convention,  the  Supreme 
Lodge  was  called  together  in  special  convention  to  consider  the 
Endowment  Rank.  This  special  convention  was  held  in  the  City 
of  Chicago  on  the  9th  day  of  July,  1901,  and  continued  for  three 
days. 

What  was  done  at  that  convention,  the  causes  which  led  to  its 
necessity,  and  subsequent  events,  have  been  so  fully  discussed  and 
mentioned  in  the  Pythian  as  well  as  the  secular  press,  that  we  do 
not  deem  it  necessary  to  make  a  detailed  report. 

Suffice  it  to  say  that  actual  experience  proved  to  the  Supreme 
Lodge  that  the  annual  income  of  the  Board  of  Control  was  not  suf- 
ficient to  meet  the  death  losses  and  expenses,  and  therefore  it  was 
found  to  be  absolutely  necessary  to  raise  the  rates  of  insurance  of 
the  Endowment  Rank  to  an  amount  which  would  enable  the  Board 
of  Control  to  promptly  pay  all  death  losses,  as  well  as  expenses, 
and  put  the  insurance  branch  of  the  Order  upon  a  sound  and  solid 
financial  condition.  The  tabulated  reports  showed  that  there  had 
been  an  increasing  deficiency,  and  good  business  judgment  de- 
manded a  greater  income  which  would  promptly  liquidate  all  ex- 
penses and  death  losses. 

The  increased  rate  caused  a  large  number  of  the  members  of  the 
Endowment  Rank  to  unwisely  drop  their  insurance,  but  many  have 
been  reinstated  and  others  are  joining,  so  that  the  loss  in  member- 
ship has  been  considerably  less  than  was  anticipated. 

On  April  30th  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Control  made  the 
following  statement  to  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  which  most  satis- 
factorily explains  the  condition  of  the  Endowment  Rank: 

"The  total  receipts  for  the  month  at  the  close  of  business  to-day 
are  $160,033.23:  the  death  loss  is  $93,000;  there  are  761  new  appli- 
cants for  the  month,  only  16  less  than  March.  The  membership  is 
at  least  500  larger  now  than  at  the  beginning  of  the  month.  Lia- 
bilities will  be  reduced  nearly  $60,000  this  month,  bringing  us  below 
the  $200,000  mark.  A  year  ago  our  liabilities  were  as  follows:  For 
death    claims,    $559,000;     for    Lexington    Hotel    furniture    balance, 
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$45,000;  miscellaneous  items,  $15,000;  making  a  total  of  $619,000. 
counting  the  assets  allowed  by  the  Insurance  Departments,  the  En- 
dowment Rank  is  practically  out  of  debt.  All  death  claims  are  now 
paid  immediately  after  the  filing  of  the  final  proofs  of  loss.  There 
are  only  seventeen  claims  in  litigation  as  against  fifty-eight  a  year 
ago.     We  move  to  the  Manhattan  Building  to-morrow." 

This  statement  shows  that  the  Rank  is  in  good  condition  and 
proves  the  wisdom  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  in  advancing  the  rates. 
We  earnestly  recommend  the  Endowment  Rank  to  all  the  members 
of  the  order  who  desire  insurance. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  order  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias 
is  gradually  increasing  in  members,  strength  and  influence. 
During  the  year  1901,  there  was  a  net  increase  of  23,194,  and  it  is 
equally  gratifying  to  state  tnat  the  Supreme  Dodge  is  out  of  debt, 
the  first  time  for  many  years. 

The  next  regular  Convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  will  be  held 
in  San  Francisco,  beginning  August  10th.  The  railroads  will  give 
a  very  reasonable  rate,  and  we  hope  a  large  number  of  our  brethren 
from  this  Grand  Domain  can  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to 
visit  beautiful  California  and  take  part  in  the  greatest  Pythian  gath- 
ering which  has  probably  ever  been  held,

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REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  CORRESPOND- 
ENCE. 


To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina: 

In  submitting  this  my  second  report,  as  Foreign  Correspondent, 
I  congratulate  the  Order  upon  its  present,  splendid  condition.  The 
trial  through  which  it  has  passed  during  the  last  year,  when  evil 
of  every  kind  was  predicted,  and  every  one  seemed  to  be  looking 
for  its  dissolution,  was  like  the  refiner's  fire,  that  brought  it  out 
purer  and  stronger  than  ever,  and  the  almost  unprecedented  man- 
ner, in  which  the  members  rallied  to  its  support,  is  proof,  as  strong 
as  holy  writ,  that  Pythianism  is  here  to  stay. 

From  almost  every  Domain,  come  encouraging  reports,  and  while 
the  suspension  list,  our  "Bete  Noir."  is  still  large,  still  the  number 
of  re-instatements  is  growing,  which  proves  that  they  know  a  good 
thing  when  they  see  it.  Some  of  the  Grand  Chancellors  have  bent 
their  energies  more  to  the  regaining  of  suspended  members,  than 
to  securing  new  ones,  which  is  a  good  idea,  for  a  man  will  rarely 
ever  allow  himself  to  be  suspended  the  second  time,  if  he  is  not  de- 
void of  self-respect.  In  trying  to  solve  this  question  the  Masters 
of  Finance  come  in  for  a  large  share  of  blame,  but  I  think  unjustly 
so,  for  in  most  instances  our  Masters  of  Finance  are  men  who  are 
not  blessed  with  an  overabundance  of  the  world's  goods,  and  have 
to  labor  for  others,  to  provide  for  home  and  loved  ones,  and  haven't 
the  time  to  devote  to  a  personal  application  for  the  payment  of 
dues;  and  until  they  are  paid  an  amount  to  justify  this,  the  censure 
is  unjust. 

The  Endowment  Rank  is  being  well  supported  and  under  the 
new  Management  it  is  stronger  than  ever  before.  In  some  quarters 
the  Uniform  Rank  is  taking  on  new  life,  but  in  others  it  is  not  being 
supported  as  it  deserves.  In  one  instance,  at  least,  the  fear  is 
expressed  that  this  branch  of  the  Order  is  striving  to  encroach 
upon  the  other  branches  in  that  they  have  proposed  an  amendment 
to  the  Supreme  Statutes  that  no  one  shall  be  eligible  to  offices  in 
the  Supreme  body  who  is  not  a  member  in  good  standing  of  the 
Uniform  Rank.  While  we  would  like  to  see  the  Uniform  Rank 
prosper,  still  we  would  dislike  to  see  this  step  taken,  for  it  would 
certainly  mean  the  disruption  of  the  whole  Order,  and  sound  its 
death  knell. 

I  have   examined   45  Journals,   all  that  I  have  received.     If  any 
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Domain  is  not  reviewed  it  must  be  attributed  to  the  fact  that  the* 
Journal  was  not  received.

ALABAMA. 

The  Journal  of  this  Domain  contains  177  closely  written  pages, 
and  upon  a  careful  examination  of  it,  one  is  convinced  that  Pyth- 
ianism  is  alive  and  growing.  The  report  of  G.  K.  of  R.  and  S.  shows 
that  in  1897  this  Grand  Lodge  was  in  debt,  but  at  the  time  of  their 
last  convention,  which  assembled  on  May  7th,  1901,  in  Mont- 
gomery, they  had  a  surplus  in  their  Exchequer  of  $6,873.51;  cer- 
tainly a   fine  showing. 

The  Grand  Chancellor  in  his  report  deplores  the  fact  that  sick- 
ness in  his  family  for  months  prevented  his  visiting  the  subordinate 
lodges  as  he  fully  intended  doing,  but  the  very  loyal  support  he  re- 
ceived from  his  officers,  in  this  work,  compensated,  in  a  great  meas- 
ure, for  his  failure.  A  proposition  looking  to  the  building  of  a 
hall,  for  the  Grand  Lodge  was  sat  down  upon  by  the  Committee  to 
whom  it  was  referred  for  the  reason  that  they  did  not  think  that 
their  financial  condition  had  reached  the  point  that  would  justify  it. 

For  the  first  time  they  insert  a  report  of  a  Commitee  on  Fraternal 
Correspondence,  and  a  good  report  it  is.  They  examined  the 
Journals  of  fifty-two  Domains  and  comment  fully  doing  justice  to  all 
alike — this  is  a  very  wise  move  on  the  part  of  this  Domain,  for  with- 
out a  report  on  this  subject,  they  have  been  shut  out  from  the 
Pythian  world,  and  confined  as  by  a  Chinese  wall,  to  their  own 
sphere.  It  is  well  to  know  what  is  going  on,  on  the  outside,  even  if 
it  is  often  told  in  homely  phrase,  and  it  is  a  mistake  to  think  that 
these  reports  are  never  read.  They  are  read  in  a  great  many  in- 
stances,  and  much  information  is  derived  therefrom.

He  suggests  that  the  office  of  "Dis- 
trict Deputy  Grand  Chancellor"  be  abolished,  ana  the  meetings  be 
placed  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Chancellor,  and  compel 
him  or  some  other  Grand  Lodge  officer  to  attend  them.  The  Uni- 
form Rank  is  reported  to  be  in  good  condition.

ARIZONA. 


The  Grand  Lodge  of  this  Domain  met  at  Mesa  on  May  8th,  1901. 

The  Journal,  in  Document  No.  2,  which  is  the  opening  of  the  Ses- 
sions contains  a  report  of  the  Supreme  representatives,  and  in 
this  report  they  give  a  synopsis  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor's  report, 
in  which  be  commends  in  glowing  terms  The  Endowment  Rank  of 
the  Order,  and  in  reading  it,  one  is  almost  forced  to  exclaim,  in 
view  of  resists,  that  have  followed  this  administration,  What  per- 
fidy! The  management  of  this,  the  most  important  branch  of  the 
Order,  is  nothing  less  than  criminal.  It  has  been  managed  as  if  the 
Supreme  Lodge,  or  the  Order  Universal  was  established  solely  for 
the  benefit  of  this  Board  of  Control,  and  if  they  did  not  purloin  the 
funds  themselves,  they  squandered  them  by  investing  tnem  in  worth- 
less securities.  The  crippling  of  this  branch  has  done  more  to  re- 
tard the  progress  of  the  Order  than  anything  else  could  have  done. 

The  Grand  Chancellor  in  his  report  bemoans  the  fact  that  one 
of  his  trusted  officers,  viz:  G.  K.  of  R.  and  S.  had  become  a  defaulter, 
stealing  even  the  funds  he  received  for  the  Galveston  and  Utah 
mine  sufferers.  And  he  charges  it  all  to  the  fact  that  in  a  great 
many  instances  men  are  elevated  to  places  of  honor  and  trust,  sim- 
ply because  they  are  good  fellows.  He  says  that  his  "Black  Sheep" 
had  spent  tne  funds  of  the  Order  in  drinking  and  gambling,  then 
bringing  disgrace  not  only  upon  the  Order,  but  to  his  family. 

If  we  are  to  judge  the  personnel  of  the  Order  in  Arizona  by  his 
report,  it  has  certainly  degenerated,  or  is  far  below  the  standard 
in  these  parts.  He  says  that  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  or 
many  of  them,  consider  its  sessions  a  time  for  a  big  drunk,  and 
these  sessions  have  been  a  disgrace  to  the  Order,  in  the  last  few 
years.  He  charges  them  of  getting  drunk  and  making  a  "holy  show" 
of  themselves,  and  creating  a  great  deal  of  uncomplimentary  com- 
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mont  about  the  Order.     The  report  of  G.  K.  of  R.  and  S.  shows  18 
lodges  with  a  membership  on  Dec.  1st,  1900,  of  1,085.

COLORADO. 

At  the  Convention  of  this  Domain,  held  at  Victor  Aug.  13-15,  1902, 
the  Committee  on  Credentials  went  thoroughly  and  conscientiously 
to  their  work,  refusing  to  seat  delegates  who  did  not  conform  to 
the  requirements  of  the  law,  and  reporting  several  lodges  for  failure 
to  file  credentials  of  Grand  Representatives,  and  charging  up  fines 
for  same. 

The  Committee  on  "State  of  the  Order"  makes  a  very  interesting 
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report,  embodying  some  valuable  suggestions.  As  to  the  suggestion 
of  the  Grand  Chancellor  in  his  report,  they  say:  "The  Grand  Chan- 
cellor suggests  that  the  declaration  of  principles  of  an  order  should 
state  to  the  world  what  the  order  aims  to  be."  This  we  heartily 
endorse,  but  one  should  not  stop  at  this,  but  should  do  more  and 
say  less.  "By  our  fruits  let  them  judge  us,  by  our  acts  let  them 
measure  us,  to  ourselves  be  true." 

"We  would  suggest  tnat  the  order  become  more  social,  in  that 
it  attend  more  to  the  social  than  the  beneficial  features." 

The  Grand  Chancellor,  in  beginning  his  report,  remindea  the  Con- 
vention that  their  session  celebrates  their  silver  anniversary.  In 
speaking  of  dispensations,  he  deprecates  the  fact  that  a  dispensa- 
tion for  a  public  entertainment  has  to  be  paid  for,  and  says  that  if 
it  be  a  law,  "it  should  be  repealed,"  as  we  should  seek  to  encourage 
these  social  functions  rather  than  charge  for  them. 

He  granted,  during  his  term,  eight  applications  for  institutions  of 
as  many  new  lodges.  He  is  a  strong  believer  in  the  Endowment 
Rank  and  asserts  that  it  comes  out  of  its  late  troubles  stronger  and 
safer  than  ever.  In  speaking  of  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspond- 
ence, he  suggests  that  the  name  Foreign  be  changed  to  Fraternal, 
as  it  is  a  much  more  apt  term,  and  suggests  that  the  Grand  Vice 
Chancellor  be  made  chairman  of  this  committee,  thereby  enabling 
him  to  inform  himself  more  fully  with  the  work  of  other  Domains 
and  placing  him  in  position  to  utilize  this  information  when  he  is 
advanced  to  the  position  of  Grand  Chancellor.  The  Committee  on 
Foreign  Correspondence  makes  a  good  report,  but  takes  us  to  task 
for  an  error  in  giving  the  names  of  the  Grand  Officers.  It  was 
caused  by  your  "way"  brother  of  publishing  a  list  of  your  Grand 
Chancellors  for  each  year  since  the  institution  of  your  Grand  Lodge, 
and  I  hope  your  Domain  may  live  and  prosper  till  it  will  require  a 
volume  twice  the  size  of  this,  already  large  one  to  contain  them 
all.

CALIFORNIA. 

In  the  opening  of  this  Convention  the  representatives  of  Rathbone 
sisters  were  given  a  prominent  place;  one  of  them,  Mrs.  Mac.  A. 
Clark,  delivering  an  address  of  welcome  on  behalf  of  her  order  and 
responded  to  by  Mrs.  Juliet  Stibbens. 

After  these  addresses,  the  thirty-third  convention  of  this  Domain 
was  opened  in  ritualistic  form. 

The  Grand  Chancellor,  in  his  report,  bemoans  the  fact  that  he 
was  prevented,  on  account  of  continued  illness,  from  prosecuting 
the  work  of  the  Grand  Domain,  as  he  had  intended  doing,  and  in 
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making  his  excuses  on  this  line,  pays  a  very  graceful  tribute  to  his 
predecessor  for  the  work  he  had  done,  claiming  for  him  that  his 
sowing  would,  for  years  to  come,  bear  a  rich  harvest,  for  Pythian- 
ism.  His  claim,  made  at  the  beginning  of  his  term,  of  a  net  gain 
of  more  than  1,000,  was  unfortunately,  not  realized,  there  being  at 
its  close  only  a  gain  of  384. 

In  this  Grand  Domain  as  well  as  in  many  others,  the  practice  is 
followed  of  reducing  the  fees  for  membership  in  order  to  swell  the 
rolls  of  subordinate  lodges.  It  is  a  practice  that  ought  never  to 
have  been  established  in  the  first  place,  and  ought  not  to  be  fol- 
lowed, except  in  rare  instances.  There  were  ninety-two  dispensa- 
tions granted  for  this  purpose,  and  in  thinking  of  it  one  will  natur- 
ally ask  himself  what  will  they  resort  to  next,  when  the  interest  be- 
gins to  wane.  It  would  be  decidedly  better  to  put  the  fee  at  $10.00 
and  keep  it  there,  than  to  be  continually  calling  attention  to  our 
waning  fortunes  by  reducing  the  fees  for  initiation.  If  membership 
only  is  what  you  want,  why  not  make  it  free.  We  would  rather 
commend  to  them  the  suggestion  by  one  of  their  deputies:  "Let 
every  brother  consider  himself  a  committee  of  one  to  look  out  for 
"members,"  who  are  sick,  in  distress  or  unemployed."  Here  is  the 
keynote,  that  will  ring  out  the  praises  of  your  order,  and  attract  the 
good  opinion  of  men  much  sooner  than  cheap  fees,  for  getting 
into  it. 

One  of  their  deputies,  inspired,  no  doubt  by  the  work  of  their  for- 
mer Grand  Chancellor,  makes  the  following  excellent  suggestion: 
"Every  lodge  should  have  a  'look-out  committee'  of  three;  before 
any  application  is  taken  for  membership,  the  name  of  the  applicant 
or  person  about  to  be  approached  on  the  subject  of  joining  the  or- 
der should  be  submitted  to  this  committee  for  investigation,  and  no 
application  taken  until  the  committee  has  passed  upon  the  fitness  of 
the  applicant,  and  ascertained  the  probability  of  his  election.  When- 
ever a  member  is  reported  in  arrears  for  dues,  the  case  should  be 
referred  to  this  committee  with  instructions  to  make  a  personal  ap- 
peal to  the  delinquent,  if  accessible,  if  not  then  to  open  and  keep 
up  correspondence  with  the  view  of  prevailing  upon  the  member  to 
maintain  his  standing  in  his  lodge."  They  seem  to  have  had  trou- 
ble about  the  "Rituals"  being  lost  and  suggest  that  the  "Supreme 
Representatives  procure  such  legislation  as  will  attach  a  penalty  to 
the  violation  of  said  sections  of  the  Supreme  Statutes." 

The  report  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  is  splendidly  written, 
and  its  perusal  will  repay  any  one  for  the  work.  Their  treatment  of 
suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  meets  our  views  exactly. 
North  Carolina  is  extensively  noticed,  and  comes  in  for  a  share  of 
their  praise.

The  reports  of  officers  will  show  an  increase  of 
thirteen  new  lodges,  and  one  reinstated,  and  an  increase  of  about 
694  members,  with  several  applications  for  new  lodges,  in  favored 
locations,  now  pending.

"Great  is  Pythianism  in  Indiana,"  is  the  exclamation  of  the  Grand 
Chancellor  in  his  report  at  their  annual  convention  at  Indianapolis 
October  1st  and  2d,  1901,  and  when  we  consider  the  fact  that  they 
number  45,000  members,  having  made  a  gain  of  over  1,800  last  year, 
and  own  over  a  million  dollars  worth  of  property,  we  are  inclined 
to  the  belief  that  he  is  right.  With  this  fine  showing  he  says  that 
it  has  not  reached  the  zenith,  but  its  sun  is  still  among  the.  eastern 
hills.  This  report  deserves  a  more  lengthy  review  than  I  can  give 
it.  In  treating  of  the  Endowment  Rank  he  says  I  believe  we  ought 
to  encourage  and  foster  this  feature  of  our  order,  because  it,  in  a 
large  measure,  solves  the  problem  of  how  to  prevent  suspension  of 
members  for  non-payment  of  dues,  in  subordinate  lodges. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  covers 
34  closely  written  pages  and  all  of  it  is  good.     One  thing  they  em- 
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phasize  is  worthy  of  attention,  "A  Pythian  saved  is  as  good  as  a  Py- 
thian made,"  and  I  believe  a  little  better.

IOWA. 


The  convention  of  this  Domain  was  held  at  Cedar  Rapids  August 
14  and  15,  1901.  Report  of  Grand  Chancellor  is  a  lengthy  one.  but 
is  so  good  that  one  is  fully  repaid  for  examining  it.  Under  his  ad- 
ministration the  order  made  a  net  gain  of  over  eight  hundred.  He 
specially  mentions  lodge  No.  68,  at  Des  Moines,  which  added  to  its 
roster  100  names,  and  also  "fitted  for  itself  a  home  that  is  hardly 
surpassed  in  the  Domain."  They  certainly  found  the  secret  of  suc- 
cess, by  making  their  lodge  room  attractive.  It  is,  without  doubt, 
the  best  investment  a  lodge  can  make.  Without  an  attractive  lodge 
room  your  young  men  will  find  more  congenial  scenes  and  will 
gradually  drift  away.  He  truly  says  that,  "the  life  of  the  order  is 
the  subordinate  lodge  and  he  who  does  the  most  to  make  it  a  true 
Pythian  home  is  the  best  friend  of  the  order  of  Knights  of  Pythias."

ILLINOIS. 


The  Journal  of  this  Domain,  like  the  Domain  itself,  is  a  "big" 
thing,  and  (by  way  of  explanation  to  the  Committee  on  Fraternal 
Correspondence)  is  the  first  Journal  of  this  Domain  I  have  seen. 
When  I  took  it  up  to  begin  its  review,  I  almost  shrank  from  the 
task,  but  became  so  interested  in  it  that  I  almost  regretted  to  lay 
it  by.  The  Grand  Chancellor's  report  is  a  most  admirable  one  and 
is  brim  full  of  wise  suggestions.  He  says  that  in  all  the  work  of  the 
year  he  had  laid  stress  on  the  fact  that  the  aim  of  Pythianism  was 
higher  than  merely  paying  sick  and  funeral  benefits.  In  the  be- 
ginning of  his  term  he  organized  his  deputies  into  an  association 
that  rendered  him  valuable  assistance  in  his  work;  and  adopted  the 
plan  of  assessing  each  lodge  $5.00  for  defraying  the  expenses  of 
the  special  sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  I  suppose  corre- 
sponds with  our  "district  meetings." 

He  says,  in  speaking  of  the  good  of  the  order,  that  the  Domain 
"is  in  a  most  prosperous  condition,"  and  that  "it  is  no  uncommon 
thing  to  hear  good  men,  leading  citizens,  not  of  us  say,  "The  Knights 
of  Pythias  is  a  good  order  and  is  doing  much  good  in  the  world." 
He  granted  252  dispensations  to  allow  lodges  to  reduce  the  fee  for 
membership,  and  says  that  "he  is  led  to  believe  that  it  is  a  very  bad 
statute,  and  that  it  should  be  repealed.  Right  you  are  brother:  it 
may  increase  your  numbers,  but  in  the  end  will  prove  a  boomerang. 
He  gives  considerable  space  to  the  proceedings  of  the  extra  session 
of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  being  Grand  Chancellor  of  the  Domain, 
of  whom  the  accused  officers  of  the  Endowment  Rank  were  members 
it  devolved  upon  him  to  bring  charges  against  them  in  their  subor- 
dinate lodges.     With  this  and  the  faithful  management  of  this  Do- 
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main  he  had  his  hands  full,  but  he  seems  to  have  been  equal  to 
the  task. 

The  report  of  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  is  equally  as 
good,  and  his  work  was  done  with  a  thoroughness  that  is  a  tribute 
to  him.  He  says  that  it  would  have  been  impossible  for  the  state 
of  affairs  that  characterized  the  management  of  the  Endowment 
Rank  to  have  existed  in  their  Grand  Domain,  so  watchful  are  the 
trustees  over  all  bills  and  expenditures.  They  show  a  net  gain 
during  the  year  of  2,714,  and  this,  notwithstanding  a  suspension  list 
of  3,365.  Think  of  it.  What  a  power  this  Pythian  army  would  be 
if  we  could  only  stop  this  drain. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  is  all 
that  could  be  desired.  Like  the  other  reports  in  this  Journal,  they 
treat  exhaustively  of  all  subjects  interesting  the  order.  We  thank 
them  for  the  complimentary  notice  of  North  Carolina.

KENTUCKY. 

This  is  the  first  Journal  of  this  Domain  it  has  been  our  pleasure  to 
see  since  we  assumed  the  duty  of  Fraternal  Correspondent.  We 
failed  to  receive  one  last  year  and  was  prevented  from  noticing, 
their  Domain.  I  hope  their  failure  to  mention  North  Carolina  in 
this  Journal  is  not  in  a  spirit  of  "tit  for  tat."  We  are  completely 
overlooked  by  the  Fraternal  Correspondent  in  his  very  excellent 
review.  The  Grand  Chancellor,  in  his  report,  tells  of  the  embarrass- 
ing position  he  was  placed  in,  by  having  all  the  funds  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  locked  up  in  a  bank  that  suspended,  and  had  it  not  been  for 
the  generous  action  of  "Jule  Plumer"  in  coming  to  his  rescue  by 
personally  assuming  and  paying  the  necessary  running  expenses  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  and  taking  his  chances  of  being  reimbursed  at 
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the  opening  of  the  bank.  This  is  an  act  so  noble  and  generous  that 
I  could  not  refrain  from  giving  it  publicity  here.  He  speaks  of  the 
troubles  of  the  Endowment  Rank  as  one  of  the  most  critical  periods 
in  the  history  of  the  order.  "At  times  it  seemed  like  the  whole 
fraternal  organization  would  be  rent  in  twain."  "For  weeks  and 
months  there  was  an  abatement  in  the  interest  of  Pythianism." 
How  well  he  describes  the  experience  of  the  order  everywhere. 

For  some  reason,  he  does  not  give,  he  called  off  his  district  meet- 
ings, saying  that  the  order  would  be  best  subserved  by  dispensing 
with  them  for  this  year.  In  concluding  his  report  he  hits  the  nail 
on  the  head.  He  says:  "In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  say,  if  you  would 
have  the  Grand  Chancellor  do  more  work  than  has  been  done  in  the 
past,  it  will  require  all  his  time.  You,  as  good  citizens,  aside  from 
Pythianism,  know  what  that  means.  As  Pythians  with  families  to 
rear,  educate  and  provide  for,  you  know  means  and  time  are  re- 
quired for  home  and  your  own  families;  and  you  know  "he  who 
does  not  provide  for  his  own,  is  worse  than  a  heathen."

KANSAS. 


The  Journal  of  this  Domain  comes  to  us  replete,  as  usual,  with 
good  things.  At  the  meeting  of  their  Grand  Lodge  in  Kansas  City 
21  May,  1901,  the  Grand  Chancellor  made  a  report  that  is  good  all 
the  way  through,  while  he  deplores  the  fact  tnat  he  was  unable  to 
devote  more  time  to  the  work,  still  he  thinks  that,  considering  the 
political  campaign  through  which  they  passed  last  year,  when  men 
scarcely  think  of  anything  else  (especially  in  Kansas),  a  gain  of 
over  400  members  is  not  bad.  He  takes  no  stock  in  booms,  as  far  as 
increasing  the  membership,  by  leaps  and  bounds  is  concerned,  but 
is  a  strong  believer  in  a  steady,  solid  growth.  He  thinks  the  Grand 
Lodge  made  a  mistake  in  abolishing  the  districts  or  sub-divisions 
of  the  Domains,  and  advocates  their  re-establishment  with  greater 
responsibilities.  He  says  that  "experience  has  taught  us  that  the 
lodge  deputy  is  not  at  all  times  to  be  relied  upon.  As  a  rule  he  is 
the  last  Grand  Representative  of  the  lodge  and  as  often  happens, 
loses  all  interest  in  Pythian  matters  when  he  gets  home.  Under 
the  district  system,  a  District  Deputy  Grand  Chancellor  should  be 
provided  for;  said  deputy  to  be  a  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  with 
all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  Grand  Representative.  In  speak- 
ing of  suspended  lodges  he  says:  "I  am  of  the  opinion  that  where 
a  lodge  meets  but  once  or  twice  a  year  and  then  even  rarely  has  a 
quorum,  it  is  unwise  to  continue  paying  per  capita  tax  to  the  Su- 
preme Lodge  on  such  membership,  and  permit  a  Grand  Representa-

tive,  representing  only  himself,  to  draw  mileage  and  per  diem  from 
the  Grand  Lodge  for  attending  its  conventions.  He  shows  a  level 
head  in  talking  on  the  subject  of  allowing  lodges  to  advertise  for 
membership  by  reducing  the  fees  for  membership,  rie  says  that  as 
the  precedent  has  been  established  for  so  long  a  time,  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  refuse  the  dispensations,  and  he  advocates  the  pas- 
sage of  a  law  by  the  Grand  Lodge  forbidding  it  altogether.  He 
claims  that  some  of  the  older  lodges  do  not  get  a  member  except 
during  the  dispensation  period. 

In  this  Journal  Brother  McDowell  is  on  deck  with  a  splendid  re- 
view, which  fully  sustains  his  reputation  as  Foreign  Correspond- 
ent. He  treats  us  shabbily,  though,  by  merely  giving  us  a  "cold 
stare"  and  passes  on  to  the  next.  In  reading  the  "preface"  to  his 
report,  one  is  impressed,  if  not  convinced,  that  his  suggestion  as  to 
increasing  interest  in  lodge  meetings  is  right  and  if  carried  out 
would  make  Pythianism  what  it  should  be,  a  fraternal,  rather  than  a 
beneficiary  order.  I  wish  I  could  embody  his  whole  report  here. 
One  part  of  it  must  suffice: 

"There  are  people,  however,  who  appreciate  a  gooa  thing  when 
they  run  up  against  it,  and  they  are  the  folks  we  are  after.  The 
question  is  have  we  a  good  thing  to  offer  them.  In  many  instances 
I  answer,  Yes,  but  as  a  whole  I  am  not  so  positive.  Let  me  de- 
scribe where  tne  positive  answer  applies.  It  is  the  community 
where  the  Knights  of  Pythias  lodge  room  is  like  an  ideal  home. 
The  Knights  of  Pythias  lodge  room  that  is  occupied  jointly  by 
Masons,  Odd  Fellows  and  other  kindred  oraers  every  night  in  the 
week,  save  the  nignt  on  which  our  brethren  meet,  is  not  an  ideal 
resort,  and  is  in  no  sense  a  home  for  the  brotherhood.  Brothers,  at- 
tend lodge  meetings,  as  a  rule,  purely  from  a  sense  of  duty — and 
duty  soon  forgets  itself  and  when  forgotten,  interest  ceases  and  the 
brethren  drift  into  suspensions.  And  again:  Quit  preaching  about 
the  glorious  tnings  Pythianism  is  doing  in  the  alleviation  of  its 
brethren,  as  if  we  were  a  gang  of  mendicants  living  off  of  one  an- 
ouier,  and  chip  in  a  few  of  your  spare  dollars  in  the  endowment  of 
your  Castle  Homes  with  books,  magazines,  musical  instruments, 
billiard  tables,  a  kitchen  range  and  table  furniture,  cosy  up-hol- 
stered  chairs  and  settees,  and  then  hire  a  man  to  look  after  the  es- 
tablishment and  keep  it  open  day  and  evening,  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  tne  members  and  their  wives  and  sweethearts,  who  desire 
to  drop  in  for  a  social  hour.  In  a  word :  Let  us  get  on  larger  ideals 
as  to  purposes  and  intent  of  a  fraternal  order;  that  is,  the  real  kind 
which  is  to  furnish  us  the  means,  or  one  of  them,  for  the  enjoyment 
of  life." 

These  suggestions  are  good  and  if  adopted  and  acted  on,  will  give 
the  order  new  life  and  a  permanency  that  nothing  else  will.

Rouge  on  May  30,  1901. 

The  Grand  Chancellor  was  prevented  from  being  present  on  ac- 
count of  the  sickness  of  his  wife  and  Grand  Vice  Chancellor  pre- 
sided. Report  of  Grand  Chancellor  shows  an  increase  of  165  in 
number,  and  claims  growing  interest  in  the  order. 

Report  of  Supreme  Representative  complains  of  a  want  of  inter- 
est on  the  part  of  the  managers  of  endowment  in  extending  it  in 
that  section,  said  management  having  withdrawn  some  inducements 
that  had  before  been  offered  for  its  extension.  Committee  on  Uni- 
form Rank  reports  this  feature  of  the  order  "dead"  in  Louisiana, 
but  hopes  that  an  effort  will  be  made  to  revive  it  again.  The  Com- 
mittee on  State  of  the  Order  made  an  adverse  report  on  recom- 
mendation of  the  Grand  Chancellor  that  a  Grand  Lecturer  be  em- 
ployed for  the  Domain.  Committee  on  Fraternal  Correspondence 
gives  an  Ex-Ray  view  as  he  calls  it,  of  the  Pythian  world,  but  only 
reviews  28  Journals.     He  notices  North  Carolina  very  kindly.

MASSACHUSETTS. 

The  Grand  Lodge  convention  of  this  Domain  was  held  at  Boston 
May  22,  1901.  The  Journal  that  comes  to  us  is  very  neat  and  well 
gotten  up,  but  contains  very  little  of  interest  to  those  outside  of  this 
Domain.  The  business  in  the  line  of  dispensations  was  good,  as 
we  note  that  the  Grand  Chancellor  issues  119  during  his  term.  They 
do  not  seem  to  be  worrying  over  the  vexed  question  of  suspensions, 
as  the  Grand  Chancellor  touches  on  nearly  all  other  topics  of  inter- 
est except  this.  The  report  of  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal 
shows  a  membership  on  December  31,  1900,  of  17,188. 

The  financial  condition  of  this  Domain  is  so  good  that  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  recommends  a  reduction  of  the  per  capita  tax  to 
30  cents,  which  they  say  will  meet  the  needs  of  the  Domain.  They 
don't  believe  in  piling  up  the  surplus,  unless  there  is  in  view  some 
definite  object  for  its  use. 

The  report  of  Committee  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  is  a  good 
one.  They  notice  us  very  kindly.

This  Journal  opens  with  a  statistical  report  of  the  Grand  Keeper 
of  Records  and  Seal,  dated  October  11,  1900.  He  shows  in  this  re- 
port that  "the  term  has  been  marked  in  many  localities  as  the  most 
active  one  for  years,  and  resulted  in  a  large  increase  in  members 
and  a  slight  increase  in  finances."  In  his  report  of  April  9,  1901, 
he  says:  "In  numerous  ways  we  have  reason  for  encouragement. 
Greater  zeal  and  energy  have  characterized  many  of  the  members. 
A  number  of  weak  lodges  have  become  strong  and  in  Order  affairs, 
generally,  a  more  ardent  love  and  support  has  been  given  to  the 
lodges  and  Order.  We  can  readily  claim  that  in  many  respects  we 
have  made  material  advancement  over  the  position  occupied  last 
year." 

The  Grand  Chancellor  in  his  report  says  that  when  he  was  eleva- 
ted to  the  position  of  Grand  Chancellor,  over  seven  thousand  brother 
Knights  in  the  grand  old  State  of  Maryland,  "he  felt  the  fire  of 
ambition  for  the  success  of  our  noble  order,  tingle  through  his 
whole  being."  He  says:  "I  have  given  of  my  time  and  ability  the 
best  at  my  command.  I  have  extended  to  the  members  of  this 
Grand  Domain  my  heartfelt  thanks  for  the  privilege  of  serving  them 
and  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the  courtesy  and  high  honor  they 
have  conferred  upon  me." 

The  "Bete  Noir,"  the  suspension  list,  he  treats  as  follows:  "I 
cannot  refrain  from  calling  the  attention  of  my  brothers  to  the 
enormous  suspension  list  continually  gnawing  at  the  progress  of 
our  order.  It  does  seem  to  me  that  with  a  little  closer  application 
of  business  methods,  so  that  a  brother  does  not  lag  so  far  behind, 
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that  it  becomes  a  burden  for  him  to  pay  up  and  then  by  enlisting 
the  co-operation  of  the  said  brother's  personal  friends,  together  with 
the  M.  of  F.'s  efforts,  this  enemy  of  fraternal  oiders  can  be  largely 
counteracted." 

During  his  term  there  were  no  new  lodges  instituted,  but  his  ef' 
forts  toward  increasing  new  members  were  rewarded  by  a  net  in- 
crease of  253. 

This  Grand  Domain  supports  a  library,  which  the  Grand  Chan- 
cellor highly  commends  and  hopes  for  the  continued  support  of 
the  Grand  Lodge. 

This  Domain  seems  to  have  had  an  elephant  on  its  hands  in 
Germania  Lodge  No.  14.  This  lodge  on  deciding  to  go  out  of  busi- 
ness, met,  divided  the  funds  it  had  on  hand  among  the  members, 
destroyed  all  its  books  and  records  and  sent  in  its  charter.  The 
order  was  fortunate  in  getting  rid  of  such  poor  material.  The  fra- 
ternal correspondence  is  well  written.  Thanks  for  a  kind  notice  of 
North  Carolina.

It  is  well  gotten  up,  beauti- 
fully printed,  and  filled  with  matter  interesting  to  the  order  uni- 
versal. 

At  their  convention  at  Battle  Creek  May  8,  1901,  they  had  several 
"luminaries"  with  them,  viz:  Henry  Clay  Berry,  the  oldest  living 
Past  Supreme  Chancellor,  and  Major-General  James  R.   Carnahan 

There  was  an  elaborate  program  prepared  and  carried  out  at  the 
opening,  and  we  have  no  doubt  it  lent  much  to  the  occasion.  This 
Domain  had  a  wonder  in  their  Grand  Chancellor  and  that  his  efforts 
were  appreciated,  was  attested  by  the  fact  that  they  voted  $50.00  for 
a  suitable  testimonial  for  him  and  also  gave  him  a  rising  vote  of 
thanks.  He  gave  the  work  his  entire'  time,  looking  after  the  work 
of  his  subordinate  lodges  as  well  as  the  Grand  Lodge,  spurring  up 
the  masters  of  finances  to  greater  efforts,  and  impressing  thera 
with  the  importance  of  their  positions  and  their  responsibility  in 
a  great  measure  for  the  suspensions  that  occurred.  Whenever  g 
lodge  was  slow  in  sending  in  reports  to  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Rec- 
ords and  Seal,  it  was  sure  to  hear  from  him,  and  by  this  means 
he  never  allowed  them  to  delay  in  sending  in  their  reports. 

In  order  to  create  an  interest  in  organizing  new  lodges,  he  issued 
a,  "General  Circular"  stating  the  principles  and  objects  of  the  order, 
inviting  a  careful  consideration  of  them,  and  soliciting  the  influ- 
ence of  those  to  whom  they  were  sent.  These  circulars  were  sent 
out  to  men  of  influence  and  standing  in  communities  where  the 
order  was  not  established.  That  his  efforts  were  crowned  with 
success,  is  shown  in  the  report  of  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records 
and  Seal,  who  states  that  on  December  31,  1900,  they  had  an  active 
membership  of  13,411,  a  net  gain  over  iast  year  of  1,361,  "with  not  a 
delinquent  lodge  to  report,  and  every  representative  entitled  to  a 
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seat  in  this  convention."  He  says  that  this  result  is  owing  to  the 
"tireless  efforts  of  Grand  Chancellor  Lusk,  in  transmitting  to  the 
dormant  lodges  some  of  his  energetic  spirit."  This  Domain,  even 
with  the  expense  of  entertaining  the  Supreme  Lodge,  responded 
liberally  to  the  cry  for  help  from  both  "Texas"  and  "Utah."

Report  of  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  shows  a  membership 
on  December  31,  1900,  of  5,846,  but  up  to  the  time  of  his  report  he 
claims  that  they  have  6,318  members. 

In  the  report  of  the  Supreme  Representatives,  they  express  the 
fear  that  the  harmony  of  the  Supreme  Ledge  will  be  broken  by  the 
desire  to  "predominate,  on  the  part  of  the  Uniform  Rank,  which 
has  for  a  number  of  years  been  a  petted  and  cherished  work  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge."  As  a  reason  for  his  fears,  he  gives  the  following 
amendment  which  has  been  proposed  to  the  Supreme  Constitution: 
"That  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  any  Supreme  Lodge  office  who 
is  not  a  member  in  good  standing  of  a  regularly  organized  and  con- 
tributing company  of  the  Uniform  Rank."  This  is  indeed  good 
ground  for  fear,  and  when  the  Supreme  Lodge  goes  off  after  these 
false  gods,  the  knell  of  Pythianism  is  sounded.  This  Domain  has 
no  Fraternal  Correspondent.

One  that  deserves  especial  mention  is  as  fol 
lows:  We  ought  to  present  a  memorial  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  at 
its  next  convention,  asking  for  the  enactment  of  laws  that  will  do 
away  with  the  possibility  of  members  relinquishing  their  member- 
ship by  suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues,  with  apparent  honor." 
A  law  that  makes  suspensions  so  common  that  many  think  it  the 
only  way  to  withdraw,  ought  to  be  amended.  It  might  be  a  good 
plan  to  try  a  member  for  non-payment  of  dues.  If  he  is  unable  to 
pay,  although  willing  to  uo  so,  and  is  otherwise  worthy,  the  lodge 
to  which  he  belongs  should  keep  him  in  good  standing.  If  he  is 
able,  but  unwilling  to  do  so,  he  ought  to  be  expelled  as  not  being 
worthy  of  membership.  He  suggests  that  the  semi-annual  terms 
are  too  short,  and  that  they  should  be  made  annual. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  shows  a 
membership  of  2,776,  and  claims  a  net  gain  of  449. 

The  Committee  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  gives  a  fine  review 
of  all  Journals  they  received,  in  which  North  Carolina  is  kindly  men- 
tioned.

The  Grand  Chancellor  admonishes  his  brothers  to  "remember  that 
the  Empire  State  is  away  behind  in  members  as  compared  with 
other  jurisdictions.  He  issued  dispensations  to  form  three  new 
lodges.  In  treating  of  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues,  he 
lays  the  burden,  to  great  extent,  on  the  shoulders  of  the  Masters 
of  Finance.  He  says  that  an  effort  on  his  part  to  collect  the  dues 
of  members  would  greatly  reduce  the  number  of  suspensions.  In 
view  of  the  early  association  of  Samuel  R.  James  with  the  founder 
of  the  order  he  recommends  that  the  Grand  Lodge  confer  upon  him 
the  honor  of  electing  him  from  the  floor  of  the  lodge  a  Past  Grand 
Chancellor. 

This  Journal  is  largely  statistical,  and  that  part,  of  course,  unin- 
teresting. 

The  report  of  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  shows  a  mem- 
bership of  20,276,  and  in  examining  this  report  the  great  drain  on 
the  order  through  suspensions,  is  clearly  shown.  They  initiated 
during  the  year  1,615,  but  suspended  1,120.  What  an  army  these 
Pythians  would  be  if  we  could  only  keep  what  we  get. 

The  report  of  Fraternal  Correspondent  is  a  good  one,  and  the 
beautiful  verses  with  which  he  winds  it  up  proves  him  a  poet  of 
no  mean  powers.

He  says:  "The  year  marks  the  most  active  of 
my  life,  but  there  has  been  so  little  of  unfraternal  and  disagreeable 
connected  therewith,  and  so  full  a  measure  of  pleasant  and  desirable 
experience  of  life  has  been  mine,  that  I  grow  sad  when  I  contem- 
plate that  I  have  now  so  nearly  reached  the  end  of  my  path,  so 
richly  strewn,  and  must  again  content  myself  with  so  much  less  of 
Pythian  intercourse  with  the  brethren  who  have  formed  so  large  a 
part  of  my  life."  He  pays  a  beautiful  tribute  tc  those  of  his  broth- 
ers who,  growing  weary  of  life's  struggles  have  gone  to  their  well- 
deserved  rest. 

The  growth  of  the  order  in  this  Domain  was.  phenomenal.  While 
tne  losses  by  suspensions,  death,  etc.,  were  large,  still  they  show  a 
net  gain  of  2,183,  which  brings  the  grand  total  to  60,115.  "Over 
one-ninth  of  the  entire  membership  of  the  world."  The  reports  of 
his  district  deputies  were  full  and  complete.  He  is  particularly 
proud  of  their  "Ohio  Pythian  Home,"  and  from  the  report  of  the 
committee  on  this  subject  he  has  just  cause  to  be.  In  this  report 
they  show  138  residents,  unfortunates  who  are  clothed,  fed  and 
taken  care  of  by  this  Grand  Lodge.

The  valuable  assistance  he  rendered  proves  that  his  confidence  was 
not  misplaced.  He  instituted  during  his  term,  eight  lodges.  He  re- 
grets having  to  withdraw  the  charter  of  one  of  his  oldest  lodges, 
viz:  No.  13,  of  Manning,  S.  C,  but  hopes  that  another  and  strong 
one  will  be  instituted. 

The  present  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  pays  a  very  beau- 
tiful tribute  to  his  predecessor,  which  was  as  well  deserved.  This 
report  shows  a  fine  condition  of  their  Domain,  both  in  finances  and 
increase  in  membership.

From  a  special  notice  printed  on  the  cover  of  their  Journal,  we 
learn  that  a  different  rule  obtains  in  this  Domain  to  that  which  gov- 
erns in  our  Domain.  They  require  the  semi-annual  dues  after  the 
officers  are  installed  in  January  and  July,  whereas  we  require  it  be- 
fore, which  is  decidedly  the  better  plan,  as  in  order  to  obtain  the 
S.  A.  P.  W.,  the  dues  must  be  forthcoming.  The  Grand  Chan- 
cellor in  his  report  does  not  think  they  have  made  the  increase  in 
membership  that  they  should  have  made,  owing  to  several  obstacles 
which  he  does  not  mention.  They  have  added  nearly  400  to  their 
rolls,  in  spite  of  adverse  circumstances.  He  says  that  the  finan- 
cial condition  of  their  Grand  Lodge  is  rather  uncomfortable,  and 
suggests  that  the  per  capita  tax  be  raised  to  35  cents,  which  he 
thinks  is  not  excessive.  They  have  a  practice  in  this  Grand 
Domain  which  is  certainly  reprehensible.  In  the  report  of  the 
Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  they  publish  a  list  of  suspensions 
and  expulsions,  giving  not  only  the  name  of  the  offender  and  num- 
ber of  Lodge  to  which  he  belonged,  but  also  the  offense  for  which 
he  was  suspended  or  expelled.  This  smacks  of  vindictiveness,  strik- 
ing the  poor  fellow  after  he  is  down,  by  publishing  his  sin  to  the 
world  instead  of  covering  it  with  the  veil  of  silence,  which  is  char- 
ity. They  have  made  no  provision  for  their  widows  and  orphans 
in  this  domain,  and  the  resolution  looking  to  this  end  was  killed  by 
the  committee  to  which  it  was  referred.  They  have  no  Committee 
on  "Fraternal  Correspondence"  to  enlighten  their  darkness  as  to 
the  doing  of  other  Domains.

Ebert,  on  behalf  of  the  Knights  of  the  city,  invited  the 
Grand  Lodge  to  attend  a  reception  on  the  campus  of  the 
Salem  Academy. 

Immediately  after  adjournment  the  visitors  and  local 
members  boarded  the  street  cars,  and  in  a  few  minutes  they 
joined  a  large  crowd  gathered  upon  the  beautiful  campus  on 
the  east  side  of  the  old  college  buildings.

RESPONSE    TO    ADDRESS    OF    WELCOME. 

Mr.  J.  L.  Fleming,  of  Greenville,  responded  to  the  ad- 
dress of  welcome,  and  he  made  a  great  hit.  He  paid  a 
high  compliment  to  Winston-Salem  and  the  old  Moravian 
school.  He  congratulated  the  people  upon  having  such  a 
delightful  place  to  entertain  visitors.  He  referred  to  the 
early  Moravian  settlers,  who  did  not  believe  in  jails  and 
courthouses,  because  there  was  no  need  for  them. 

There  was  an  earnest  and  loud  response  when  the  speaker 
said:  "We  would  not  be  surprised  if  Winston-Salem  should 
furnish  the  next  Governor  of  North  Carolina.  We  would 
not  be  surprised  if  it  would  capture  half  of  the  members  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  after  your  honored  mayor  has  offered  free 
doctor's  bills  and  a  free  guard  house  to  boot." 

The  speaker  gave  due  praise  to  the  ladies  for  the  part  they 
took  in  entertaining  the  Grand  Lodge.

REPORT    OF    SPECIAL    ORPHAN    COMMITTEE.  * 

The  Special  Orphan  Committee,  through  Rev.  .P  R.  Law, 
submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted: 

Document  No.  13. 

To  the  Grand  Chancellor,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge: 
Your  Special  Committee,  to  which  was  referred  a  year  ago  the 
whole  matter  of  the  advisability  of  founding  an  Orphans'  Home,  at 
this  time  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 
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The  preliminary  and  possibly  final  work  to  be  done  by  us  re- 
volved obviously  around  the  two  points,  viz.: 

(1)  The  need  of  an  Orphans'  Home  at  this  time;  and 

(2)  The  approximate  cost  of  one  adequate  to  ascertained  needs, 
both  now  and  in  the  early  future. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  addressed  a  letter  to  each  of  the  Sub- 
ordinate Lodges  of  the  Domain  enquiring  if  they  had  in  them  any 
dependent  orphan  or  orphans  for  an  Orphans'  Home.  We  also  ad- 
dressed letters  to  builders  and  superintendents  of  Orphans'  Homes 
as  experts  to  ascertain  the  approximate  annual  cost  of  building  an 
Orphans'  Home  and  the  cost  of  maintaining  it  on  a  basis  of  ten 
orphans  in  a  community  of  average  expensiveness,  both  as  to  cost 
of  building  and  cost  of  living.  We  asked  for  the  cost,  also,  pro- 
vided the  number  of  orphans  should  be  increased  two,  three  or  four 
times— that  is,  to  twenty,  thirty  or  forty. 

Upon  the  facts  obtained  from  these  enquiries  we  have,  in  large 
measure,  reached  the  conclusion  to  be  hereinafter  submitted. 

The  several  Lodges  of  the  Domain  were  applied  to  for  the  needed 
information  by  the  following  letter:

To  the  Subordinate  Lodges: 

Brethren: — Please  do  us  the  favor  to  write  us  officially  how 
many,  if  any,  orphans  of  Pythian  Knights  there  are  in  your  Lodge 
or  community  who  are  indigent  and  dependent  and  would  therefore 
be  eligible  to  a  place  in  an  Orphans'  Home  if  one  should  be  estab- 
lished in  our  Domain.  By  answering  this  enquiry  through  your 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  and  doing  so  at  once,  you  will  confer 
a  great  favor  upon  us.

The  above  request  was   mailed  to  you   October   5,   1903,  and  no 
answer  thereto  has  been  received.     We  hereby  repeat  the  request, 
asking  more  earnestly  still  for  a  prompt  reply.

Lumber  Bridge,  N.  C,  December  7,  1903. 
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Replies  were  received  from  fifty-two  out  of  our  119  Lodges.  All 
of  these  several  replies  reported  there  were  no  dependent  orphan 
or  orphans  in  them  that  would  be  placed  in  an  Orphans'  Home  if 
we  had  one. 

A  letter  according  to  the  aforesaid  outline  (we  did  not  keep  a 
transcript  of  it),  asking  for  the  approximate  cost  of  building  and 
maintaining  an  Orphans'  Home,  was  addressed  to  the  superintend- 
ents of  the  Oxford,  Goldsboro,  Thomasville  and  Barium  Springs 
Orphanages.  Replies  were  received  thereto  from  Oxford  and  Golds- 
boro. 

Your  Committee,  with  the  information  aforesaid  and  in  reliance 
on  facts  gathered  by  oral  enquiries  and  its  own  general  knowledge 
of  building,  reached  the  conclusion  that  within  the  limitations 
named  it  would  cost  an  approximate  of  two  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  to  erect  the  needed  buildings  for  ten  orphans,  and  it  would 
cost  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  a  ypar  to  maintain 
it  in  such  way  as  would  be  most  agreeable  to  the  instincts  of  the 
Lodge  and  most  in  keeping  with  the  better  class  of  Orphanages  of 
our  time.  That  for  twenty  orphans  it  would  cost  $3,500  for  building 
and  $2,750  for  maintaining.  These  estimates  are  exclusive  of  the 
land  for  the  plant. 

After  a  full  and  careful  survey  of  the  matter  in  all  its  bearings, 
we  have  been  forced  by  the  stern  principles  of  sound  business  pro- 
cedure to  the  following  conclusions: 

Inasmuch  as  we  have  no  orphans,  and  our  funds  are  safely  secured 
and  interest  bearing,  and  our  funds  are  always  tangible  to  proceed 
at  our  will  to  build  an  Orphanage  at  once  as  we  may  find  there  is 
need;  and  there  is  a  provision  at  hand  to  promptly  furnish  a  home 
for  any  child  of  a  Knight  that  may  suddenly  fall  into  dependence 
and  helplessness,  we  would  recommend  that  we  do  not  now  under- 
take to  build  a  home.

To  the  Grand  Chancellor,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge: 
It  may  not  be  over  bold  to  say  tbat  a  kind  Providence  has  kept 
secure  and  increased  the  Orphans'  Fund  for  us  during  another  year 
as  a  proof  of  the  Divine  love  for  the  fatherless  and  preparation  for 
their  sustenance  and  education.  This  fund  is  set  apart  by  joyful 
and  loving  Pythians  for  the  making  of  a  home  for  their  children 
should  they  be  left  homeless  and  helpless,  and  is  felt  in  the  deeper 
depths  of  all  their  hearts  to  be  sacred.  The  hand  that  would  wrest 
it  would  be  a  sacriligious  hand.  Whatever  else  we  do,  we  must  see 
to  it  that  this  treasure  is  safeguarded.  It  is  not  a  home,  but  it  rep- 
resents one.  With  it  one  can  be  provided  at  will.  The  growth  of  it 
pleases.  No  story  of  the  doings  of  the  Domain  is  so  sweet  and 
inspiring  as  that  of  the  increase  of  this  provision  against  the  home- 
lessness  and  coldness  of  a  world  so  chilly  and  indifferent  even  to 
little  ones  left  with  no  support  and  father  and  mother  dead.  Our 
report  thus  has  to  do  with  that  which  enriches  most  our  loyalty  to 
the  Order  and  promotes  most  our  interest  in  its  advancement.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON   STATE  OF  THE  ORDER. 

Bro.  A.  E  McCausland,  for  the  Committee  on  State  of 
the  Order,  presented  the  following  report,  which  was 
adopted: 

Document   22. 

To  the  Grand  Chancellor  and  Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge: 

Your  Committee  on  State  of  the  Order  in  making  its  annual 
report  finds  that  the  Order  throughout  the  Grand  Domain  is  in 
better  condition  both  financially  and  numerically  than  at  any  time 
in  its  history. 

Reports  show  that  10  new  lodges  have  been  instituted  with  a 
net  gain  of  more  than  1100  members. 

This  most  phenomenal  increase  is  due  to  the  great  efforts  and 
untiring  zeal  of  your  present  G.  0.  W.  M.  Lyles  and  your  Committee 
would  extend  to  him  and  the  members  of  the  Grand  Domain  its 
most  hearty  congratulations  upon  so  successful  a  year's  work  and 
the  bright  outlook  for  the  future.  The  large  number  of  reinstate- 
ments and  small  number  of  suspensions,  comparatively,  is  particu- 
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larly  gratifying.  The  District  meetings  have  proven  so  valuable 
that  we  would  recommend  their  continuance  and  urge  that  they 
be  held  in  each  District,  prior  to  January  1st,  if  possible. 

We  recommend  that  Charters  be  granted  to  the  new  Lodges  in- 
stituted  during  the   year. 

We  recommend  that  charters  be  furnished  at  cost  to  Rocky 
Mount,  No.  84;  Tryon,  No„  118,  and  Carolina,  No.  146,  on  account 
of  loss  by  fire.  Quite  a  number  of  lodges  are  careless  as  to  in- 
suring their  lodge  property. 

We  would  specially  recommend  that  the  G.  K.  of  R.  and  S.  issue 
a  circular  letter  to  the  subordinate  Lodges  throughout  the  Domain 
requesting  each  Lodge  to  report  to  him  at  once  the  value  of  Lodge 
property  and  amount  of  insurance  thereon,  and  if  he  finds  that 
any  Lodge  has  no  insurance  and  refuses  to  insure  then  he  is 
authorized  to  insure  said  property  for  the  benefit  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  at  the  expense  of  such  subordinate  lodge  to  be  charged 
against  the   Lodge   as   a   debt  to   the   Grand   Lodge. 

The  Carolina  Pythian  is  exerting  such  an  influence  throughout  the 
Domain  in  disseminating  the  principles  of  our  Order,  that  we  take 
great  pleasure  in  commending  this  most  excellent  publication  and 
urge  every  Pythian  to  become  a  subscriber. 

We  recommend  that  the  office  of  District  Deputy  G.  C.  be  con- 
tinued. We  believe  that  the  time  has  come  when  the  Domain 
needs  the  services  of  a  Grand  Lecturer  or  Deputy,  to  continue  the 
prosperity  of  the  Order  and  we  recommend  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
at  its  present  session  take  some  action  to  accomplish  this  purpose. 

The  statement  of  the  Endowment  Rank  shows  it  to  be  in  a  most 
excellent  condition,  and  we  commend  this  branch  of  the  Order  to 
every  member  as  a  safe  and  reliable   means  of  protection. 

We  recommend  that  the  expenses  of  the  D.  D.  G.  C's.  in  attend- 
ance upon  this  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be  paid,  they  having 
complied    with    the    Grand    Statutes.

The  sum  of  Nine  Hundred  Dollars  is 
hereby  appropriated  for  the  salary  per  annum  of  said  Deputy  and 
the  sum  of  Six  Hundred  dollars  or  as  much  thereby  as  may  be 
necessary  for  his  travelling  expenses.

GRAND  CHANCELLOR'S  REPORT. 


Charlotte,  N.  C,  May  3,  1904. 
To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias  of 
North  Carolina : 

With  an  usual  degree  of  pleasure,  I  herewith  hand  you  my  report 
for  term  ending  June  15th.  The  honor  conferred  upon  me  last  June 
has  been  deeply  appreciated,  and  upon  entering  into  the  discharge 
of  the  duties  assigned  me,  I  indeed  felt  the  great  responsibility  rest- 
ing upon  me,  and  knowing  the  rapid  growth  the  Order  had  made  un- 
der the  leadership  of  my  predecessor,  I  accepted  the  office  with  a 
full  realization  of  the  work  before  me,  but  knowing  the  noble  breth- 
ren over  the  Domain,  and  knowing  also  that  I  would  only  have  to 
sound  the  "bugle  call,"  I  felt  that  we  could  and  would  make  this  a 
notable  year  in  Pythian  circles.  In  this  I  have  not  been  disap- 
pointed. With  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  membership,  I  am 
pleased  to  report  a  most  healthy  condition  of  affairs.  I  have  missed 
greatly  the  services  of  our  Grand  Lecturer,  but  I  am  indebted  to  a 
number  of  our  enthusiastic  members  for  great  and  valuable  assist- 
ance in  making  official  visits  and  conducting  a  "School  of  Instruc- 
tion" in  each  Lodge  thus  visited,  thereby  making  the  work  in  this 
department  of  our  Order  more  efficient.  There  is  also  a  decided  in- 
terest manifested  throughout  the  Domain  to  confer  the  ranks  with- 
out the  use  of  the  Ritual,  which  is  very  gratifying  to  me,  and  I  am 
sure  it  is  to  every  member  throughout  our  bounds.  There  is  also 
an  increased  interest  in  reference  to  improvements  in  our  Castle 
halls,  and  many  Lodges  have  made  excellent  and  permanent  im- 
provements in  this  direction. 

I  will  ask  that  you  note  the  large  list  of  "reinstatements"  and  the 
small  list  of  "suspensions,"  and  you  will  readily  see  the  healthy  con- 
dition throughout  the  Domain.  I  have  made  an  especial  effort  to 
reduce  our  suspensions  to  the  minimum,  and  while  our  loss  was 
greater  than  we  had  hoped  for,  yet  we  are  pleased  to  note  the  de- 
crease from  this  source.  At  the  beginning  of  my  term  I  wanted  to 
arouse  as  much  activity  as  possible  in  each  Lodge  along  the  line  of 
securing  "reinstatements,"  consequently  I  issued  a  letter,  in  which 
I  proposed  to  give  to  the  Lodge  making  the  largest  percentage  of 
gain  from  "reinstatements"  and  depositing  "withdrawal"  and  "Grand 
Lodge  cards,"  a  handsome  gavel,  with  the  name  and  number  of  the 
Lodge,  and  the  date  of  institution  inscribed  thereon,  and  the  large 
numbers  gained  in  this  way  is  indeed  most  gratifying. 

My   first   official    act   was   to   re-district   the    Domain.     The   rapid 
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growth  of  the  Order  made  it  necessary  to  create  two  (2)  additional 
districts,  consequently  I  arranged  them  as  follows,  together  with 
District  Deputy  Grand  Chancellor  for  each  district,  and  Deputy 
Grand  Chancellor  for  each  Lodge:

DISTRICT  MEETINGS. 

When  the  Grand  Lodge  adopted  the  district  meetings  throughout 
the  Domain,  a  few  years  ago,  they  took  a  step  in  the  right  direction, 
and  to-day  there  is  no  more  important  factor  in  scope  of  Pythian 
efforts  than  these  meetings,  and  I  urge  that  they  be  continued.  I 
herewith  give  you  report  of  each  one  held.  Every  district  has  been 
greatly  benefited,  and  those  who  absent  themselves  from  them  are 
the  losers. 

THE  FIRST  DISTRICT  MEETING. 

Whiteville,  N.  C,  December  8th,  1903. 

The  K.  of  P.  meeting  here  to-night  was  an  immense  success — a 
great  credit  to  District  Deputy  Grand  Chancellor  John  F.  Littleton, 
who  arranged  it,  and  the  twenty-five  hospitable  Pythians  of  White- 
ville, who  made  possible  such  a  glorious  fruition  of  the  efforts  of  the 
District  Deputy.  The  meeting  was  held  in  the  court-house,  and  up- 
wards of  200  people  were  in  attendance,  the  Lodges  at  Chadbourn 
and  Clarkton  being  well  represented.  The  delegation  from  Wil- 
mington was,  of  course,  the  largest,  all  the  four  Lodges  being  about 
equal  in  attendance. 

Every  member  of  the  enthusiastic  Whiteville  Lodge  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Reception  Committee.  The  special  train  from  Wilming- 
ton— bringing  eighty  Pythians — was  met  at  the  depot  with  carriages, 
wagonettes  and  other  vehicles,  and  the  visitors  were  quickly  trans- 
ported to  tne  hall,  where  there  was  a  cordial  exchange  of  greetings 
and  a  renewal  of  friendships.  Preliminaries  having  been  gone 
through  with,  the  guests  were  invited  to  an  enclosed  apartment  of 
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the  room,  where  an  elegant  ovation  was  enjoyed.  The  menu  was 
tempting,  consisting  of  all  the  substantials  and  delicacies  of  the 
season.  The  Whiteville  Knights  were  most  hospitable  in  their  at- 
tentions, and  all  were  delighted  with  the  repast,  especially  those 
who  left  Wilmington  before  the  hour  for  the  evening  meal. 

In  half  an  hour  District  Deputy  Littleton  called  the  Knights  from 
refreshments  to  business,  and  the  district  meeting  was  duly  organ- 
ized with  the  following  officers  at  their  respective  stations:

The  opening  formalities  over,  District  Deputy  Littleton  announced 
that  a  select  team  from  Stonewall,  Clarendon  a.nd  Jefferson  Lodges, 
of  Wilmington,  had  come  prepared  to  exemplify  the  work  of  the 
second  and  third  ranks.  The  team  was  soon  ready  and,  until  the 
wee  small  hours,  the  secret  work  of  the  Order  was  given. 

There  were  two  candidates  for  the  third  rank — Donald  McRackan, 
Esq.,  of  Whiteville,  and  Prof.  McBray,  of  Chadbourn.  There  was 
also  one  candidate  for  the  second  rank — Mr.  J.  L.  Patterson,  of 
Whiteville.  The  team  work  was  excellent,  and  that  portion  of  the 
informal  address  by  Grand  Vice-Chancellor  Robertson,  Capt.  W.  F. 
Corbett,  C.  R.  Kriner,  J.  D.  Nutt,  J.  H.  Currie,  C.  D.  Koonce  and 
others.  The  train  left  Whiteville  at  1  o'clock  and  arrived  in  Wil- 
mington a  few  minutes  after  2  o'clock,  and  consisted  of  two  hand- 
some new  Atlantic  Coast  Line  passenger  coaches  and  engine  No.  63, 
with  Engineer  Lum  Weathers  at  the  throttle,  and  the  popular  "Bob" 
Branch  as  conductor.  It  was  a  merry,  jolly  crowd,  and  a  red-letter 
day  for  the  Pythians  of  the  First  District. 

Brother  J.  R.  Hamby  deserves  especial  praise  for  his  part  in  mak- 
ing a  great  success  of  the  affair.  He  was  in  charge  of  the  transpor- 
tation and  added  much  to  the  excellent  manner  in  which  the  train 
was  handled. 

ONE  PRESENT. 

THE  GREAT  MEETING  OF  THE  FIFTH. 

In  obedience  to  the  order  of  District  Deputy  Grand  Chancellor 
Cochran,  a  goodly  number  of  the  faithful  gathered  at  the  Seaboard 
Air  Line  depot,  in  Charlotte,  on  the  morning  of  January  19th,  en 
route  to  Monroe,  to  attend  the  district  meeting.  For  awhile  it 
seemed  that  we  would  not  get  any  further  than  the  waiting-room, 
but  after  two  hours'  delay  the  old  Seaboard  train  commenced  creep- 
ing away  towards  Monroe.     From  the  number  of  stops  that  were 
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made  in  the  dead  country,  it  seems  certain  that  the  engineer  must 
have  sent  the  fireman  ahead  to  inspect  every  time  he  saw  a  cross-tie 
that  looked  at  all  weak.  As  a  result  the  train  averaged  about  six 
miles  an  hour  the  entire  trip. 

But  a  slow,  jerking  freight  has  but  little  effect  upon  the  spirits  of 
a  jolly  crowd  of  Pythians  out  for  a  frolic.  All  the  topics  of  conver- 
sation known  to  men  were  discussed  while  we  were  going  to  Monroe. 
At  length,  when  things  were  growing  a  trifle  dull,  a  bright  idea 
struck  Frank  McNinch,  and  he  loudly  proclaimed  his  devotion  to  the 
cause  of  temperance  in  our  "Queen  City".  He  was  immediately  as- 
sailed by  a  travelling  man,  who  is  a  strenuous  advocate  of  the  wide- 
open  town.  Everybody  joined  in  and  the  debate  was  vigorous,  and 
at  times  violent,  for  the  rest  of  the  journey. 

The  prosperous  and  progressive  city  of  Monroe  was  reached  just 
in  time  for  dinner,  and  the  crowd  scattered  to  fortify  themselves  for 
what  was  before  them.  About  3:30  the  visitors  began  to  saunter 
into  the  handsome  quarters  of  the  local  Lodge.  Most  of  them  were 
smoking  cigars,  for  the  cigar  is  omnipresent  at  any  gathering  of 
American  men.  All  were  laughing  and  enjoying  each  other  in  a  way 
that  made  one  feel  good  it  was  to  be  a  Pythian. 

On  account  of  the  extreme  slowness  of  the  train  from  Charlotte, 
the  morning  and  afternoon  sessions  had  to  be  united.  The  meeting 
was  called  to  order  by  that  most  enthusiastic  and  efficient  officer, 
District  Deputy  Grand  Chancellor  R.  J.  Cochran.  T.  L.  Caudle,  Esq  , 
of  Wadesboro,  was  the  first  speaker,  his  subject  being  "Pythian 
Beneficence."  Brother  Caudle  is  a  speaker  of  unusual  ability,  hav- 
ing a  fine  voice  and  forceful,  easy  delivery.  His  treatment  of  the 
subject  was  masterful.  Pythian  beneficence,  he  declared  to  be  as 
broad  as  the  universe,  and  formed  upon  that  great  principle  of  fra- 
ternal human  sympathy,  a  spark  of  which  is  to  be  found  in  every 
human  breast. 

The  next  speaker  was  Rev.  W.  A.  Gillon,  of  Concord,  a  man  whose 
face  at  once  bespoke  the  scholar  and  the  divine.  He  showed  up,  in 
a  simple,  clear  way,  how  Pythianism  had  its  origin.  The  most  im- 
portant topic,  perhaps,  of  all  that  was  to  be  discussed  was  left  with- 
out an  advocate,  so  the  presiding  officer  called  for  volunteers. 
Among  those  who  responded  was  that  well-informed  and  active 
member  of  old  Rathbone,  Brother  A.  E.  McCausland. 

Professor  J.  G.  Baird,  Rathbone  No.  37,  presented  the  claims  of  the 
"Carolina  Pythian",  a  paper  which  certainly  deserves  the  support  of 
all    "Carolina    Pythians".     A    motion    to    adjourn,    coupled    with    a 
promise  of  something  better  to  follow,  was  made  and  carried. 
Ladies'  Social  Session. 

It  really  seemed  as  if  the  good  people  of  Monroe  could  not  do 
enough  for  our  pleasure.     From  5  to  7  we  were  entertained  in  social 
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session  by  the  ladies.  And,  My!  hasn't  Monroe  a  lot  of  pretty  girls? 
That  was  the  remark  that  was  being  made  on  all  sides  of  the  writer 
during  the  evening,  and  one  in  which  he  most  heartily  joined.  Music 
selections  from  the  masters  were  rendered  by  Misses  Atkinson, 
Crowell  and  Long.  These  young  ladies  showed  themselves  masters 
in  their  work. 

A  recitation  by  Miss  Blakeney,  entitled  "Hagar,"  made  one  un- 
derstand how  much  like  "thirty  cents"  old  Father  Abraham  must 
have  felt  when  he  sent  away  his  handmaiden  into  the  wilderness. 

R.  W.  Lemmond,  Esq.,  delivered  an  appropriate  address  of  wel- 
come. The  pleasant  duty  of  responding  to  this  was  jointly  assigned 
Messrs.  McNinch  and  Caudle.  Mr.  McNinch  is  always  a  pleasant 
and  effective  speaker,  but  many  of  his  admirers  who  were  present 
thought  that  he  excelled  himself  on  this  occasion.  Mr.  Caudle,  being 
a  native  product  of  Monroe  and  knowing  old  Union  County  like  his 
own  back-yard,  convulsed  the  audience  with  his  wise  hits. 

Delightful  refreshments  were  then  served. 

Night  Session. 

After  the  crowd  had  recovered  from  the  festivities  of  the  afternoon 
and  gotten  itself  together,  short  speeches  were  made  upon  several 
topics. 

Some  impressions  of  Pythianism  were  given  by  Rev.  George  H. 
Atkinson,  of  Monroe,  who,  by  the  way,  promises  to  be  a  wheel-horse 
in  the  K.  of  P's.,  as  he  is  in  everything  else  he  undertakes.  B.  R. 
Preston,  Esq.,  of  Charlotte,  called  attention  to  some  of  the  duties  im- 
posed by  the  obligation. 

A  temperance  speech  that  was  a  rouser  was  then  delivered  by  F. 
R.  McNinch,  who  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  temperance  was 
one  of  our  cardinal  principles. 

The  Grand  Chancellor  made  one  of  his  characteristic  speeches — 
vigorous,  enthusiastic,  practical. 

But  best  of  all  was  a  genuine  old  experience  meeting,  in  which 
man  after  man  testified  to  the  real  benefit  the  Order  had  been  to 
him. 

Rev.  Mr.  Gillon  proposed  a  graceful  resolution  of  thanks  to  the 
members  of  Monroe  Lodge,  and  to  the  ladies,  which  was  adopted  by 
a  rising  vote. 

Banquet. 

My!  What  a  banquet  they  gave  us!  Looking  back  upon  the  af- 
fair, it  seems  almost  an  ideal.  All  the  things  a  man  liked  to  eat, 
well  cooked,  well  served  and  plenty  of  it.  Brother  Kennedy,  of  Gas- 
tonia,  and  your  scribe  ate  at  least  a  quart  of  fried  oysters — but  such 
details  should  not  be  entered  into,  and  besides,  we  both  swore  to 
secrecy  in  the  matter. 
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Brother  Atkinson  made  a  very  graceful  toastmaster;  and,  then, 
there  was  Ezell,  and  his  immortal  "IT".  He  is  a  genuine  wit,  this 
man  with  his  "IT".  Why  he  is  funny  it  is  hard  to  say,  but  that  he  is 
the  genuine  shouts  of  laughter  that  greeted  his  sallies  most  clearly 
proved. 

Notes. 

The  keynote  of  the  meeting  was  temperance.  The  delegates  pres- 
ent seemed  to  be  unanimous  in  their  anti-liquor  views;  there  was 
no  wrangling;  no  one  seemed  to  be  trying  to  rule  the  other  regard- 
less of  their  wishes  in  the  matter,  as  is  often  the  case  at  such  gath- 
erings. 

There  was  one  joke  that  was  dwelt  upon  a  trifle  too  much,  per- 
haps, and  that  was  the  extraordinary  capacity  of  the  Grand  Chan- 
cellor for  taking  on  good  suppers;  but  he  bore  it  all  like  the  royal 
fellow  he  is. 

The  last  words  of  this  article  should  be  devoted  to  the  members 
of  Monroe  Lodge  and  the  genuine  old-fashioned  hospitality  which 
they  so  generously  extended  to  us.  May  our  Order  there  live  long 
and  prosper.  E.  R.  P. 

THE  OLD  RELIABLE  FOURTH. 

The  Pythians  of  the  Fourth  District  held  their  meeting  in  the 
historic  old  town  of  Fayetteville  the  20th  day  of  January.  It  will 
not  be  forgotten.  The  number  in  assemblage  was  not  large,  but  it 
is  not  always  the  greatest  numbers  that  do  the  most  good,  or  snatch 
the  widest  enjoyment,  as  time  bears  all  away.  Five  of  the  ten 
Lodges  were  not  represented.  The  reason  for  the  absence  of  the 
others  was  not  given.  Perhaps  the  badly-deranged  running  of  the 
trains  that  day  had  something  to  do  with  it.  Cumberland,  the  local 
Lodge,  was  represented,  and  represented  fully,  and  got  much  en- 
joyment out  of  the  meeting.  Scotland  Lodge  was  represented  by 
W.  H.  McLaurin  and  F.  L.  Bundy;  Red  Springs  by  L.  M.  Cook,  R.  B. 
Branch,  W.  A.  Jones,  B.  G.  Sanderlin  and  Rev.  P.  R.  Law;  Raeford 
by  A.  W.  Johnston,  J.  W.  Chisholm,  A.  Auman;  Dunn  by  W.  H.  Royal 
and  T.  B.  Smith;  Benson,  Rowland,  Maxton,  Smithfield  and  Lumber- 
ton  had  no  representative. 

Among  the  visiting  brothers  were;  Grand  Chancellor  William  M. 
Lyles,  Charlotte;  Grand  Vice-Chancellor  William  F.  Robertson,  Col. 
Walker  Taylor,  W.  F.  Corbett,  M.  E.  Miers,  W.  B.  Ezell,  E.  Living- 
ston and  M.  A.  Whisnant. 

The  Grand  Chancellor  was  happily  introduced  by  Past  Grand 
Chancellor  Cook,  and  made  an  address  which  elicited  warm  ap- 
plause. After  a  felicitous  exordium  he  said  in  part:  He  came  not  so 
much  to  make  a  speech  as  to  talk,  and  thereby  lay  before  the  con- 
vention the  work  and  progress  of  the  Order  in  the  Domain.     Success 
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had  crowned  the  activities  of  the  Pythians,  and  the  Order  was  flour- 
ishing almost  everywhere  in  the  State.  Four  new  Lodges  had  been 
instituted  to  date.  Several  charter  blanks  are  now  out,  and  he  is 
expecting  to  hear  from  them  daily.  This  has  been  done  despite  his 
faithful  adherence  to  the  policy  he  had  mapped  out  and  proclaimed 
at  his  inauguration,  to  bend  his  energies  not  so  much  in  the  direction 
of  organizing  new  Lodges  as  in  the  line  of  strengthening  and  en- 
larging old  ones  by  the  reinstatement  of  suspended  members  and 
otherwise.  In  this  work  a  great  revolution  had  been  wrought  in 
the  Subordinate  Lodges.  The  importance  of  this  work  was  dwelt 
upon  at  length  and  emphasized  with  great  earnestness.  From  June 
to  December  the  net  gain  in  membership  in  the  Domain  had  been 
more  than  five  hundred.  Only  one  charter  had  been  taken  up.  He 
told  in  ringing  words  that  the  underlying  principles  of  the  great 
organization — Friendship,  Charity,  Benevolence — left  no  room  for 
surprise  or  wonder  that  the  guild  should  be  so  popular  and  prosper- 
ous over  the  world.  The  past  was  prophetic  of  the  future,  and  far 
larger  achievements  are  yet  to  come.  It  is  in  a  peculiar  and  fasci- 
nating sense  a  young  man's  Order.  Its  snap  and  dash  in  every-day 
life  and  amid  exigencies  that  affect  great  and  dire  suffering,  show 
it  to  be  what  it  is — a  modern  institution. 

It  is  a  protection  and  shield  to  the  young  man,  as  well  as  a  source 
of  congeniality  and  enjoyment  to  his  bouyancy  and  budding  life.  It 
stands  distinctly  for  sobriety  and  is,  therefore,  a  refuge  from  the 
abounding  temptations  of  the  times  to  intemperance. 

But  it  stands,  he  said  with  fervor,  for  all  the  virtues  that  lift  up 
the  young  and  leads  to  the  highest  type  of  manhood.  He  had  found 
nowhere,  in  the  wide  range  of  travel  that  had  fallen  to  him  in  other 
Domains,  as  well  as  this,  a  single  Knight  who  had  not  avowed  that 
the  Order  had  been  a  great  help  to  him. 

It  cannot  be  denied  that  the  Order  does  not  make  better  husbands, 
brothers  and  citizens.  He  closed  with  the  avowal  that  he  would 
visit  every  Lodge  in  the  Domain,  if  possible,  before  his  term  of  office 
expired,  and  with  thanks  to  the  brethren  in  every  place  for  the 
hearty  co-operation  received. 

A  discussion  of  the  question  of  "Compulsory  Benefits"  was  par- 
ticipated, and  many  earnest  speeches  were  made  on  both  sides  of 
the  question.  As  there  was  no  vote  on  the  matter,  the  relative 
strength  of  the  opposing  views  cannot  be  reported. 

Robert  Haight  reported  Cumberland  Lodge  as  being  in  good  con- 
dition, financially  and  otherwise. 

W.  H.  McLaurin  reported  Scotland  Lodge  as  holding  her  own,  but 
not  growing  of  late.  Finances  in  fine  shape  and  bright  prospects 
ahead. 

L.  M.  Cook  reported  that  Red  Springs  was  all  right.     Finances  in 
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excellent  condition.  Only  suspended  one  during  last  term,  and  is 
now  at  work  initiating  good  men. 

J.  W.  Johnson  reported  that  Raeford  was  in  first-class  condition, 
and  finances  in  good  shape.  Only  suspended  two  last  term,  and  the 
meetings  well  attended. 

W.  H.  Royal  reported  that  Cape  Fear  Lodge,  Dunn,  was  doing 
well.  Organized  just  a  year  ago  with  eleven  members,  but  now  have 
thirty.  Everything  about  the  condition  and  prospects  of  the  Lodge 
was  satisfactory. 

After  the  night  session  the  generous  Knights  of  the  far-famed  city 
of  the  upper  Cape  Fear  gave  a  great  banquet.  No  body  of  folks  in 
the  State  can  beat  the  Fayetteville  folks  at  banquet-making.  Plates 
were  laid,  we  guess,  for  300  guests  in  the  beautiful  Pythian  rooms, 
all  thrown  into  one.  The  occasion  was  graced  with  the  presence  of 
the  wives,  daughters,  sisters  and  sweethearts  of  Pythians.  There 
were  the  best  things  to  eat  spread  out;  the  most  beautiful  sight, 
lovely  women,  to  see,  and  a  program  of  bright,  witty,  eloquent 
speeches  to  be  heard. 

C.  T.  Cooper,  a  veritable  facile  prince  as  a  toastmaster,  was  in 
charge.  Past  Grand  Chancellor  W.  S.  Cook  made  the  address  of 
welcome,  and  Grand  Chancellor  W.  M.  Lyles  made  the  response  for 
the  visitors.     Many  were  the  toasts. 

We  recall  that  Grand  Vice-Chancellor  Robertson  spoke  on  "What 
is  Missed  by  Absence  From  the  Lodge-room";  A.  S.  Huske  on 
"Benefits";  N.  B.  Alexander  on  the  "Spirit  of  the  Order";  Rev.  P.  R. 
Law  on  "The  Orphans,"  and  W.  A.  Jones  on  the  "Endowment  Rank." 
There  were  many  others,  but  time  and  space  would  fail  us,  if  we 
could  recall  them  all  from  memory.  L. 

FIRST  MEETING  IN  THE  SIXTH  DISTRICT. 

Southern  Pines,  N.  C,  February  12th,  1904. 

The  first  meeting  ever  held  in  the  Sixth  District  was  held  at  this

DELEGATE. 
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Graham,  N.  C,  March  7th,  1904. 

February  the  26th,  1904,  was  a  day  that  will  be  remembered.  It 
snowed,  sleeted,  thundered,  lightened,  rained,  "freezed",  and  many 
other  things;  and  last,  but  not  least,  the  Knights  of  Pythias  of  the 
Third  District  of  the  Grand  Domain  of  North  Carolina  met  in  West 
Durham  and  held  a  meeting  in  fine  and  effectual  style. 

Past  Grand  Chancellor  "Jack"  Scott  had  been  feeling  unwell  for 
several  days  prior  to  this  date,  and  was  about  to  back  out,  the 
weather  being  so  extremely  disagreeable,  but  on  my  calling  him  over 
the  telephone  and  telling  him  that  the  weather  was  never  too  bad 
for  a  district  meeting,  and  that  I  would  look  after  him  and  keep  him 
straight  (?).  he  was  easily  persuaded,  and  when  the  'bus  called  for 
me  I  found  him  aboard,  and  we  were  soon  waiting  for  the  train  to 
come.  We  were  disappointed  when  we  found  that  we  were  to  be  the 
only  representatives  from  our  Lodge,  but  took  courage  from  the 
thought  that  Burlington  Lodge,  No.  50.  would  be  out  in  full  force;

the  Vice-Chancellor's  contest  for  the  jewel  offered  by  Brother  Thos. 
H.  Webb.

The  contest  for  the  Vice-Chancellor's  jewel  was  entered  into  by 
Brothers  J.  E.  Pegram,  West  Durham  Lodge,  No.  130;  J.  R.  Peel, 
East  Durham,  No.  109,  and  J.  L.  Kirkland,  Durham,  No.  31.  Brother 
Kirkland  made  a  good  exemplification  of  the  work,  but  not  so  good 
as  Brothers  Pegram  and  Peel,  for  between  these  gentlemen  it  was 
strictly  a  matter  for  the  judges,  as  the  rank  and  file  of  the  brethren 
thought  the  jewel  would  have  to  be  cut  into  and  divided  between 
them.

When  the  news  came  flashing  over  the  wires  last  October  that

My  request  was  complied  with  by  sixty-nine  of  the  Lodges,  and  I 
find  that  out  of  this  number  twenty-seven  of  them  carried  no  insur- 
ance whatever,  and  taking  these  reporting  as  a  basis,  we  have  38  per 
cent,  of  our  Lodges  with  absolutely  no  protection  whatever  against 
fire  losses,  and  many  of  these  insured  do  not  carry  a  sufficient 
amount;  therefore,  I  suggest  that  you  take  some  steps  in  this  direc- 
tion and  enact  some  legislation  requiring  each  Subordinate  Lodge  to 
carry  sufficient  amount,  and  will  embody  my  suggestions  in  my 
recommendations. 
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WAIVER  OF  JURISDICTION. 


On  February  26th  I  had  a  request  from  the  Grand  Chancellor  of 
the  Domain  of  Virginia,  asking  for  waiver  of  jurisdiction  in  the  case 
of  Mr.  R.  E.  Parker,  formerly  a  resident  of  this  Domain,  but  living 
at  this  time  in  Franklin,  Va.,  and  same  was  granted. 


CIRCULARS   ISSUED. 

During  my  term  I  have  issued  ten  (10)  circular  letters,  and  as 
these  have  been  mailed  to  every  Lodge,  and  read  in  open  Lodge,  I 
will  not  encumber  this  record  with  a  repetition  of  tnem. 


SUSPENSIONS. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  speaking  of  this,  the  greatest 
obstacle  in  our  way  to-day.  Several  of  my  circular  letters  were 
directed  to  this  important  matter,  and  I  am  pleased  to  note  the  re- 
ductions from  this  cause,  but  we  have  not  reduced  it  to  the  minimum 
yet.  There  are  so  many  ways  by  which  we  might  accomplish  good 
results,  and  the  membership  seems  to  be  thoroughly  aroused  to 
existing  conditions,  that  I  will  not  burden  this  report  with  sugges- 
tions, but  believe  each  Lodge  will  study  conditions  and  then  make 
an  effort  to  bring  about  results. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  wish  to  submit  the  following  recommendations  for  your  con- 
sideration: 

1st.  That  the  office  of  District  Deputy  Grand  Chancellor  be  con- 
tinued, and  that  each  district  be  required  to  hold  at  least  one  (1) 
meeting  during  the  term,  same  to  be  held  as  early  in  term  as  practi- 
cable, and  that  a  School  of  Instruction  be  held  at  each  meeting. 

2d.  That  the  appropriation  to  the  "Carolina  Pythian,"  as  hereto- 
fore ($250),  be  continued. 

3d.  That  a  fund  be  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  incoming  Grand 
Chancellor  of  not  less  than  $400,  to  be  used,  in  his  discretion,  in  mak- 
ing special  visits. 

4th.  That  the  Lodges  in  this  Domain  not  carrying  insurance  on 
their  paraphernalia  and  other  property  be  required  to  do  so. 

5th.  That  the  salary  of  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  be 
increased. 

6th.  That  the  Orphans'  Fund  be  placed  where  it  will  bring  best 
returns,  but  placed  judiciously. 

7th.  That    charters    be    issued    to    the    following    Lodges    free    of 
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charge:    Rocky   Mount,   No.   84;    Tryon,   No.   118;    Carolina,   Hamlet, 
No.  146. 

8th.  That  a  session  of  not  less  than  thirty  minutes'  duration  be 
held  in  memory  of  our  deceased  brother,  Past  Grand  Chancellor 
Lawrence  P.  McLoud,  and  that  Brother  Alfred  S.  Barnard,  an  inti- 
mate friend  and  at  one  time  his  partner  in  the  practice  of  law,  be 
requested  to  make  the  address;  and,  further,  recommend  that  this 
meeting  be  open  and  the  public  invited. 


CONCLUSION. 

Another  year  in  the  annals  of  Pythian  history  has  gone.  The 
work,  as  it  has  been  done  in  this  Domain,  is  contained  in  this  re- 
port. When  you  entrusted  me  with  this  great  work  I  felt  the  re- 
sponsibilities thereof,  and  have  never  lost  sight  of  the  fact  that  as 
these  opportunities  are  offered  us  that  the  responsibilities  increase 
correspondingly.  The  time  has  now  come  for  me  to  take  my  posi- 
tion with  the  rank  and  file,  and  as  I  do  so  I  wish  to  extend  my  due 
appreciation  of  the  unwavering  and  unfaltering  support  given  me 
and  for  the  charity  shown  for  my  faults  in  the  work.  The  position 
I  now  relinquish  is  one  of  honor  and  any  man  ought  to  feel  proud  to 
attain  it.  I  have  received  great  inspiration  from  my  brethren  as  I 
have  travelled  over  the  Domain,  and  as  I  now  yield  the  gavel  of  au- 
thority to  my  successor  I  wish  to  assure  him  and  the  entire  mem- 
bership throughout  the  Domain  that  I  stand  ready  to  obey  the  call 
to  duty  at  all  times.

Many  of  the  reports  received  at  this 
office  are  incomplete,  and  it  is  almost  impossible  to  make  a  correct 
report  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  (which  is  required  by  the  Supreme 
Statutes  to  be  made  not  later  than  March  31st)  where  they  are  re- 
ceived in  such  shape.  Now,  some  one  is  to  blame  for  this;  is  it  the 
fault  with  the  Lodge,  in  allowing  the  officers  to  neglect  their  duties, 
or  is  it  the  fault  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Chancellor,  in  allowing  the  re- 
port to  pass  him  without  seeing  that  it  is  correctly  made  out?  In 
the  Domain  we  have  many  Keepers  of  Records  and  Seal  that  do 
their  duty  as  required  by  law,  but  some,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  fail  to 
realize  the  responsibility  resting  upon  them. 

Now,  brother  Keepers  of  Records  and  Seal,  I  am  not  complaining 
at  you,  but  I  am  sure,  if  you  knew  how  much  it  would  help  others 
for  you  to  be  prompt  in  the  discharge  of  your  duty,  you  would  not 
hesitate,  and  you  would  make  an  effort  to  send  in  your  reports  cor- 
rectly and  promptly.

APPENDIX  D. 


REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  CORRESPONDENCE. 


To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina: 

For  the  fourth  time  I  have  had  the  privilege  and  pleasure  of  re- 
viewing the  Pythian  field,  and  in  doing  so,  it  has  been  my  earnest 
endeavor  to  avoid  "dissension,"  by  an  unfavorable  criticism  of  the 
.work  of  other  Domains  and  Correspondents.  In  doing  this  work  I 
am  very  much  of  the  opinion  that  the  Order  in  general  receives  little 
benefit  therefrom.  Not  that  the  reports  of  the  correspondents 
throughout  the  Supreme  Domain  are  not  of  sufficient  value,  but 
that  they  are  not  given  the  recognition,  as  mediums  of  information, 
that  they  deserve.  In  other  words,  the  casual  or  superficial  exami- 
nation that  they  receive  does  not  repay,  in  informing  the  members  of 
the  Order  of  what  the  Supreme  Domain  is  doing,  the  cost  of  publish- 
ing them.  I  venture  the  assertion  that  these  reports  are  not  read  by 
one  member  in  ten  of  the  Order,  and  yet  most  of  the  fraternal  re- 
ports that  we  have  examined  are  replete  with  information.  They 
all  discuss,  more  or  less,  the  questions  of  vital  interest  to  the  Order. 
The  suggestions  for  the  solution  of  suspension  for  non-payment  of 
dues  are  many  and  varied,  and  some  even  think  that  these  suspen- 
sions are  not  an  unmixed  evil;  that  they  will  and  ought  to  continue 
as  long  as  there  is  an  unappreciative  membership.  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  Lodge  funds  cannot  be  used  for  any  other  purposes  than 
that  laid  down  by  the  Supreme  statutes,  some  have  made  the  sug- 
gestion, and  I  think  a  good  one,  that  the  law  should  be  changed 
somewhat  to  allow  Subordinate  Lodges  to  lay  aside  10  per  cent,  of 
the  dues  and  rank  fees  as  an  entertainment  fund,  using  the  same  to 
make  the  Lodges  attractive,  and  thereby  increase  the  attendance  at 
Lodge  meetings.  We  all  admit  that  Pythianism  is  a  serious  thing, 
but,  nevertheless,  we  all  enjoy  "a  little  folly  now  and  then,"  and  we 
cannot  expect  to  attract  the  younger  membership,  and  hold  them, 
unless  we  sometimes  "let  the  sunshine  in."  This  is  one  great  argu- 
ment in  favor  of  the  Uniform  Rank;  that  it  is  the  young  man's 
branch,  and  the  feathers  and  tinsel  attract  them.  Now,  where  we 
are  not  fortunate  enough  to  have  the  Uniform  Rank,  we  must  sub- 
stitute something  else,  and  this  can  only  be  done  by  making  our 
Lodge  rooms  as  attractive  as  possible.  There  are  scores  of  small 
Lodges  that  die  with  dry-rot.  The  same  old  routine  every  meeting 
becomes  extremely  monotonous,  and  ere  long  the  attendance  drops 
off,  we  become  indifferent  and  soon  drift  into  suspension.  The  con- 
tention is  that  if  we  could,  occasionally,  introduce  other  features, 
the  attendance  would  be  better.  As  I  say,  the  suggestion  is  a  very 
good  one,  but  I  am  afraid  it  does  not  meet  the  case.     These  occa- 
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sional  entertainments  may  attract  an  attendance  for  that  immediate 
occasion,  but  unless  the  membership  puts  in  an  appearance,  when 
Jack  quits  playing  or  there  is  work  to  be  done,  it  is  of  very  little 
benefit  to  the  Order.  To  my  mind,  the  worst  drawback  that  we 
have  to  contend  with  is  the  Ritual.  It  ought  never  to  be  allowed  in 
a  Lodge  room,  except  for  reference,  to  hear  the  officers  get  up  and 
read  their  parts,  and  often  very  poorly  at  that,  is  abominable:  and 
yet  under  the  system  that  obtains  in  this  Grand  Domain,  the  busi- 
ness man,  the  man  we  want  at  the  head,  has  not  the  time,  during  the 
short  term  of  six  months,  in  which  to  memorize  his  part.  By  the 
time  he  memorizes  it  his  term  has  expired.  'Tis  true,  we  could  re- 
elect him,  but  what  becomes  of  your  contention  that  the  short  term 
enables  men  to  reach  the  higher  positions  for  which  each  one  as- 
pires. The  admonition,  "Your  future  in  this  Lodge  is  what  you 
make  it."  should  be  enforced  to  the  letter,  and  any  one  aspiring  to 
the  higher  positions  would  then  understand  what  the  pre-requisite 
thereto  is,  and  govern  himself  accordingly. 

On  the  question  of  suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues,  many 
oppose  the  idea  of  severing  the  connection  of  the  suspended  one 
entirely,  but  contend  that  he  should  be  allowed  to  visit  his  Lodge 
under  certain  restrictions — such  as  forfeiting  his  right  to  vote  or  to 
receiving  the  S.  A.  P.  W.  This  is  the  right  and  proper  course  to 
pursue.     The  chances  are  then  ten  to  one  that  you  will  reclaim  him. 

The  Endowment  Rank,  while  seemingly  on  a  very  firm  basis,  and 
I  believe  truly  so,  receives  unfavorable  comment  in  some  quarters, 
and  it  should  be  the  special  duty  of  Supreme  Representatives  to 
inform  themselves  on  this  subject  by  a  thorough  examination  of 
this  branch  of  the  Order. 

There  seems  to  be  a  want  of  information  as  to  the  Uniform  Rank 
that  is  inexplicable,  some  Grand  Chancellors  asserting,  in  their  re- 
ports, that  they  knew  very  little  about  it.  From  all  the  information 
at  hand,  it  is  gaining  ground  in  some  quarters,  while  holding  its  own 
in  others.  I  have  failed  to  receive  the  Journals  of  seven  Domains, 
viz.:  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  Indiana,  Oregon,  Ontario,  Maine  and 
Rhode  Island;   hence  our  failure  to  review  them.

ALABAMA. 

This  Grand  Domain  passed  through  a  series  of  trials  during  the 
last  year,  and  the  progress  made,  even  under  these  difficulties, 
proves  that  Pythianism  has  a  lasting  hold  on  this  State. 

First,  their  Grand  Chancellor  was  forced,  on  account  of  ill-health, 
to  resign  his  position  to  his  Grand  Vice-Chancellor,  who,  on  taking 
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up  the  reins,  found  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  Donahoo  sick 
unto  death.  This  alone  was  enough  to  have  made  any  one  hesitate 
to  take  the  responsibility,  but  preceded,  as  it  was,  only  three  weeks 
earlier  by  the  death  of  that  grand  and  zealous  knight,  "Tennent 
Lomax,"  his  Supreme  Representative,  his  place  was  not  to  be  en- 
vied. Nobly  did  he  do  his  duty,  as  the  record  proves,  and  worthy 
was  he  of  the  "well  done"  that  was  accorded  him. 

The  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  their  Grand  Keeper  of  Records 
and  Seal  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  G.  G.  Miles,  and  in  his 
hrst  report  he  pays  a  beautiful  tribute  to  his  predecessor,  which  is 
well  worth  repeating  here:  "He  was  so  universally  loved  and  appre- 
ciated by  the  entire  brotherhood,  and  was  such  a  loyal  and  faithful 
knight  I  am  tempted  to  covet,  whether  I  ever  will  merit  it  or  not, 
the  same  place  in  your  affections  that  he  held.  I  am  sure  that  every 
knight  in  our  Grand  Domain  and  thousands  in  many  others,  as  well, 
cherish  his  memory  and  mourn  the  loss  that  we  have  sustained  in 
what  seems  to  us  his  untimely  demise,  and  as  we  gathered  around 
the  open  grave  and  deposited  beneath  the  sod  all  that  was  mortal 
of  our  beloved  brother,  that  beautiful  sentiment  prevails,  that 

"The  grave  can  naught  destroy, 
Only  the   flesh   can   die. 
Clothed  by  thy  wondrous  might, 
In  robes  of  dazzling  light. 

This  flesh  shall  burst  the  grave  at  that  last  day. 
Peace  to  his  ashes." 

In  another  part  of  this  report  he  expressed  himself  as  follows: 
"The  main  difficulty  with  small  Lodges  grows  out  of  real  indiffer- 
ence among  the  members,  and  many  times  the  responsibility  rests 
almost  entirely  with  the  officers,  who  seem  to  forget  their  obliga- 
tions altogether.  Enthusiasm  is  the  chief  requisite  in  all  fraternal 
Orders  in  keeping  them  alive.  When  the  Pythian  obligation  is  as- 
sumed it  should  be  understood  that  it  means  loyalty  and  fidelity  to 
every  claim  that  is  taught  by  the  tenets  of  the  Order." 

One  of  the  very  best  of  the  many  good  fraternal  reports  is  to  be 
found  in  this  Journal,  and  Brother  Smith,  in  his  treatment  of  the 
questions  of  "compulsory  sick  benefits"  and  "suspension  for  non- 
payment of  dues,"  proves  that  he  has  given  them  much  thought.  I 
wish  this  report  could  be  read  by  every  member  of  the  Order.

The  Grand  Chancellor  of  this  Domain  was  taken  from  the  ranks, 
never  having  served  in  an  official  capacity.  He  says  that  a  great 
portion  of  his  time  was  taken  up  in  familiarizing  himself  with  the 
working  of  a  Grand  Lodge  government,  when  he  should  have  been 
doing  the  work  for  the  good  of  the  Order. 

He  increased  the  membership  from  1,196  to  1,415.  He  says  that 
the  subject  of  "Sick  Benefits"  has  been  the  cause  of  more  discussion 
and  dissatisfaction  than  any  other  one  question.  No  increase  in 
membership  in  the  Endowment  Rank  was  made. 

The  Fraternal  Correspondent,  Brother  John  D.  Loper,  had  his 
hands  more  than  full,  in  that  he  had  to  do  the  work  of  Grand  Keeper 
of  Records  and  Seal,  and  write  this  report  also.  We  were  inclined 
to  criticise  him  at  first,  but  when  he  announced  this  fact  it  was  suffi- 
cient excuse  for  his  brief  review  in  some  instances.  He  has  done 
well.

BRITISH   COLUMBIA. 

The  Journal  of  this  Domain  always  comes  promptly  to  hand,  and 
this  issue  bears  evidence  of  the  fact  that  this  Grand  Domain  is 
progressing.  The  Grand  Chancellor,  in  his  report,  makes  some  wise 
suggestions  and,  amongst  others,  is  this,  on  the  subject  of  keeping 
up  the  interest  in  the  Order:  "Devote  one  night  in  each  month  to  a 
social  session,  i.  e.,  dispense  with  the  usual  routine  of  business  and 
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provide  a  social  evening  for  all  the  members  and  their  friends, 
among  whom  will  surely  be  some  who  are  desirous  of  knowing  our 
mysteries  and  willing  to  aid  us  in  the  work  we  have  to  do."  Again: 
"Do  not  make  a  practice  of  putting  on  the  work  in  a  crude  and 
reckless  form.  It  is  very  important  that  you  should  give  this  your 
utmost  careful  attention,  as  hereon  depends  the  future  of  your 
Lodge."     Good  rank  work  means  a  good  Lodge. 

On  the  question  of  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues,  he  sug- 
gests that  Deputy  Grand  Chancellors  be  empowered  to  look  after 
the  Masters  of  Finance  and  encourage  them  to  make  an  effort  to 
collect  dues.  See  that  they  go  to  the  members  and  not  wait  for  the 
members  to  come  to  them. 

In  view  of  the  growth  of  their  Domain,  he  urges  a  reduction  of  the 
per-capita  tax,  stating  that  the  surplus  in  their  treasury  justified  it. 

The  Uniform  Rank  in  this  Domain  is  in  a  flourishing  condition.

The  Grand  Chancellor  reports  the  institution  of  two  new  Lodges 
during  his  term  of  office,  but  discouraged  the  organization  of  sev- 
eral Lodges  in  places  where  he  feared  they  could  not  maintain  them- 
selves. During  his  term  he  endeavored  to  consolidate  the  Lodges 
in  Denver,  believing  this  to  be  the  means  of  increasing  the  attend- 
ance at  Lodge  meetings,  but  up  to  the  time  of  the  expiration  of  his 
term  he  had  not  succeeded. 

In  treating  of  the  Endowment  Rank,  he  says  that  only  10  per 
cent,  of  the  Order  in  Colorado  are  members  of  it. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  "Uniform  Rank." 

On  account  of  the  action  of  some  of  his  Subordinate  Lodges,  in 
lopping  off  the  dead  timber,  they  show  a  small  decrease  in  mem- 
bership for  the  year. 

The  Committee  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  makes  a  good  re- 
port, carefully  reviewing  the  Journals  they  had  received.

FLORIDA. 


The  Grand  Lodge  of  this  Grand  Domain  met  in  annual  session  at 
Jacksonville.  March  11th,  1904.  The  reception  given  them  proves 
that  the  local  Lodges  never  do  things  by  halves. 

The  Journal  of  this  Domain  is  so  large  and  so  arranged  as  to  give 
considerable  trouble  in  reviewing  it.  The  report  of  the  Grand  Chan- 
cellor is  taken  up  largely  with  reports  of  his  deputies,  but  he  does 
inject  opinions  of  his  own  upon  the  subject  of  "Benefits,"  which  we 
endorse  fully.  In  speaking  on  this  subject,  he  says:  "Let  every 
Lodge  do  away  with  the  idea  and  extend  true  charity  when  needed, 
not  in  stipulated  sums,  but  in  needs  required.  We  now  pay  our 
money  and  obtain  a  pittance.  No  pay,  no  pittance.  From  a  careful 
study  of  the  history  and  statistics  of  the  Order,  I  feel  safe  in  saying 
that  one-half  of  the  Lodges  that  become  defunct  do  so  on  account 
of  depleted  finances,  caused  by  the  payment  of  compulsory  sick 
benefits,  and  a  large  percentage  of  the  other  half  die  from  factional 
feeling,  arising  from  some  cause. 

The  fraternal  correspondence  is  written  by  Brother  A.  Hewett 
Hill,  who  makes  a  fine  report.  He  handles  the  question  of  sick  bene- 
fits very  clearly  and  convincingly.  "Let  every  Lodge  be  placed  in 
a  position  where  it  can  legally  aid  a  suffering  brother  member  ac- 
cording to  his  needs,  and  where  no  demand  can  be  made  for  'cold- 
blooded insurance'  from  the  brother  who  good  fortune  has  placed 
beyond  the  pale  of  want."  He  gives  "North  Carolina"  the  attention 
she  deserves,  quoting  largely  from  our  lamented  Grand  Lecturer 
Jordan.

GEORGIA. 


In  reviewing  the  year's  work,  the  Grand  Chancellor  of  this  Do- 
main says  that  "While  much  that  I  had  hoped  to  do  has  not  been 
done,  yet  the  year's  work,  as  a  whole,  shows  up  extremely  satisfac- 
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tory.  New  Lodges  have  been  instituted.  Lodges,  for  a  long  time 
dead  or  asleep,  have  been  revived,  and  there  has  been  a  large  and 
healthy  increase  in  membership.  This  Domain  suffered  a  great 
loss  in  the  death  of  Past  Grand  Chancellor  R.  F.  Hannon,  who  was 
the  head  of  the  Uniform  Rank  in  Georgia,  and  in  the  death  of  their 
Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  William  T.  Leopold.  In  filling 
the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  the  latter,  he  performed  a  very 
graceful  act  in  appointing  William  H.  Leopold,  the  son  of  his  de- 
ceased Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal. 

In  his  recommendations  he  emphasizes  the  importance  of  better 
ritualistic  work,  and  a  better  knowledge  of  the  Grand  Constitution 
and  Grand  Statutes. 

This  Journal  gives  no  roster  of  its  officers. 


IDAHO. 

The  Journal  of  this  Domain  is  a  very  modest  affair,  though  neatly 
gotten  up. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Chancellor  is  like  the  Journal — very  con- 
cise and  to  the  point.  He  visited  every  Lodge  in  the  Domain  except 
one. 

Report  of  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  shows  a  net  gain 
of  sixty-eight  members  for  the  year.  They  have  no  Committee  on 
Fraternal  Correspondence.

Grand  Chancellor  "Gillette,"  in  his  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at 
Council  Bluff,  predicted  that  the  thirty-thousand  mark  would  be 
reached  by  1904. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is  in  splendid  condi- 
tion. The  "Wooly  West"  seems  to  take  to  the  Rathbone  Sisters 
more  than  the  other  parts  of  the  Supreme  Domain.  This  Grand 
Chancellor  reports  that  they  have  had  a  prosperous  year,  and  claims 
that  their  influences  have  helped  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias. 

The  Uniform  Rank  is  not  as  prosperous  as  it  should  be,  and  the 
death  of  their  Brigadier-General  was  a  blow  to  this  branch  of  the 
Order.  Neither  is  the  Endowment  Rank  in  an  encouraging  condi- 
tion in  this  Domain.  He,  like  his  predecessors,  is  opposed  to  sick 
benefits,  and  hopes  to  see  them  abolished. 

The  fraternal  review,  which  is  under  separate  cover,  is  well  gotten 
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up,  and  is  full  of  valuable  information,  but  why  they  should  com- 
pletely ignore  us  is  hard  to  tell.

INDIAN   TERRITORY. 

The  Fourteenth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indian 
Territory  convened  at  Claremore,  May  5th,  1903. 

The  Grand  Chancellor  reports  the  Order,  throughout  his  entire 
Domain,  in  a  most  nourishing  condition.  As  he  says:  "Many  dor- 
mant and  weak  Lodges  have  been  revived  and  strengthened:  no 
charters  have  been  arrested,  and  eleven  new  Lodges  have  been 
instituted,  all  of  which  are  strong  and  vigorous."  He  complains  in 
plain  language  of  dereliction  of  duty  on  the  part  of  his  Grand 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  and  says  that  his  failure  to  answer 
many  important  communications  from  Subordinate  Lodges  and 
from  himself  augmented  the  labor  and  expense  of  his  office,  em- 
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barrassed  his  administration  and  caused  confusion  and  distress 
among  Subordinate  Lodges. 

The  report  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  is  written  by  Brother 
William  H.  Walker,  who,  although  he  does  it,  as  he  says,  with  re- 
luctance, does  it  well.  He  claims  that  these  reports  hardly  pay  the 
Grand  Lodge  for  the  expense  they  are  put  to  in  publishing  them, 
as  they  fail  to  accomplish  the  object  for  which  they  are  published, 
viz.,  informing  the  brotherhood  in  general  of  what  is  passing  in  the 
Pythian  world,  "and  have  placed  before  it  in  convenient  form  the 
better  thoughts,  the  wise  suggestions,  the  practical  methods  of 
upbuilding  the  Order  that  are  practiced  or  proposed  in  other  Do- 
mains." 

He  claims  that  these  reports  are  rarely  ever  read,  and  only  then 
at  Grand  Lodge  meetings,  and  very  hurriedly  at  that.  He  contends 
for  increased  attention  to  the  social  side  of  fraternal  life  as  a  means 
of  increasing  interest  in  the  Lodge  meetings  and  bringing  out  the 
membership.  He  it  is  who  first  suggested  the  Pythian  cadets  as  a 
lower  rank  of  the  "Knights  Loyal,"  thereby  making  it  a  stepping 
stone  to  the  Order.

KENTUCKY. 

The  Grand  Chancellor  of  this  Domain,  while  regretting  that  he  had 
not  done  more,  claims  that  he  has  done  all  that  was  in  his  power 
to  advance  the  great  cause.  He  says  that  the  Uniform  Rank  has 
fifty  companies  in  the  State,  composed  of  1,500  members,  but  pre- 
dicts that  by  the  time  of  the  Supreme  Convention  this  number  will 
be  doubled.  The  Endowment  Rank  has  made  substantial  progress. 
He  urges  an  increase  in  the  salary  of  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records 
and  Seal  on  account  of  the  progress  and  increase  in  membership 
they  have  made. 

The  Journal  contains  a  fine  report  from  Committee  on  Fraternal 
Correspondence,  in  which  they  kindly  mention  us.

KANSAS. 


This  is  a  Journal  that  it  is  impossible  to  review  hurriedly,  and  if 
any  Correspondent  should  attempt  to  embody  in  his  report  all  the 
good  things  contained  therein  he  would,  of  necessity,  slight  some 
others. 

The  report  of  Grand  Chancellor  McDowell  is  characteristic  of  the 
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man,  and  while  you  may  not  agree  with  him  in  all  of  his  views,  you 
are  more  than  interested  in  his  manner  of  presenting  them.  He 
contends  "that  the  Pythianism  of  to-day,  in  some  ways,  is  a  drag  to 
what  it  was,  say  twenty  years  ago."  He  claims  that  the  Order  has 
been  almost  at  a  standstill  for  "nigh  on  to  twenty  years,"  and  that 
the  phenomenal  growth  of  the  Order  during  the  decade  closing  with 
1892  was  in  a  large  measure  due  to  the  enthusiasm  created  by  the 
"Uniform  Rank,"  which,  instead  of  being  fostered  and  cared  for  by 
the  Supreme  Lodge,  has  been  neglected  and  allowed  to- go  into  ob- 
scurity. In  this  rank  "Fraternity  was  not  restricted  to  the  four 
walls  of  a  Lodge  room.  It  had  spread  to  the  street,  and  there  is 
something  more  than  fraternity  under  a  uniform.  There  is  com- 
radeship." He  assigns  as  the  chief  reason  as  to  why  we  have  ceased 
to  grow  "that  we  lack  sight  of  the  one  main  feature  that  makes  the 
Order  attractive  to  the  public,  and  have  been  following  in  the  wake, 
or  trying  to  keep  pace,  with  all  the  cheap  John  insurance  fraternities 
that  infest  the  country  at  this  time." 

Brother  McDowell  is  not  an  admirer  of  the  Endowment  Rank  as 
a  branch  of  the  Order,  as  he  says  "insurance  and  fraternity  cannot 
mix  harmoniously  together.  In  turning  aside  to  engage  in  the 
insurance  business  we  have  simply  made  the  Order  commonplace." 

He  travelled,  he  knows  not  how  many  thousand  miles,  in  visiting 
his  Lodges,  and  the  work  he  has  done  surely  deserves  more  than 
a  decreased  membership;  but  he  is  exactly  right  in  assigning  the 
cause  therefor,  viz.,  the  lopping  off  of  dead  timber,  that  kills  the 
growth  of  anything.  As  he  says,  the  Lodges  show  a  renewal  of  the 
Pythian  spirit,  for  the  dead  weights  are  always  a  damper  on  the 
spiritual  activity  of  a  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  makes  an  excellent  report 
and,  like  the  Grand  Chancellor,  has  opinions  of  his  own  that  he  is 
not  afraid  to  express.  Upon  the  subject  of  institution  of  new 
Lodges,  he  says:  "Not  until  Grand  Lodges  stop  the  indiscriminate 
establishment  of  Lodges  in  communities  that  cannot  support  them 
will  we  be  rid  of  moanings  that  come  up  to  us  from  every  Grand  Do- 
main.    We  want  less  Lodges  and  more  Pythianism." 

The  fraternal  report  is  from  the  pen  of  Brother  Barnes.  In  dis- 
cussing the  topic,  "Rathbone  Sisters,"  an  Order  that  seems  to  be 
near  to  the  heart  of  every  Kansas  knight,  he  "bids  them  God-speed 
in  their  work"  and  "expresses  the  hope  that  the  day  is  not  far  dis- 
tant when  our  governing  body  will  ask  them  to  become  a  part  of 
our  noble   Order."

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LOUISIANA. 

The  Grand  Chancellor,  in  his  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  New 
Iberia,  May  25th,  1903.  says  this  of  the  importance  of  a  "Grand 
Lecturer":  "The  experience  of  the  past  year  has  taught  me  the  al- 
most absolute  necessity  of  such  a  provision,  and  I  cannot  too 
strongly  urge  such  action  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  In  the 
city,  where  about  50  per  cent,  of  the  membership  is  located  within 
a  small  radius,  and  access  is  easy  to  the  best  brains  and  talents  of 
the  Order,  as  well  as  many  of  the  Grand  Lodge  officers,  the  need  of 
instruction  is  not  so  urgent:  but  in  many  of  the  country  Lodges, 
not  only  is  there  a  crying  need  of  instruction  of  the  secret  work, 
but  a  spirit  of  lethargy  exists  which  requires  instant  and  vigorous 
treatment  if  we  are  to  attain  that  place  in  the  Pythian  column 
which  our  achievements  in  the  past  have  seemed  to  justify  us  in 
aspiring  to  attain." 

He  says  that  the  Uniform  Rank  is  practically  dead  in  this  Domain. 
The  Committee  on  Fraternal  Review  is  composed  of  three  members, 
but  only  one  made  a  pretence  of  doing  his  duty  by  submitting  a 
meagre  review  of  eight  Domains.  The  Domain  shows  a  net  gain 
for  the  year  of  thirty-seven.

MISSOURI. 


This  Grand  Lodge  met  in  annual  session  at  Jefferson  City,  October 
20th,   1903. 

The  Grand  Chancellor  made  a  most  excellent  report,  treating  of 
all  subjects  interesting  the  Order,  thoroughly  and  convincingly.  He 
lays  great  stress  upon  the  efforts  of  "volunteer  organizers"  and  the 
earnest  efforts  of  subordinate  members  for  a  "legitimate  increase 
of  membership."  He  says  that  one  of  his  new  Lodges — "Maple- 
wood" — had,  within  two  weeks  after  its  institution,  perfected  an 
organization  for  the  promotion  of  sociability,  "planned  the  erection 
of  a  building  to  be  the  home  of  the  Order  in  Maplewood,  with  such 
adjuncts  as  are  to  be  found  in  the  modern  'club'  house  building  and. 
what  is  more  to  the  purpose,  had  subscribed  an  amount  necessary 
to  the  completion  of  the  work."  He  claims  that  the  degree  of  effi- 
ciency in  rank  work  attained  by  the  various  Subordinate  Lodges  is 
unprecedented  In  any  Domain,  and  that  he  had  taken  pains  to  sat- 
isfy himself  in  this  respect. 

He  is  a  strong  believer  in  district  meetings.  He  says  a  district 
with  no  organization  is  one  in  name  only,  and  not  in  fact.  He  says 
that  the  Uniform  Rank  was  the  "Moses"  who,  in  the  early  90's,  led 
us  safely  through  the  dangers  that  threatened  to  engulf  us.     The 
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Endowment  Rank,  in  his  opinion,  is  not  built  upon  a  fabric  impreg- 
nated with  the  germ  of  decay;  "but  rests  upon  the  same  corner- 
stone of  friendship  where  stands  our  glorious  Order,  unchangeable 
and  secure." 

Hear  what  he  says  with  regard  to  their  official  Journal,  the 
"Herald":  "No  home  in  this  State  where  dwells  a  true  knight 
should  be  without  a  copy."  In  advocating  its  support,  he  says:  "The 
only  support  that  counts  for  much  to  men  struggling  under  the  dis- 
couragements that  beset  every  fraternal  paper  the  world  over  is  that 
support  that  comes  from  the  pocket,  as  well  as  from  the  lips." 

I  want  to  commend  this  to  North  Carolina  knights,  for  they  have 
a  Journal  just  as  good  and  as  deserving  of  their  support,  and  every 
word  he  says  of  his  journal  is  true  of  yours.

MASSACHUSETTS. 

I  feel  that  I  might,  with  propriety,  embody  here,  in  their  entirety, 
the  prefatory  remarks  of  the  Grand  Chancellor  of  the  Domain  in 
making  his  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  session  in  Boston  May 
27th,  1903. 

Recognizing  the  fact  that  fraternity  is  the  handmaid  of  a  higher 
civilization  and  a  broader  humanitarianism,  and  that  so-called  fra- 
ternal obligations  have  no  legitimate  right  to  the  name  unless  they 
put  into  practice  the  principles  they  profess,  I  departed  somewhat 
from  the  usual  methods,  and  throughout  my  year  of  service  my 
paramount  efforts  have  been  directed  toward  making  Pythianism 
mean  more  to  my  brother  knights  than  it  had  ever  before.  It  has 
been  my  aim  to  raise  the  standard  of  fraternity,  as  the  truest  means 
to  an  end  that  would  place  the  Order  where  the  world,  judging  it 
by  'the  acts  of  its  members,  would  realize  that  the  term  "fraternal 
organization"  was  no  misnomer.  He  states  in  this  report  that  he 
handled  applications  for  reduced  fees  for  classes  with  considerable 
restraint,  only  granting  them  where  he  knew  the  Lodge  to  be  weak, 
and  never  to  a  "Boston"  Lodge. 

He  found  that  the  increased  rank  fee,  instead  of  tending  to  retard 
lueir  growth,  had  proven  a  benefit  by  enhancing  the  value  of  the 
Order  in  the  estimation  of  those  contemplating  joining  the  Order. 

Report  of  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  shows  an  increase 
in  membership  for  two  terms  of  729. 

In  the  report  of  the  Supreme  Representatives,  they  acknowledge 
the  good  work  done  by  Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Fethers,  but  at  the 
same  time  they  claim  as  much  credit  for  the  present  Supreme  Chan- 
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cellor,  saying  that  "to  his  keen  insight,  wise  counsel  and  sound 
judgment  the  present  good  standing  of  the  Endowment  Rank  is,  in 
a  large  measure,  due." 

In  the  "fraternal"  report  the  committee  says  that  the  action  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  in  raising  the  fees  for  the  Ranks  of  Knighthood  had 
removed  the  Order  from  "competition  with  cheap  beneficial"  so- 
cieties, and  raised  it  to  the  front  rank  of  fraternities.

MICHIGAN. 


This  Grand  Lodge  so  appreciated  its  Chancellor  Commander,  "Leo 
A.  Caro,"  that  they  elected  him  to  a  second  term,  and  his  work 
proves  that  the  honor  was  worthily  bestowed.  Under  his  adminis- 
tration the  Order  has  made  considerable  progress. 

He  instituted  six  new  Lodges  and  made  a  net  increase  in  mem- 
bership of  1,500. 

He,  unlike  some  other  Grand  Chancellors,  highly  commends  the 
"Endowment  Rank." 

He  reports  the  "Uniform  Rank"  as  at  the  flood  tide  of  prosperity. 
The  "Rathbone  Sisters"  receive  special  notice  at  his  hands,  and  he 
believes  that  they  should  be  fostered  by  the  Order  of  Knights  of 
Pythias. 

Upon  the  liquor  question,  he  says  "there  is  no  reason  why  beer 
should  be  needed  at  a  Lodge  social  function.  The  man  who  cannot 
enjoy  himself  at  a  gathering  of  gentlemen  without  filling  his  stomach 
with  beer  and  making  an  ass  of  himself  had  better  sever  his  mem- 
bership with  the  Order  and  confine  his  company  to  the  tavern." 

The  report  of  the  "State  Instructor"  is  an  excellent  one,  and  in 
accounting  for  the  reason  "why  the  Lodge  has  lost  its  old-time 
zeal,"  he  gives  four  reasons  for  it,  which  are  very  convincing: 

First.  The  lack  of  personal  responsibility  and  effort  on  the  part 
of  individual  Knights  of  Pythias,  etc. 

Second.  Poorly  qualified  and  indifferent  officers. 

Third.  The  sharp  and  ceaseless  competition  of  all  sorts  and  condi- 
tions of  societies,  which  are  filling  the  fraternal  field  with  their 
missionaries  and  making  proselytes  of  our  best  Pythians,  etc. 

Fourth.  The  ever-present  and  most  prolific  source  of  trouble,  non- 
payment of  dues  and  the  consequent  suspension  from  membership. 

The  fraternal  report  is  made  by  Brother  William  J.  Gregg,  and  a 
good  one  it  is,  too.  In  speaking  of  the  introduction  into  some  of  the 
Subordinate  Lodges  of  the  feature  of  "club  life,"  he  says  very  truly: 
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"The  billiard  table,  the  card  room  and  the  banqueting  hall  seem  to 
usurp  the  place  of  the  Lodge  itself  in  the  affections  of  many  mem- 
bers, whose  presence  is  always  in  evidence  in  the  club  department, 
but  whose  faces  are  seldom  or  rarely  seen  in  the  Lodge  room."

The  Grand  Chancellor  writes  a  diary,  giving  an  account  of  each 
day's  work  during  his  visits  to  the  Subordinate  Lodges. 

Decidedly  the  best  feature  of  this  Journal  is  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Fraternal  Correspondence.  Their  views  on  questions 
affecting  the  Order  are  clear-cut  and  to  the  point.  On  one  subject, 
however,  we  are  a  little  at  variance;  that  is,  in  the  support  of  the 
Pythian  Press.  We  think  that  the  plan  adopted  here  is  better — that 
of  inducing  each  Subordinate  Lodge  to  subscribe  for  the  Journals, 
for  distribution  among  the  membership,  instead  of  requiring  the 
membership  to  do  so.     On  other  subjects  their  heads  are  level.

The  above  is  the  tribute  paid  to  Grand  Chancellor  Robertson  at 
the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office.  His  efforts  in  the  cause  prove 
that  he  was  worthy  of  it  all.  His  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  is  one 
of  the  best  we  have  seen. 

During  his  term  he  made  150  visitations.  He  strove  to  impress 
upon  Subordinate  Lodges  the  importance  of  memorizing  the  Ritual: 
that  the  Rituals  are  given  for  preparing  for  the  work,  and  not  in 
conferring  it.  Ninety-five  per  cent,  of  his  Lodges  confer  the  ranks 
without  the  Rituals.  He  says  that  they  initiated  during  the  year 
nearly  one  thousand,  and  suspended  about  the  same  number. 

The  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  claims  that  it  has  been 
one  of  the  most  progressive  years  in  the  history  of  Pythian  knight- 
hood in  Minnesota,  and  in  concluding  his  report  he  pays  a  tribute  to 
the  retiring  Grand  Chancellor,  ascribing  to  him  the  success  and 
progress  they  had  made  during  the  year. 

This  Journal  contains  an  excellent  report  from  the  pen  of  Brother 
R.  C.  Neuenchwauder,  Fraternal  Correspondent.  His  reply  to  the 
strictures  of  Brother  Risdon,  of  New  Mexico,  is  very  scathing,  and 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  Brother  Risdon  will  take  his  advice  and  in 
the  future  "will  be  good."

The  Grand  Chancellor  announces  the  fact  that  he  had  not  accom- 
plished all  he  set  out  to  do,  but  hopes  that  his  efforts  will  meet  the 
approval  of  his  brothers. 

One  District  Deputy  says  that,  although  they  had  considerable  ac- 
cession to  the  Order,  the  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  offset 
it,  and  his  district  will  show  a  decrease  in  membership. 

The  Uniform  Rank  is  not  flourishing  in  this  Domain. 

On  the  subject  of  suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues  the  Grand 
Chancellor  suggests,  in  order  to  lend  attractiveness  to  the  meetings 
of  the  Lodges,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Subordinate  Lodges 
are  prohibited  from  using  the  Lodge  funds  for  any  entertainment, 
that  the  Supreme  Representatives  be  instructed  to  offer  and,  if 
possible,  have  passed  an  amendment  to  section  328  of  the  Supreme 
Statutes,  permitting  Lodges  to  place  10  per  cent,  of  all  moneys  col- 
lected for  dues  and  ranks  aside   as   an  entertainment  fund. 

The  Fraternal  Correspondent  writes  a  good  report,  and  I  endorse 
fully  his  position  on  the  subject  of  reducing  the  initiation  fee  for 
membership,  and  also  of  allowing  members  in  arrears  to  visit  their 
Lodges,  only  depriving  them  of  the  S.  A.  P.  W.  and  funeral  or  sick 
benefits.  I  am  sorry  he  did  not  get  our  Journal.  We  wish  you 
better  luck  next  time.

"In  what  position  were  you  placed  while  taking  the  obligation  of 
this  rank? 

"As  a  page  (or  esquire),  can  you  visit  any  other  Lodge  than  the 
one  of  which  you  are  a  member? 

"What  lesson  is  taught  in  this  rank? 

"Should  you  wish  to  retire  while  the  Lodge  is  open  in  this  rank, 
how  would  you  proceed? 

"How  would  it  be  answered  by  the  Chancellor  Commander? 

"Who  are  the  three  historic  characters  in  the  rank  of  Page? 

"When  and  where  was  the  Order  founded? 

"By  whom?" 

The  Grand  Chancellor  insists  on  unity  of  actions,  and  complains  of 
indifference  on  the  part  of  most  of  the  membership. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  is  not  all  en- 
couraging, showing  that  the  growth  of  membership  and  new  Lodges 
is  not  sufficient  to  ensure  a  permanency  of  the  Order.  Some  of  his 
Lodges  "were  not  only  dead,  but  mummified",  and  he  says  that  un- 
less a  remedy  is  suggested  at  this  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  they 
might  as  well  go  out  of  business.

NEBRASKA. 

The  most  interesting  part  of  the  Grand  Chancellor's  report,  de- 
livered at  the  annual  convention  held  at  Lincoln  October  13th,  1904, 
was  that  that  treats  of  the  Uniform  and  Endowment  Ranks.  He 
speaks  of  the  Endowment  Rank  as  capable  of  doing  more  than  any 
other  branch  for  the  good  of  the  Order. 

In  his  opinion,  if  ever  the  Order  is  destroyed  it  will  be  through  the 
Endowment  Rank,  and  insists  that  it  should  be  severed  from  the 
Order  and  made  to  stand  on  its  own  merits.  In  speaking  of  com- 
pulsory sick  benefits,  he  says:  "There  is  scarcely  a  Lodge  in  this 
Domain  that  pays  compulsory  sick  benefits,  and  the  files  in  the  office 
of  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  show  that  the  amount  ex- 
pended annually  to  assist  needy  brothers  has  increased,  rather  than 
decreased,  and  the  beauty  about  this  great  change  is  that  all  this 
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money  goes  to  the  assistance  of  those  who  need  it.  The  iniquity  of 
the  old  law  was  that  the  contributions  were  compulsory.  The  same 
conditions  prevailed  generally  in  other  Domains,  and  the  plan  of 
compulsory  sick  benefits  has  not  an  advocate  left  that  I  know  of." 

The  Committee  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  makes  a  good  report. 
In  speaking  of  suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues,  they  say:  "There 
are,  no  doubt,  many  who  join  out  of  curiosity,  just  like  the  boy  who 
wanted  to  explore  the  secrets  of  the  drum,  and  when  their  curiosity 
is  satisfied  they  tire  and  drop  out."

Grand  Chancellor  Selonick  gives  status  of  their  Pythian  Home 
Fund  as  follows:  Invested  in  bonds  and  mortgages,  $59,500:  on  de- 
posit with  trust  company,  $6,146.41.  His  report,  while  interesting, 
deals  largely  with  matters  concerning  their  own  Domain. 

The  fraternal  report,  by  Brother  A.  Themans,  is  a  credit  to  this 
Journal.  In  speaking  of  the  prospects  of  the  Order,  he  very  beauti- 
fully says:  "Out  of  the  warp  and  woof  of  the  twelve  months  past  a 
picture  has  been  woven  with  more  lights  than  shadows,  and  the

but  the  report  of  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  makes  up 
for  any  shortcomings  in  this  respect.  He  reviews  very  fully  the 
work  of  the  year,  giving  the  growth  of  the  Supreme  Domain,  seventy- 
three  Subordinate  Lodges,  and  a  gain  in  membership  of  22,189,  as 
well  as  their  own  growth  of  204.  In  this  report  he  speaks  very 
highly  of  the  "Official  Pythian  Directory,"  published  by  Hugh  H. 
Richardson,  of  Jacksonville,  Fla. 

The  fraternal  review  is  written  by  Brother  E.  George  Guthrie,  who 
does  full  justice  to  all  the  Journals  coming  into  his  hands.  We  ac- 
cept your  apology  for  giving  us  the  go-by  last  year.  We  hope  you 
will  have  no  cause  to  exercise  your  powers  of  mind-reading,  but  if 
you  are  as  good  at  this  as  writing  a  fraternal  report,  you  will  be  a 
success.

The  Grand  Chancellor  of  this  Domain,  in  his  report,  assumes  all 
responsibility  for  any  want  of  success  that  may  attend  his  adminis- 
tration, for  he  says  he  has  had  the  co-operation  of  the  knights  of  his 
Subordinate  Lodges.  He  recommends  the  Order  of  Rathbone  Sis- 
ters and  wishes  there  could  be  a  temple  established  wherever  there 
was  a  Lodge  of  Knights  of  Pythias.  He  is  opposed  to  compulsory 
sick  benefits,  although  the  sentiment  of  the  Order  in  his  Domain  is 
in  the  other  direction. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  shows  an  in- 
crease in  membership  of  eighty  for  the  year.  He  thinks  that  the 
outlook  for  the  future  is  very  promising  and  that  this  is  evidence 
that  the  past  administration  has  been  a  success.

NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

In  this  Journal  the  reports  of  Master  of  Exchequer  and  Grand 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  precede  that  of  Grand  Chancellor. 

The  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  reports  an  increase  of  109 
members  for  the  vear. 
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The  report  of  the  Grand  Chancellor  is  given  up  largely  to  the 
Pythian  Home  for  Aged  and  Helpless  Members,  to  be  established 
by  this  Domain.  Their  plan  for  maintenance  of  this  home  is  to 
levy  a  per-capita  of  fifty  cents  semi-annually  upon  the  membership  of 
the  Order  in  the  Domain.  He  claims  that  there  will  be  no  rebellion 
or  criticism  from  individual  members  on  account  of  this  additional 
tax. 

From  the  biographical  sketch  given  of  their  present  Grand  Chan- 
cellor, we  would  say  he  was  an  all-round  man — sheriff,  justice  of  the 
peace,  and  a  member  of  almost  every  order  in  existence. 

The  Committee  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  makes  an  excellent 
report.  In  discussing  the  all-absorbing  topic — suspensions — they 
conclude  that  there  is  something  radically  wrong  in  the  business 
methods  that  obtain  in  the  Order,  and  suggest  that  if  the  Masters  of 
Finance  are  not  paid  enough  to  justify  them  in  introducing  business 
methods  their  pay  should  be  increased.  In  advocating  the  establish- 
ment of  a  "Pythian  Home,"  they  say  very  beautifully  that  "the  trend 
of  the  world's  work  to-day  is  towards  the  alleviation  of  the  ills  that 
men  are  heirs  to,  and  every  means  that  we  use  to  recall  our  suffer- 
ing brothers  to  health  and  happiness  is  a  round  in  that  ladder  that 
leads  heavenward."

NEW  MEXICO. 

From  the  report  of  Grand  Chancellor  B.  F.  Adams,  their  fee  of  $25 
for  the  three  ranks  does  not  seem  to  work  as  satisfactorily  as  it  does 
in  Massachusetts,  and  he  was  forced  to  grant  dispensations  to  confer 
the  ranks  for  a  less  price  in  order  to  increase  the  membership  of 
some  of  his  Lodges.  He  seems  to  have  had  considerable  trouble 
with  some  of  his  members  in  their  neglect  of  their  obligations  and 
Pythian  duty.  One  he  had  tried  for  being  a  professional  gambler; 
another  not  only  exposed  the  secret  work  of  the  Order,  but  was 
guilty  of  swindling  in  its  name;  and  still  another  who  scandalized 
an  officer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  had  been  guilty  of  many  other 
crimes  that  rendered  him  unfit  to  be  a  member  of  the  Order. 

In  discussing  sick  benefits,  he  says  there  can  be  no  question  but 
that  the  best  thought  and  sentiment  in  the  Order  is  opposed  to  com- 
pulsory benefits. 

He  scores  some  of  his  predecessors  in  this  language:  "Some  of  my 
predecessors  have  made  it  a  point  to  report  places  where  they  have 
prospective  Lodges.  Yes,  indeed,  a  perusal  of  some  of  their  reports 
will  show  that  some  of  the  Lodges  are  largely  prospective.  Grand 
Lodges  sometimes  fill  their  pages  with  fulsome  flattery  of  a  Grand 
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Chancellor  who  has  perhaps  planted  Lodges,  peddled  the  name,  the 
work,  the  membership,  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  among  the  largest 
number  of  individuals  with,  at  times,  the  sole  object  of  'making  a 
record'  that  would  'beat'  the  other  fellow's  and  distance  the  results 
accomplished  in  past  years." 

He  refrained  from  instituting  Lodges  at  several  places  because 
the  material  from  which  he  would  have  to  draw  was  not  such  as  to 
give  tone  to  the  Order.  This  Grand  Chancellor,  when  in  charge  of 
a  Subordinate  Lodge,  set  an  example  that  other  Chancellor  Com- 
manders might  follow.  Instead  of  suspending  members  for  non- 
payment of  dues,  he  assisted  his  Master  of  Finance  in  collecting- 
dues,  thereby  saving  his  members.  He  strikes  the  key-note,  and 
instead  of  laying  the  blame  on  the  shoulders  of  the  Masters  of 
Finance,  says  that  the  Chancellor  Commanders  ought  to  assist  them 
more  than  they  do. 

This  Grand  Chancellor  makes  one  of  the  most  caustic  arraign- 
ments of  the  "Endowment  Rank"  we  have  ever  seen,  and  if  what  he 
says  is  true,  and  he  challenges  any  one  to  dispute  it,  then  there  is 
something  wrong  and  all  the  talk  of  its  stability  is  worse  than 
"bosh."  Listen  to  this  closing  paragraph:  "Branded  at  its  birth 
with  the  bar  sinister  of  bastardy,  its  friends  attempted  to  make  it 
legitimate  by  an  alleged  marriage  between  its  mother  and  putative 
father;  its  legitimacy  being  called  in  question,  an  attempt  was  made 
to  have  it  adopted  into  our  family  by  resolution.  This,  too,  will  fail, 
and  this  mongrel  will  meet  the  fate  it  deserves." 

The  fraternal  correspondence  is  in  keeping  with  everything  else 
in  this  Journal — "good."  Like  their  Grand  Chancellor,  they  discuss 
questions  unreservedly,  giving  their  opinions  in  plain  language,  and 
hew  to  the  line.     Time  only  forbids  me  quoting  them  here.

The  Annual  Convention  of  this  Lodge  was  held  at  Canton  June 
9th,  1903. 

Appreciating  the  great  honor  that  was  conferred  on  him  by  his 
election  to  the  office  of  Grand  Chancellor,  Charles  J.  Deckman  avers 
that  he  is  now  ready  to  devote  the  remainder  of  his  days  to  this 
great  Order.  He  reports  a  net  gain  in  membership  of  2.882,  which 
will,  at  the  end  of  his  term,  bring  the  grand  total  up  to  sixty-seven 
thousand. 

The  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  predicts  that  instead  of  a 
diminution  in  membership  that  their  numbers  will  continue  to  in- 
crease year  by  year.  The  support  given  to  their  Orphans'  Home  is 
something  to  be  admired.  Whenever  a  want  was  made  known  it 
was  immediately  satisfied  by  a  donation  from  some  one  of  their 
Lodges.  I  will  be  excused  for  giving  a  part  of  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee on  this  subject:  "The  average  number  of  residents  at  the 
Home  for  the  year  covered  by  this  report  was  nearly  140.  The  per- 
capita  cost  of  maintenance,  based  upon  the  expenditure  for  food, 
provisions,  clothing,  salaries,  wages  of  help,  fuel,  light,  medical  at- 
tendance, incidental  expense  and  expenses  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
attending  meetings,  was  $98,817.  In  arriving  at  the  per-capita  cost 
of  maintaining  the  residents  at  the  Home,  we  treat  as  residents  the 
superintendent,  matron,  care-takers,  seamstresses,  cooks  and  other 
employees  who  have  regularly  lived  and  boarded  at  the  Home. 
From  the  above  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  per-capita  cost  of 
furnishing  the  table  during  the  year  was  $41.22,  while  the  per-capita 
cost  of  furnishing  clothing  was  $18.47." 

One  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  got  up  an  excursion  to  the  Home 
and  carried  with  them  "seven  cows"  as  a  donation;  another  fur- 
nished a  splendid  team  of  draft  horses,  harness,  wagon,  farm  imple- 
ments, etc.  They  all  seem  to  look  upon  this  Home  as  their  own 
and  support  it  accordingly. 

The  Journal  comes  to  us  this  time  without  a  fraternal  review.

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OKLAHOMA. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  this  Domain  met  in  annual  session  at  Shaw- 
nee October  1st,  1903. 

The  Grand  Chancellor  had  to  give  up  visiting  the  Subordinate 
Lodges  on  account  of  personal  affairs,  but  his  Grand  Deputy  at  large 
seems  to  have  done  the  work  of  the  Domain  for  him  to  a  great  ex- 
tent. 

The  Endowment  Rank  made  fine  progress  during  the  year,  and 
he  claims  that  it  is  evident  that  the  membership  in  the  Domain 
has  full  confidence  in  the  stability  of  this  branch  of  the  Order. 

The  Deputy  Grand  Chancellor  at  large  seems  to  have  had  his 
hands  full.  At  one  place  he  found  that  the  Masters  of  Finance  and 
Exchequer  had  absconded  with  Lodge  funds  after  collecting  what 
dues  they  could  from  the  membership.  He  instituted  several  new 
Lodges,  visiting  twenty-five  towns  and  travelling  3,085  miles. 

This  Deputy  Grand  Chancellor  was  also  Fraternal  Correspondent 
and  writes  a  good  review,  kindly  mentioning  us.

PENNSYLVANIA. 

Annual  Convention  of  this  Grand  Lodge  was  held  at  "Carbondale"

The  Grand  Chancellor  felicitates  himself  upon  the  fact  that  he  had 
done  his  duty  to  the  best  of  his  ability,  and  the  increase  in  member- 
ship of  2,000  proves  it.

The  Uniform  Rank  is  holding  its  own,  and  in  some  instances  gain- 
ing ground.

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SOUTH  CAROLINA. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  this  Domain  met  in  annual  session  at  Orange- 
burg on  May  19th,  1903. 

The  Grand  Chancellor,  during  his  term  of  office,  made  the  follow- 
ing ruling  with  regard  to  payment  of  dues  during  the  issuing  of  a 
transfer  card  and  the  deposit  of  the  same  with  another  Lodge: 
"That  a  member  is  not  liable  for  dues  during  this  period";  and  at 
the  same  time  he  ruled  that  if  the  cash  was  not  deposited  with  the 
new  Lodge  within  ninety  days  that  the  membership  of  the  brother 
remains  with  the  Lodge  issuing  the  card.  It  strikes  your  humble 
scribe  that  this  is  a  question  that  is  open  for  discussion;  for,  as 
he  says,  a  transfer  card  does  not  operate  as  a  withdrawal,  then  the 
Grand  Lodge  is  entitled  to  a  per-capita  tax  on  this  member  that  pays 
no  dues  for  one  quarter  to  his  Subordinate  Lodge;  and  as  he  could 
not  obtain  a  transfer  card  without  being  in  good  standing,  if  during 
the  ninety  days  he  became  sick,  he  is  certainly  entitled  to  any  bene- 
fit allowed  by  his  Lodge;  as  he  is  a  member  in  good  standing,  no 
dues  being  charged  against  him. 

This  Grand  Chancellor  reports  the  Order  in  this  Domain  as  in  a 
flourishing  condition,  with  evidences  on  all  sides  of  zeal  and  activity. 
With  a  suspension  list  of  357,  they  still  show  a  net  increase  of  310 
members. 

Among  some  of  the  suspended  Lodges  we  note  that  of  Ybrkville, 
No.  61,  and  it  is  a  source  of  sorrow  to  this  writer,  as  many  of  its 
members  were  personal  friends  of  his  in  days  that  are  gone. 

The  financial  condition  of  this  Grand  Domain  is  most  excellent, 
showing  an  increase  since  last  convention  of  $1,499.29. 

The  "fraternal  review"  is  written  by  the  Grand  Vice-Chancellor, 
J.  M.  Knight,  who  does  credit  in  his  work  to  himself  and  the  Do- 
main he  represents.  He  kindly  remembers  North  Carolina,  for 
which  we  thank  him.

SOUTH   DAKOTA. 

The  Grand  Chancellor  of  this  Domain,  in  visiting  his  Subordinate 
Lodges,  found  in  many  instances  conditions  existing  that  were  at 
variance  with  Pythian  law;  for  instance,  one  Lodge  working  without 
jewels;  another  without  official  application  blanks,  simply  using  a 
blank  request  to  join  the  Lodge;  another  without  proper  books  in 
which  to  keep  the  records,  and  many  other  cases  that  he  fails  to 
state.  He  does  not  wish  it  understood  by  this  that  they  have  no 
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good  Lodges;  but,  on  the  contrary,  he  claims  that  they  have  some 
whose  work  is  as  near  perfection  as  can  be. 

In  the  last  two  years  they  have  suspended  500  members  and  have 
only  reinstated,  as  he  says,  120. 

He  earnestly  recommends  the  election  of  a  Grand  Lecturer  or 
Organizer,  whose  duty  it  will  be  to  visit  all  Lodges,  instructing  them 
in  the  law  and  secret  work  and  look  after  the  organizing  of  new 
Lodges. 

He  suggests  that  the  offices  of  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal 
and  Master  of  Finance  be  consolidated,  and  make  the  pay  sufficient 
to  justify  the  work  to  be  done. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  shows  a  de- 
crease in  members  of  thirty-seven,  which  he  ascribed  to  suspension 
for  non-payment  of  dues  alone.  The  number  suspended  amounts  to 
nearly  10  per  cent,  of  the  entire  membership.  He  places  it  all  on 
the  shoulders  of  the  Master  of  Finance.  Poor  fellows;  they  are 
made  the  "scape  goat"  for  all  our  sins,  and  while  they  may  be  at 
fault  to  a  certain  extent,  I  don't  think  the  Chancellor  Commanders' 
skirts  are  entirely  clear.  In  many  instances  it  is  almost  a  labor  of 
love  on  the  part  of  the  Masters  of  Finance,  and  it  is  too  much  to  ex- 
pect them  to  make  the  sacrifice  for  the  whole  Lodge. 

The  Uniform  Rank  is  not  thriving  in  this  Domain. 

The  fraternal  correspondence  is  done  by  Dr.  H.  C.  Burch  and  J.  B. 
Piatt.  They  attribute  the  suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues  in 
a  great  measure  to  a  want  of  appreciation  of  the  teachings  of  the 
Order  on  the  part  of  those  who  are  urged  to  join.  You  are  right, 
brothers;  this  is  the  cause  nine  times  in  ten.

The  Grand  Lodge  of  this  Grand  Domain  met  at  Nashville  May 
12th,  1903. 

The  Grand  Chancellor  makes  a  very  brief  report  and  touches  on 
only  one  or  two  subjects,  mainly  Pythian  Press  and  "Endowment 
Rank."  He  says  that  from  the  information  he  can  get  the  Uniform 
Rank  needs  a  revival  in  that  Domain.  He  is  keenly  disappointed 
that  he  cannot  show  a  larger  gain  in  membership. 

The  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  says,  in  his  report,  that 
about  one-fifth  of  the  Lodges  in  Tennessee  receive  from  the  Grand 
Lodge,  through  their  representatives,  more  money  than  is  paid  in  by 
them  in  per-capita  taxes.     He  had  not  followed  a  strict  construction 
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of  the  law  governing  cases  of  this  kind,  because  to  have  done  so 
would  have  meant  a  forfeiture  of  many  of  their  charters.

In  his  report,  the  Grand  Chancellor  of  this  Domain  offers  several 
reasons  for  his  not  accomplishing  what  he  had  intended  at  the  out- 
set of  his  administration,  but  from  the  fine  showing  that  was  made 
in  the  end,  there  was  no  cause  for  them.  His  report  shows  that 
nearly  all  his  "Subordinate  Lodges  are  enjoying  steady  growth  and 
stable  prosperity."  "There  are  some,  however,  that  are  weak  in 
numbers  and  finances,"  and  he  seeks  to  administer  a  strengthening 
cordial,  compounded  especially  for  this  complaint,  viz.,  a  reduction 
in  the  fee  for  initiation,  and  if  this  fails  to  effect  the  desired  results 
he  thinks  that  they  should  be  left  to  die.  It  won't  cure  the  disease, 
brother,  if  it  is  only  a  temporary  relief,  and  where  Lodges  are  af- 
fected, as  he  says  some  are,  "with  a  want  of  Pythian  fidelity,"  it  is 
time  wasted.  He  heartily  recommends  public  functions  and  enter- 
tainments and  a  care  for  the  social  features  as  a  means  of  increasing 
the  attendance  at  Lodge  meetings. 

The  hard  times,  caused  by  poor  crops,  boll-weevil  and  "mud," 
operated  against  them  to  a  great  extent,  causing  a  want  of  a  quorum 
at  Lodge  meetings  and  a  consequent  loss  in  interest;  but  they  got 
bravely  over  this,  as  is  shown  in  the  growth  they  made  in  member- 
ship— making  a  net  gain  of  622  and  bringing  the  grand  total  up  to 
18,990.  This  Grand  Lodge  has  a  very  wise  provision  that  requires 
each  Grand  Representative  to  lecture  his  Lodge  upon  the  laws  of 
the  Order.  Their  W.  and  O.  Fund  amounts  to  $18,500  and  they  are 
now  casting  about  for  a  location  in  which  to  build  their  Home. 

They  heartily  commend  the  "Rathbone  Sisters"  as  being  a  help  to 
the  Order.

At  the  annual  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  Domain,  held  at 
Seattle  May  19th,  1903,  the  Grand  Chancellor  began  his  report  by 
the  following  statement:  "Fraternal  societies  are  subject  to  the  law 
of  evolution.     The  society  or  individual  that  has  not  the  vital  princi-

to  its  general  fund. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  features  of  this  Journal  is  the  "Report 
of  the  Bureau  of  Relief  of  Seattle  Lodges."  The  object  of  this  bu- 
reau is  to  look  out  for  and  assist  any  knight  in  obtaining  work;  to 
extend  aid  to  any  Knight  of  Pythias  among  the  many  thousands  of 
its  floating  population  who  may  have  been  stranded  and  is  worthy; 
to  relieve  distress  among  the  members  of  the  Order,  no  matter  from 
where  they  hail.  They  give  a  detailed  statement  of  the  number  ap- 
plying for  work,  number  applying  for  loans,  number  of  loans  paid 
back  by  borrower,  the  number  of  bodies  shipped  back  to  their  homes 
in  the  East,  etc.  It  is  a  treat  to  read  this  report  and  see  the  good 
work  they  are  doing. 

In  making  their  report,  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order 
compliments  the  Grand  Chancellor  on  the  work  he  has  done;  recom- 
mend an  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  "Senator,"  their  offi- 
cial organ,  and  speak  a  "good  word"  for  our  Sisters.

If  you  cut  out  the 
compulsory  sick  benefits  the  dues  may  be  reduced,  thereby  relieving 
the  individual  brother  of  this  burden,  aiding  the  Lodge  in  strengthen-

ing  its  finances,  in  order  that  it  may  be  able  to  more  fully  meet  the 
necessities  of  a  brother  in  need  of  aid."
